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WASHINGTON ENDS 
MEXIGAN TREATY 
AGAINST SMUGGLING 


Termination of Compact Next 
Week Is Viewed as a Warning 
to Calles Government. 








EMBARGO ON ARMS REMAINS 


But President Can. Lift This at 
Any Time, Which Would Let 
Rebels Get Munitions Here. 


MEANS RISING, NORRIS SAYS 


But Ambassador Minimizes Our 
Action After Secret Meeting With 
Coolidge and Kellogg.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Deep sig- 
nificance is seen here in an announce- 
ment of the State Department today 
that the treaty between the United 
States and Mexico for the mutual pre- 
vention of smuggling will not be re- 
newed when its first year of existence 
ends next Monday. 

This action, it is believed, has a di- 
rect relation to the strained relations 
between the two Governments over the 
Mexican Land and Petroleum laws and 
is regarded as especially important in 
the light of information coming out of 
Mexico that a widespread revolutionary 
movement is developing there. 

Among the cautious and not very 
clear reasons given by the State De- 
partment for notifying Mexico that the 
smuggling treaty would not be re- 
newed, there is no mention of what is 
regarded as the chief underlying rea- 
son, which has a direct political ap- 
plication to Mexican-American rela- 
tions. 

This alleged reason is that if the 
United States Government should lift 
the existing embargo-.on the exporta- 
tion of arms from this country into 
Mexico, the smuggling treaty, were it 
in force, would stil] bina the United 
States to cooperate with Mexico in 
preventing arms from crossing the in- 
ternational border. 

Must Notify Mexico of Arms. 

With the smuggling treaty in opera- 
tion, the lifting of the arms embargo 
would have little, if any, effect as a 
punitive or disciplinary measure di- 
rected against the Mexican Govern- 
ment on account of its treatment of 
American citizens and their Mexican 
properties. 


There have been hints that the arms 
embargo might be lifted, and it has 
been conceded by many that this ac- 
tion probably would result in the 
downfall of the Administration of 


President. Calles. 
But, as was pointed out in a Wash- 
ington dispatch in THE NEw YORK 


Times of March 10, the smuggling 
treaty provides that this Government 
must notify the Mexican Government 


of shipments of merchandise by land. 


sea and air, so that the United States 
would be bound to give notice of any 
shipments of munitions to persons in 


Mexico. 


“This,” it was explained in that dis- 
patch, ‘‘would make the United States 
a@ party to preventing Mexican revolu- 
tionists from getting military sup- 


plies.” 
No Sign of Early Lifting. 


Nothing has developed to indicate 
that the Coolidge Administration has 
any intention of lifting the arms em- 
bargo in the immediate future, but its 
notice of intention to abrogate the 
smuggling treaty is construed here as 
@ general warning to Mexico and as 
clearing the way for making ef- 
fective the possible lifting of the em- 


bargo. 


‘The treaty about to expire provides 
measures for the suppression of liquor 
smuggling into the United States. It 
contains provisions intended to pre- 
vent the smuggling of aliens into the 


United States from Mexico. 


The chief purpose in negotiating the 
treaty was to curtail the importation 


of intoxicating liquors, and Brig. Gen. 


Lincoln C. Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement, had a major part 


in negotiating it. 


Incident to the State Department’s 
announcement it became known that 
there was a conference yesterday be- 
tween President Coolidge, Secretary 
Kellogg and Manuel C. Tellez, the 
Mexican Ambassador, at the Presi- 
dent’s temporary residence in Dupont 
Circle. Neither the Secretary nor the 
Ambassador would disclose what took 


place at this conference. 
Tellez Minimizes Action. 


Ambassador Tellez told THz NEw 
Yorx Times today that the termina- 
tion of the smuggling treaty was of 


no significance. The treaty merely had 
been found to be unworkable, he said. 
According to his understanding, it 
would have no effect on the arms em- 


bargo. 


News that the treaty was to be 
abrogated was received with the keen- 
est interest by the few Senators and 
Representatives who were at the Capi- 
tol today. Among them was Senator 
Borah, Chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, who, while he would 
not discuss for publication the State 
Department’s announcement, was un- 
derstood to be of the opinion that the 
Mexican ple would construe the 
treaty’s abrogation as an unfriendly 
act against the Calles Government,

ASSEMBLY DEFEATS 
EIGHT BAUMES BILLS 


Passes Seven, While the Senate 
Agrees to Three and Orders 
Three More Amended. 





“FENCE” MEASURE KILLED 


Bill Allowing Judges to Comment 
on Testimony and Character 
of Witnesses Is Beaten.

ALBANY, March 22.—Under bitter at- 
tack from Republicans and Democrats, 
eight of the anti-crime bills sponsored 
by the Baumes Crime Commission 
were defeated in the Assembly today 
and tonight. 
At the same time seven of these meaa- 
ures were passed by the lower House, 
The Senate passed three of the anti- 
crime bills and sent three to commit- 
tee for amendment, with the under- 
standing that Governor Smith would 
pave the way for their passage during 
the closing hours of the session with 
tne aid of emergency messages. 
One of the bills defeated tonight 
would have permitted the testimony 
of a thief to be used in an effort to 
convict a ‘fence’? or a person who 
buys stolen property. 
Assemblyman Esmond, Vice Chair- 
man of the Baunes commission, said 
he regarded this bill as the most im- 
portant of the forty measures recom- 
mended by the Crime Commission. The 
bill was lost by three votes, and Mr. 
Esmond said he would move later to 
reconsider the vote and would make an 


effort to pass it at tomorrow’s ses- 
sion. 


Esmoni Pleads for Bill. 


Mr. Esmond pleaded for passage of 
the ‘‘fence’’ bill, declaring its enact- 
ment would do away with organized 
crime. 

“Organized ‘crime depends entirely 
upon the fence,” he said. “If you will 
do av with the fence you will do 
away with organized crime. The busi- 
ness interests of the State demand the 
passage of such a law for their own 
protection.”’ 

Opponents of the bill charged it 
would place the Legislature on record 
as vouching for the truth of thieves. 
Assemblyman Cuvillier of New York 
declared it would open the door: by 
which every business man in the State 
could be blackmailed by thieves. A 
similar measur~ was defeated last 
year. 

Mr. E.:mond said Police Commissioner 
McLaughlin of New York was strongly 
in favor of the fence bill, and it had 
been endorsed by the New York 
County Bar Association. 

‘If the Legislature does not put a law 
of this kind on the statute books Dis- 
trict Attorneys will never be able to 
convict the persons who buy stolen 
property, and unless the fences can be 
convicted organized crime will continue 
to flourish,’’ Mr. Esmond declared. 

Another of the anti-crime bills, which 
would permit a jury to take into con- 
sideration the fact that the defendant 
did not take the stand in his own be- 
half was placed on the laid-aside calen- 
dar at the request of Mr. Dunmore 
after it had been vigorously attacked. 
This means the bill is dead for the 
present session.

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., March 22 (4).— 
Twenty indictments against seventeen 
individuals,. returned as a result: of a 
Grand Jury investigation into vice in 
this city, were opened today by Su- 
preme Court Justice Heffernan at 
Fonda. 

Two furmer public officials of this 
city were indicted for bribery. They 
were John J. ‘Riley, Commissioner of 
Public Safety from 1920 to 1923, and 
his successor, Louis F. Hartigan, who 
was removed from office y sterday 
by Mayor Salmon. 

The indictment alleged that Riley re- 
ceived money for protection on Jan. 5, 
1923. The charge against Hartigan 
concerned. a more recent date, Decem- 
ber, 1926. Both men appeared with 
counsel and entered pleas of hot 
guilty. Bail of each was fixed at 
$1,000. 

Fifteen gamblers entered pleas of 
guilty to the indictments. against 


them. Thirteen were fined $250 each 
and two brothers, interested in the 
same place of business, were fined 
$125 each. : 
No indictments were announced 
against proprietors of houses of ill 
fame. The Grand Jury declared, how- 
ever, that nine were in operation in 
Amsterdam when the investigation be- 
gan. 

Action in the cases of Mayor Salmon 
and District Attorney Culick, who 
were charged with neglect of duty by 
Amsterdam clergymen, is expected to 
come from Governor Smith. The Grand 
Jury requested that their offices be 
investigated by a Moreland act com- 
missioner named by the Governor.

$0,000,000 HOSPITAL 
WILL TREAT CANCER 


Hudson Towers Is Bought for 
Largest Institution of Its 
Kind in the World. 





WILL CONDUCT RESEARCH 


S. A. Wertheim and Bird S. 
Coler Tell of Need for Centre 
to Care for Sufferers. 


New York soon will have a $5,000,000 
national cancer hospital, the largest of 
its kind in the world, Sanders A. Wert- 
heim, President of the New York Can- 
cer Association, announced yesterday. 
This organization has acquired Hudson 
Towers, at the northwest corner of 
West End Avenue and Seventy-second 
Street, a twenty-seven-story building 
designed and built as a hospital but 
not completed. 

Mr. Wertheim’s announcement, after 
a meeting of the directors of the asso- 
ciation at the Machinery Club, 50 
Church Street, said that the building 
had been sold for $3,500,000, the cost 
of construction, by Henry Lanzner and 
Isaac Baer. 

“The fact that the Hudson Towers 
will be completed early in the Sum- 
mer,’’ Mr. Wertheim continued, ‘‘means 
that the New York @ancer Association 
will be in a position to begin opera- 
tion almost at once of the Cancer Cen- 


tre, comprising a hospital containing 
400. beds, a clinic capable of caring for 
500 patients daily, elaborate research 
laboratories, having the most modern 
equipment, and a department devoted 
to public education in cancer preven- 
tion and treatment, the whole con- 
stituting the only institution in the 
country of this magnitude equipped 
solely for the care of cancer patients 
and for the scientific study of the dis- 
ease in every phase. 


How Money Will Be Spent. 


“In order completely to finance the 
Cancer Centre a fund of approximately 
$5,000,000 will be required. Of this 


sum $3,500,000 will be needed to pay 
for the building, $420,000 for the pur- 
chase of six grams of radium, the mini- 
mum held necessary for an institution 
of this size, and approximately $1,000,- 
000 for the equipment of the hospital 
proper, its research laboratories, clin- 
ical and educational departments.” 
Hudson Towers was erected as a 
hotel, sanitarium and hospital through 
the energies of Dr, Leo Buerger, for 
some time on the staff of Mount Sinai 
Hospital. He planned to have a hos- 
pital where the patient would stay 
during his illness and treatment with 
all the members of his family. Many 
physicians and many nurses also 
bought stock in the enterprise, expect- 
ing to use it in their professions. 
The construction costs were more 
than $500,000 more than had been esti- 
mated. Foreclosure followed and the 
property was bougnt by the Blue Ridge 
Realty Company, which tater sold it 
to the Harlem Construction Corpora- 
tion, controlled’ by Lanzner & Baer. 
The New York Cancer Association 
was organized to cooperate with the 
New York Cancer Institute, which is 
under the supervision of Commissioner 
of Public Welfare Coler. The institute 
provides treatment only to indigent 
residents of New York City. The Can- 
cer Centre, which will cooperate with 
the institute, will.care for all who ap- 
ply. 
Hopes to See Chain of Centres. 
After expressing the hope that the 
Cancer Centre will be the first of a 
chain ot similar institutions in differ- 


ent parts of the country, Mr. Wert- 
heim said: 

“Not only will the addition of this 
splendid hospital, dedicated exclusively 
to the treatment of cancer and avail- 
able to all classes of the population, 
be of tremendous benefit to victims of 
the disease living in:New York City 
and contiguous territory, but the lab- 
oratories, clinical and educational! fa- 
cilities of the centre, housed with the 
hospital under a single roof, will, we 
trust, lead to a larger knowledge of

Discard Even Their Uniforms. 


Returning, I found groups of hun- 
dreds of Shantungese, including some 
officers, who had discarded even their 
uniforms and..were in. their under- 
clothes, closely huddled and squatting 
in alleys, protected by the Sikh police. 
Many showed blood upon their heads, 
bodies and hands. There were boys of 
14 among them and men of 50 or more. 

I approached and examined their 
faces closely and recognized several 
whom I had seen when I visited Pi 
Shou-chen’s train, and when they 
stood an hour beneath the British bar- 
ricades shooting at the Nationalist 
sympathizers. yesterday. Particularly 
one youthful head man whose face had 
interested me then I now saw again. 
Not sure they were safe from the 
treatment they often meted out to 
others, they were a strange look- 
ing group. Hungry, cold, defense- 
less, wicked, cruel, vicious of counte- 
nance, these men, famous for looting, 
burning and terrorizing their own 
Chinese people, the servants of the 
leader who had betrayed them, were 
@ strange crew now to be guarded, 
housed and fed by the British. 

Hundreds of other Shantungese are 
surrendering to the Japanese, who pro- 
tect the adjacent section of the de- 
fenses. 

Most of the foreigners have been un- 
der rifle fire today, some more or less 
seriously. <A bullet entered the Astor 
Hotel, where many Americans are 
staying. Another went through some 
American improvised quarters while I 
was there. Another hit the American 
headquarters. One Chinese was killed 
beside a bridge where a few minutes 
later the firing came so close that we 
correspondents retired. 

Beyond the barricades, with the nar- 
row gate open, the police were exam- 
ining Chinese seeking refuge. Occa- 
sionally a small shell was passing over. 
Neither of the Chinese forces had 
many guns or any heavy artillery. 


Convent School in Fighting Zone. 


But these policemen’s experience was 
mild compared with what thirty or 
forty Sisters of Cmarity and 200 school 
girls have been subfected to since noon 


yesterday, being hemmed within the 
fighting two blocks beyond the North 
Station and not daring to cross the 
quarter mile to the nearest British de- 
fenses. This is the Institute of the 
Holy Family which the foreign troops 
have hitherto not relieved, not because 
of fear but because of the policies of 
their respective Governments to avoid 
conflicts with the Chinese. 

From the Chapei and Paosha dis- 
‘ricts particularly thousands of refu- 
sees have been pouring in all day long: 
foreigners are all being permitted to 
mnter without question, and all Chi- 
aese women and children and also men 
dossessing passes after being searched. 
Occasionally a Chinese coming in is 
wounded from stray shots or deliberate 
assault. There will be many bodies 
found when the firing finally ceases. 
The hospitals are now crowded beyond 
capacity and the doctors are over- 
worked. 

More than 160,000 workers are on 
strike and the people are. laying in pro- 
visions against emergencies. But today 
plenty of vegetables came in from the 
peaceful side of the city, only fish and 
meat being scarce. The water supply, 
which was endangered when the 
Chinese force struck, has been taken 
over ‘foreign forces. American ma- 
rines have asstmed guard, thereby 
relieving the British to strengthen the 
outlying defense. . 

One of the first scenes I witnessed 
this morning was the ejection by vol- 
unteer police, including Americans, of 
an unknown Nationalist General and a 
group of his associates caught display- 
ing unfriendly banners within the set- 
tlement, “All were well dressed and 
had evidently been harbored in the 
settlement awaiting the city’s capture. 
The volunteers ejected them in a mo- 
tor car at the gate beside the North 
Station among the Northern soldiers. 
The motor car went dashing off to an 
unknown fate. 

-Nationalist officials have sprung up 
numerously and I saw several groups, 
newly uniformed, going out from the 
French concession into the south sec- 
tion of the Chinese city, where the 
public offices are located. It is the 
rule to let any one out unarmed. 


Big Parade in Native City. 


While making motor car rounds of 
the French concession this afternoon 
with The Associated Press corresp9)n- 


dent I went afoot into the Chinese 
city and saw a great Nationalist pa- 
rade. Students, boys and girls, la- 
borers, men, children and women, 
gome bound-footed, were passing, thou- 
sand after thousand, under large flags, 
one Nationalist and one Sovist, held 
by young men arched at a prominent 
open space. The parade lasted for 
liours, passing along the borders of the 
concession, shouting. anti-imperialist 
doctrines, while the members now and 
then ran up to the concession barbed- 
wire and threw in leaflets among the 
Chinese crowds standing behind. 

The American volunteer police tell 
thrilling adventures of bringing refu- 
gees into the settlement. Many Amer- 
icans, like other foreigners, are living 
outside and some are still hemmed in 
by the firing. But the marines re- 
port no adventures except stray bul- 
lets, their duties being to preserve 
order in the mill and residential dis- 
trict, where no event has yet occurred 
more serious than a peaceful labor 
demonstration. 

One American who went through the 
serious days at Hankow, a responsible 
man, tells me he is sure thousands of 
paid agitators, many of them foreign, 
have been within the settlement for 
many weeks preparing for the events 
now beginning to transpire. He says 
he recognized many faces he saw at 
Hankow. 

Sniping by Kuomintang.

Merciful Lull Comes at Night.

SHANGHAI, March 22. —A.merciful 
lull tonight succeeded one of the 
most gruesome periods in Shanghai’s 
history. With the arrival of Cantonese 
regulars in the Chinese districts to- 
night, comparative quiet descended 
upon portions of the native city in 
which terror, death and destruction 
had reigned for thirty-six hours dur- 
ing conflicts between the retreating 
Shantungese of the Northern army 
and the Kuomintang guerrillas. 

The Cantonese arrivals impelled the 
remaining Northern troops to attempt 
to break through the British cordon 
to take refuge in the international set- 
tlement, resulting in the first real clash 
between Chinese and foreign troops 
since the occupation of Shanghai. 

A majority of the Shantungese event- 
ually were disarmed and interned 
within the settlement, but in several 
places they turned rifles and machine 
guns against detachments of the 
Durham Battalion of the British de- 
fense force. The Durhams replied in 
kind, killing approximately twenty- 
four Shantungese and wounding more. 
Two Durhams were wounded in the 
exchange. 

An Italian force on the British right 
also met a similar situation, and in 
the exchange of fire there were six- 
teen Chinese casualties. Altogether 
3,000 Northerners surrendered to the 
British, Italian and Japanese guards. 
This is believed to account for all the 
Northern troops that remained in 
Shanghai today. 

A detachment of forty United States 
marines has been sent to reinforce the 
British troops holding the Markham 
Road bridge on the border between 
the international settlement and the 
district of Chapei. 


Chapei District Hard Hit. 


The wounds inflicted in the Sino- 
foreign clashes were insignificant com- 
pared to that in the district of Chapei, 


@ comparatively small section popu- 
lated mostly by Chinese to the north 
of the city, where guerrilla warfare 
raged until the Cantonese regulars ar- 
rived. 

There was still some firing in the 
Chapei district tonight, but it was un- 
derstood that this was being carried 
on by the Cantonese looters. 

It was impossible to ascertain the 
total number of dead in Chapei, but 
undoubtedly scores of innocent Chinese 
met death, some by the knives of exe- 
cutioners and others by wanton ma- 
chine gun fire by soldiers protecting 
looting companions. 

A series of fires caused by exploding 
shells increased the horrors of the day 
and made thousands homeless. All day 
native refugees streamed in scores of 
thousands throughout the international 
barriers seeking a haven in the for- 
eign-ruled areas, which are crowded to 
the limit. 

Three Britishers, Viscount Gort, 
Lieutenant Colonel Heywood and Con- 
sul, General Barton, escaped capture 
by Cantonese in the native city while 
undertaking diplomatic missions this 
evening and returned safely to the set- 
tlement. 

Viscount Gort, who is chief of staff 
of the defense force, and Consul Gen- 
eral Barton had gone to the Chapei 
section to arrange for the evacuation 
of 500 imperiled children in the Anglo- 
French convent, 


Jesuit Braves Burning Street. 


A French Jesuit father accompanied 
them. The latter went through burn- 
ing streets and although wounded 
managed to reach the convent. The 
evacuation was proceeding satisfac- 
factorily under a Cantonese safe con- 
duct when, a half mile from the bar- 
rier, they met a truculent Cantonese 
detachment which seized Viscount 
Gort. Later he was released and all 
the children were believed to have been 
safely evacuated. 

A Nationalist division also advanced 
along the railway encircling the for- 
eign settlement and 3,000 Nationalists 
occupied Chapei and the Shanghai 
North Station where they were within 
a few yards of the British outposts. 

Red was today the prevailing color in 
Shanghai, even in the foreign settle- 
ments, Kuomintang flags being un- 
furled everywhere by Chinese welcom- 
ing the Nationalists.

It was noteworthy 
that virtually all sports of which the 
Shanghai community is especially fond 
were suspended, but a few incurable 
golfers braved the bullets falling on 
the race course links, and one reported 
that his golf bag was pierced.

LONDON TAKES A CALM VIEW. 


But Thinks Shanghai Events Justify 
Sending of Large Force There. 
LONDON, March 22 (#).—Despite a 

day of almost unprecedented violence 

and looting in the native sections of 


Shanghai, London does not take such 
a serious view of the situation there 
as does Washington, judging from 
press dispatches from the American 
capital. This is indicated by Premier 
Baldwin’s announcement in the House 
of Commons today, and by statements 
to The Associated Press from other 
Governmental authorities. 

Mr. Baldwin told the Commons that 
the Municipal Court and the naval 
and military forces had the situation 
in the international settlement well in 
hand. 

British officials are getting much 
satisfaction from what they say is the 
ample justification of the British Gov- 
ernment’s policy in dispatching the 
Shanghai Defense Force to China. 

It is obvious, they declare, that the 
violence which marked today’s hap- 
penings just outside the international! 
settlement would have extended to the 
foreign colony itself if the troops had 
not been there. 

They say it is proved that it was 
better to dispatch the defense force 
than to send a punitive expedition such 
as that following the Boxer uprising. 
It is believed here that disturbances 
are likely to continue for a week by 
which time the main Cantonese force 
will have arrived and the rabble of 
the Shantung army, which was partly 
responsible for today’s outrages, will 
be dealt with. 

Premier Baldwin, questioned in the 
Commons’as to whether the civilian 
population of Shanghai was in danger, 
replied: 

“It must be remembered that the 
district is seething with mobs, which 
might get out of hand at any moment.”’ 

There has been no battle, officials 
point out, the ‘‘fall of Shanghai’’ being 
due to political and not military 
manoeuvring. The Commons laughed 
loudly when the Premier announced 
that General Pi Shou-chen, the North- 
ern commander in the Shanghai dis- 
trict, had transferred his allegiance to 
the Cantonese and was now com- 
mander of one of the Southern military 
units. Pi is trying to cope with the 
mobs which were part of his late com- 
mand, but at a safe distance, as he is 
quartered in the Astor House Hotel, in 
the international settlement. 

Mr. Baldwin also told the House that 
the general strike in Shanghai was not 
of an anti-foreign nature and that the 
term ‘‘general holiday’’ would be more 
appropriate for the celebration which 
Shanghai was staging as a welcome 
to the Cantonese.

But Some With Other Foreigners 
Are Isolated in Area North of 
International Settlement.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The iso- 


lation of some foreigners, including 
Americans, in the area north of the 
International Settlement at Shanghai 
was reported to the State Department 
late this afternoon by Clarence E. 
Gauss, American Consul General. The 
Consul declared that Nationalist troops 
were undertaking a ‘‘movement”’ into 
that area, where armed laborers, agi- 
tators and students have created a 
“reign of terror,’ and it was hoped 
that these troops would quiet the situ- 
ation there. 

An attempt, he said, was being made 
to reach and rescue the isolated Ameri- 
cans and other toreigners ‘‘without 
using military force.* 

“The American Consul General at 
Shanghai,” the State Department sum- 
mary of Mr. Gauss’s dispatch read, 
“informed the department today that 
quiet is being maintained inside the 
settlement at Shanghai and the for- 
eign residence area to the west. 

“Disorders continued last night and 
today in the Chinese territory adjoin- 
ing the foreign settlement on the 
north, where armed laborers, agitators, 
students and others have conducted a 
reign. of terror, looting, burning and 
firing arms. 

“The forces of General Pi Shou-chen 
shot down a number of these men yes- 
terday afternoon. Last night, how- 
ever, General Pi apparently abandoned 
the situation, although isolated detach- 
ments of Northern troops have con- 
tinued firing, adding to the general 
confusion and disorder. Chang Chow 
Wusih and Soochow are reported in the 
hands of the Nationalists. Northern 
troops from Soochow are reported mov- 
= to join their comrades in Shang- 

al. 

“Consul General Gauss further re- 
ports that there is a movement of Na- 
tionalist troops to the area north of 
the foreign settlement at Shanghai. It 
is hoped that they will quiet the situa- 
tion there. 

“Evacuation of foreigners from the 
area north of the foreign settlement is 
going on as far as possible, but some 
foreigners are isolated, including 


Americans. Attempts are being made 
ed reach them without using military 
orce, 

“Occasionally foreign troops have 
been fired upon by armed agitators. 
One Indian soldier has been killed and 
several British soldiers’ slightly 
wounded.” 

Admiral Williams in his report said: 

“Upon the approach of the Can- 
tonese, gunmen appeared in various 
parts of the city and indiscriminate 
firing at foreigners and Chinese oc- 
curred all afternoon and evening.

the United States had no commercial 
treaty with Mexico for safeguarding 
American commerce against possible 
discrimination, it was not advisable to 
continue an arrangement which bound 
this Government to cooperate with 
Mexico for the enforcement of decrees 
or laws concerning the importation of 
commodities into Mexican territory. 

It is the absence of a commercial 
treaty which has enabled the Mexican 
Government to énact the Land: and 
Petroleum laws, which, the United 
States contends, provide for the con- 
fiscation of American landed proper- 
ties in that country. 

Were such a commercial treaty in 
operation it would pledge Mexico not 
to undertake such discriminatory 
measures against American citizens 
and their property interests, it is said. 

There has been no commercial treaty 
between Mexico and the United States 
in operation since 1882, although the 
Washington Government has made 
repeated efforts to conclude such an 
agreement. 


Some See Hope of Trade Treaty. 


In some quarters the abrogation of 
the smuggling treaty was construed 
a hopeful sign that this course would 
pave the way for the negotiation of a 
commercial treaty that would provide 
for an amicable adjustment of the 
controversy: over American landed 
properties. 

Nothing élse has come to light, how- 
ever, to indicate that there is a bright 
prospect of a commercial treaty..

BRITAIN MAY SEND 








Awaits Invitation for Visit to 
One of Two Ocean-Crossing 
Dirigibles Now Building. 
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LONDON, March 22.—One of the two 
great airships which Britain is now 
building may visit the United States 
next year, if invited by the American 
Government. 

The airships, the R-100 and the 
R-101, are expected to be the largest 
and most magnificent ever built, prac- 
tically aerial hotels de luxe, which, if 
successful, will herald an era of travel 
when aircraft will supplant ocean 
liners.

At the Air Ministry today it was said 
that it was premature to discuss these 
visits or others, because all depends 
upon the airworthiness of the craft. 
Many innovations are to be tried the 
outcome of which none can now tell. 

One tage is being built at the 
Royal Air Works and the other by a 
private contractor, each according to 
different designs, 

To meet the Air Ministry’s require- 
ments, however, each must be about 
730 feet long and 130 feet in diameter 
and able to ply at a speed of seventy 
miles an hour at an altitude of 5,000 
feet, with a cruising speed of sixty- 
three miles an hour, Without refuel- 
ing, the airships should have a range 
at the cruising speed, with an ordinary 
commercial load, of about 4,000 miles. 

Because of their speed alone, such 
airships would have an advantage over 
the present ocean liners. Averaging 
fifty miles an hour, they would be able 
to cross the ocean in two and a half 
days, or half the time of the fastest 
liner. 

Befove either of the airships can 
take the trip across the Atlantic after 
completion, about this time next year, 
exhaustive test flights must be made. 
Following these both ships must cover 
a charted air route from London to 
Karachi and return. At Karachi and 
Ismailia, Egypt. the Air Ministry is 
constructing mooring masts and gas 
stations, 

If these flights are successfully com- 
pleted the Air Ministry will then send 
one of the ships to Canada and the 
other to Australia, 

If invited, it was said that the Air 
Ministry would seriously consider per- 
mitting the one visiting Canada to con- 
tinue to the United States. 

If these tests are successful the Air 
Ministry contemplates regular airship 
services to Canada and other parts of 
the empire. So that passengers may 
get off or aboard at intermediate 
places, the Air Ministry further con- 
templates the development of the 
manoeuvre of flying on and off an 
airship by airplane. Passengers and 
mails could then be picked up while 
an airship was in flight without loss 
of time. Thus, Ireland and Newfound- 
land could benefit by the airship ser- 
vice between England and Canada, 

Both the R-100 and the R-101 are 
designed to carry 100 passengers and 
their baggage and ten tons of mail. 
Each will include sleeping cabins with 
two or four berths, promenade decks, 
lounges and smoking rooms. 

The dining rooms will be capable of 
seating fifty peaple at once. Special 
arrangements will be made for ven- 
tilation and heating. The assembly of 
the airships is not. expected to begin 
till the first of next year. 

About May 1 the Air Ministry is ex- 
pected to send a technical commission 
to Canada to advise concerning the 
construction of a mooring mast in view 
of the dirigible’s projected flight.

Haddon Gray Tells of Visit of 
Prisoner to His Home—Still _

SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 22.—Act- 
ing on statements by the police in New 
York that friends here of Henry Judd 
Gray, accused of complicity in the 
murder on Sunday morning of Albert 
Snyder at New York, aided him in es- 
tablishing a ‘‘perfect”’ alibi, Martin L. 
Cadin, Chief of Police, ordered the de- 
tention today of Haddon Gray of 207 
Clark Street, a life-long friend of the 
other Gray, and Harry L. Platt of 805 
Salt Springs Road, an insurance ad- 
juster, 

The police are seeking to ascertain 
who mailed letters in Syracuse for 
Henry Gray on Saturday afternoon 
when, it is alleged, he was on his way 
on New York; who called the room 
clerk of the Onondaga Hotel on Satur- 
day night and told the clerk he was 
Gray and did not wish to be disturbed; 
who made three telephone calls from 


Gray’s room in the Onondaga on Sun- 
day . afternoon, and who rumpled 
Gray’s bed between 6 o’clock Saturday 
night and 8 o’clock Sunday morning so 
that it would appear to the chamber- 
maid that Gray ‘had occupied the 


room. ‘ 

Piatt was taken into custody at his 
office in the Onondaga County Savings 
Bank Building before noon. Haddon 
Gray was ordered held when he ap- 
peared in the Chief’s office with Rich- 
ard J. Shanahan, an attorney, whom 
he retained at 1:06 o’clock this after- 


Three Men Together. 


Platt, the police said, admitted that 
he drove Haddon Gray and Henry 
Gray on Sunday night. He said that 
at 6 o’clock on Sunday evening Had- 


don Gray telephoned him, saying that 
he wanted to call for a friend at the 
Onondaga Hotel, but that his auto- 
mobile was laid up for repairs. Platt 
called for him and they drove to the 
Onondaga. Platt said he remained In 
the automobile while Haddon Gray 
went into the hotel. 

After several minutes Haddon Gray 
returned, accompanied by Henry Cray. 
The three drove to the Clark Street 
house, where Haddon Gray and his 
friend alighted. Platt said Haddon 
Gray invited him into the house, but 
he declined, returning to his home. 

Early this morning two detectives 
went to Haddon Gray’s home to notify 
Haddon to appear at Police Headquar- 
ters. 

Soon after 1 o’clock Gray appeared 
in the Chief’s office with his attorney. 
He was greeted by Chief Cadin with, 
‘Well, Mr. Gray, you must be de- 
tained.”’ 

Mr. Shanahan warned his client to 
make no statement as he, Gray and 
Chief Cadin retired to the Chief’s pri- 
vate office. 

Checking Gray’s Story. 

Spurred by Henry Gray’s confession 
that he had killed Snyder, detectives 
redoubled their efforts to learn who 


assisted in covering his movements 
from Saturday noon until Sunday af- 
ternoon. He is reported to have said 
that he left Syracuse late on Saturday 
and returned on Sunday afternoon. 

Chief Cadin ordered detectives this 
morning to check the Onondaga Hotel, 
where Henry Gray stopped, to ascer- 
tain who disarranged the bed. They 
also were ordered to ascertain whether 
Harry Folsom, who introduced Gray 
to Mrs. Snyder, had been in Syracuse 
in the last two weeks. It was learned 
that Folsom had been in Syracuse on 
numerous occasions and always stopped 
at the Onondaga. At the hotel it was 
said he had been there recently, but it 
was not admitted that he was there 
on Friday. 

Haddon Gray maintained this after- 
-noon that he knew nothing of the alibi 
plot and reiterated his belief in his 
friend’ s innocence. 

“If there is anything I can do that 
is within the bounds of honesty to clear 
my friend of this stigma and alleged 
confession of the horrible crime, I will 
do it,’’ he said. ‘“‘But it all seems so 
unreal to me that the man who sat on 
the parlor floor and read Sunday 
school lessons to my Kiddies Sunday 
night should be a murderer.” 

“They can say that Judd killed Sny- 
der if they want to,” he went on, 
“but I can’t believe it. Why, I’ve 
known that man since we played on 
the football team at high school in 
East Orange, N. J., and I never knew 
him to do anything that wasn’t en- 
tirely decent. He played quarterback 
on the team, and he always played the 
game clean. 

“As for mailing any letters to Gray’s 
wife, I never did such a thing. I never 
had anything to do with a suitcase he 
is supposed to have given some one, 
and I never heard him mention the 
Snyder family since I have known him. 
That has been a good many years. 

“He’s still my friend, remember that. 
And I can’t believe he’s guilty. If that 
man killed Snyder the way the papers 
say he did, then certainly he’s the 
most cold-blooded fish I have ever 
heard of, and I was in the army.’

SLAYERS OF SNYDER. 


Continued from Page 1, Column 6. 





Police Headquarters for the first time 
since Sunday morning when they 
crushed the skull of Albert Snyder, 
chloroformed him and then tied up his 
neck with picture wire. Their eyes 
never met. Gray saw his accomplice 
after she had been led, fainting, into 
the office of Dr. Daniel Donovan at 
Police Headquarters. Gray passed the 
physician’s door on the way to the 
morning line-up of criminals. On see- 
ing her, he exclaimed to the detectives 
and to a fellow-prisoner lessee saree: 
to him: 

‘What a mess she got me into.” 


Enter Not Guilty Pleas. 


Later, they stood side by side, when 
they ‘were arraigned in the Magis- 
trate’s Court at Jamaica. Neither 
glanced at the other. Both stared, at- 
tentively and fearfully at the officials. 
Lawyers for both entered formal pleas 
of not guilty and charged that the con- 
fessions had been wrung from them. 
This, however, did not prevent Gray 
from telling his wife later, in the pres- 
ence of witnesses, that his confession 
was not made under duress. 

“They treated me like a gentleman,” 
he told her. According to policemen 
who brought Gray from Syracuse, 
where he started to confess, it -was a 
friendly : discussion of college days 
which started the man’s confession. 
Gray had refused to talk about the 
murder. But a desultory chat took 
place in their compartment on the 
train. Finally Gray asked Assistant 
District Attorney Conroy of Queens 
about his alma mater. 

“Cornell,” replied Conroy. 

“Is that so? You don’t tell me,” 
said Gray. Then. he mentioned several 
Cornell men, mutual acquaintances. 


Then the oddities of this professor and 
that were brought up for discussion. 
There was a lull in the conversation. 
Gray sat looking out of the window at 
the Albany station, while engines were 
being changed. The train started 
again. Gray turned about and faced 
Conroy. . 

“I’m not going to fight you any 
more,” he said. ‘I’m going to tell 
you the whole story.” 


Confession Taken Down, Signed. 


There was a stenographer on the 
train. Gray confessed nearly all the 
way to New York. His statement was 
typed on the train. As they neared 
the 125th Street Station, his fourteen- 


page statement was handed to him 
and he signed it. Then he was hur- 
ried to the District Attorney’s office 
in Queens, where he added many de- 
tails to his story. 

He confessed that the murder had 

been in their minds for months. It 
originated with Mrs. Snyder, he said, 
and she kept it to the fore. They be- 
gan by saying such things as, 
‘“‘Wouldn’t it be great if the old man 
would only pass away?’ For a long 
time the idea remained in the wish 
state. Later they began, half-jokingly, 
to talk about ways and means of mak- 
ing their wish come true. They played 
with the thought until it grew into a 
solid, practical program. 
The first step toward it was that of 
raising Mr. Snyder’s insurance from 
$10,000 to $25,000. He earned $115 
a week. He turned $85 of it over 
to his wife. Usually she spent it 
all, but she began to practice great 
economy to save $850 for the premium 
for the increased insurance. As it 
turns out, she gains nothing on this 
account. The law specifically provides 
that a murderer shall not benefit by 
the life insurance policy of his victim. 
The $25,000, however, goes to the estate 
of Snyder and will eventually become 
the property of his nine-year-old 
daughter Lorraine. 

There may be a further complication, 
according to a report which came 
from the Queens County Jail yester- 
day from a man who visited Gray. 
According to this man, the crime was 
hastened by the belief that Mrs. Sny- 
der is to become a mother. Fear that 
this development would bring about a 
crisis between Snyder and his wife is 
said to have been put forward by Gray 
as the final deciding reason for com- 
mitting the crime. District Attorney 
Newcombe said he knew nothing 
whatever on this subject. 


Calls Her Confession False. 


The confession of Mrs. Snyder was 
denounced as false by Edgar F. Hazle- 
ton, her lawyer. 

“We wish to plead not guilty,” he 
told Magistrate Giorgio in the Jamaica 
Court. ‘‘We want examination imme- 
diately—within forty-eight hours. The 
defendant has been kept without coun- 
sel for upward of two days, with lit- 
tle food and little or no sleep or rest. 
She absolutely repudiates the alleged 
confession which was made under dur- 
ess.”’ 

Asked after the proceeding what he 
a meant by ‘“‘duress,’’ Mr. Uazleton 
said: 

‘“‘What is more cruel than mental 
duress—showing her bloody objects and 
giving her little sleep and little to 
eat? She told me that she had hardly 
slept since the murder.”’ 

Mrs. Snyder was not questioned yes- 
terday. She had been subjected to a 
relentless interrogation carried on in- 
termittently for more than forty-eight 
hours, resulting in a complete ‘story 
of the crime, involving Gray so deeply 
as to compel his confession also. She 
was not asked yesterday about the 
one detail in which her story differed 
from that of her confederate. Gray 
said that he delivered the first blow 
over the head of Snyder with the sash 
weight and that then she picked up 
the weight and struck another blow 
herself. Mrs. Snyder did not mention 
this detail against herself. According 
to Gray, they jointly administered the 
chloroform. 


Mrs. Snyder Breaks Down. 


Mrs. Snyder spent Monday night in 
a cell in the Long Island City Jail. 
All buckles, pins and other metal ob- 
jects were taken from her as precau- 
tions against suicide, Karly yesterday 


morning she was taken to Manhattan 
Police Headquarters to be placed on a 
platform and exhibited in the line-up 
to 130 masked detectives. 

She was escorted into the building 
by detectives. Many cameras faced 
her. She tilted forward a green tur- 
ban hat and buried her face in a big 
fur collar. She wore thin champagne 


shod in alligator 
thought she was past the cameras she 
looked up. Her pale blue eyes were 
red-rimmed, her face pale and drawn, 
her closely bobbed blonde hair un- 
kempt. Forty-eight hours devoted 
mainly to answering questions on how 
and why she murdered her husband 
had cut deep lines into her face.

The handcuffs 
were taken off. 


Gray Faces Masked Detectives. 


“Gray,” called out Inspector Cough- 
lin, who was standing on a small plat- 
form near the stage on which the pris- 
oners appear before the masked detec- 
tives. Coughlin or some other official 
always stands on this platform and 
discusses the prisoners who are pre- 
sented for study. 

Gray was led forward by two detec- 
tives. Usually all the prisoners are 
placed on the stage at once. But 
Gray had the distinction of an exclu- 
sive appearance. 

“‘This,’’ said Inspector Coughlin, ‘‘is 
the man who is accused of murdering 
Snyder over in Queens.” 

A man of calmness, poise and expe- 
rience, Gray faced the 130 men in their 
black masks, with apparent. equanim- 
ity while they looked him over from 
head to foot. The. purpose of this 
daily pageant at headquarters is to 
cause the detectives to etch into their 
memories the various physical char- 
acteristics of criminals or suspects so 
that they may never forget them. 

Gray has one outstanding peculiarity. 
The right half of his lower jaw is no- 
ticeably larger than the other half. A 
deep dimple in the chin divides the 
two unequal halves. His eyes are 
dark and rather deepset. They looked 
back at the detectives through shell- 
rimmed glasses. The man’s face is 
rather thin and deeply lined. He need- 
ed a shave. His hair, dark with a 
sprinkling of gray. is very curly. It 
was combed straight back. Ordinarily 
his hair is buttered rather heavily with 
a shiny hair-dressing, but it was dull 
and lifeless yesterday. There was 
nothing of the ladies’ man about him. 
He wore a brown suit and carried a 
tan overcoat. He is slightly under 
middle height and weighs about 135 
pounds. 

A little more than the usual length 
of time was devoted to the study of

He was then driven back to Long 
Island City. 

Mrs. Snyder recovered after a short 
rest and also was taken back to her 
cell. Both were then allowed to con- 
sult lawyers and to plan their defenses. 


Statements Are Kept Secret. 


District Attorney Newcombe refused 
yesterday to make public the trans- 
cript of their statements. That of Mrs. 
Snyder occupies fifty-two pages. Con- 
flicting reports were circulated about 
some of the statements regarding the 


crime. 

It was said that. according to 
confession of Gray, Snyder was 
subdued by the first blow over the 
head delivered by the iron weight, but 
that he was able to jump up and fight 
until blow after blow from. his wife 
and her confederate finally rendered 
him unconscious. This conflicts with 
the earlier accounts py the police and 
the District Attorney, who said Snyder 
passed from sleep to death, never 
knowing what had happened to him. 

The report that Snyder had been able 
to rise and fight was further discred- 
ited by the report of Dr. Alexander O. 
Goettier, who told yesterday of the 
analysis of the stomach and brain of 
the murdered man. The brain was 
found to be saturated with alcohol. 
There was enough iv» the brain, he 
reported, to cause stupor. This cor- 
roborated witnesses who had said that 
Snyder drank heavily at the bridge 

which he attended on Saturday 
night, being encouraged by his wife to 
down glass after glass. The blows 
over the head did not cause instant 
death. Chloroform was administered 
afterward, traces of which were found 
in the brain. 

It came out yesterday that one of

the twin bed, in which she usually 
slept, was undisturbed, while another 
room, ordinarily occupied by her 
mother, was in disorder. Mrs. Snyder 
and Gray now admit having been in 
this room, both before and after the 
crime. 
Chagrined by Failure. 


Both Gray and Mrs. Snyder were 
chagrined because of the failure of 
their schemes to delude the police. 
Gray, according to his questioners, had 
shown no contrition or remorse over 
the killing, but has displayed wounded 
vanity over the ease with which his 
alibi, elaborated with so much pains, 
was shattered by the police. His pride 
was also hurt on learning that the imi- 
tation of a burglary was very crude 
and. had been the very first thing 
which put the police on the right trail. 
The most stupid thing which the half- 
intoxicated -slayers did was that of 
throwing kitchen pots and pans on the 
floor in the belief that it would throw 
suspicion on burglars. Gray was told 
that it was unheard-of for burglars to 
bother with kitchens. 

One question put to Gray, Inspector 
Coughlin said yesterday, was this: 

“What was it caused you to commit 
this murder, the $25,000 insurance or 
love of the woman?’”’ 

Gray hesitated a while and then an- 
swered evasively: ‘She influenced 
me.” 


Calls Work Masterpiece. 


The clearing-up of the whole case in 
two days was described by District 
Attorney Newcombe as. a masterpiece 
of aggressive and skillful detective 
work. 

“T think it is one of the finest pieces 


of police work ever done,’ he said. “‘A 
world of credit is due to every one 
who had anything to do with this in- 
vestigation from Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlin, who was on the joh from 
the beginning, down to every detective 
who took part in it.” 

Mr. Newcombe also commended the 
members of his own staff on their part 
in “breaking” a case which bungling 
or lackadaisical. work might have 
placed with the Elwell case and the 
Hall-Mills case on the list of unsolved 
mysteries. 

He denied that either confession had 
been obtained by duress. 

“Duress was not necessary,” he said. 
**They told everything freely.”” Pressed 
to make. public’ copies ‘of the confes- 
sions, he continued to refuse and ex- 
plained: ‘‘They are my evidence, and 
I'll keep them confidential for the 
present.” 


Defense for Gray Planned. 


Samuel L. Miller, an attorney, of 
261 Broadway, announced yesterday 
that he had been retained by Mrs. 
Henry Judd Gray and in association 
with Theodore Groh of Hallman 
Groh, 35 Nassau Street, would conduct 
the defense of Gray. ‘Mrs. Gray is 
standing loyally by her husband and 
will continue to do so,”’ he said. 

“She. is entirely too upset to see in- 
terviewers,’”’ he added. ‘“‘She is prac- 
tically on the verge of a collapse, 
and I have arranged to have her taken 
to the home of friends for the night, 
‘where she cannot be disturbed. 

“The entire matter has come to her

“If I know or understand the con-

used to prove damages as far as any 
aspersions are concern are made 
on one individual of that race.’’ 
Mr. Hanley admitted tonight that he

ably would have put quotation marks 
around “‘aspersions on the whole Jew- 
own the views of Mr. Gallagher. The 
stenographic record, of course, does 
not register quotation marks. 


Cameren Again in Witness Box. 


Although it had been thought that 
Judge Raymond would hand down his 
decision. on the admissibility of the 
earlier Independent articles when 
court opened today, he still held the 
matter in abeyance and directed that 
Mr. Cameron take the stand. He went 
to the stand on Friday and was a wit- 
ness all day yesterday. Mr. Gallagher 
went at once to the assignment, which 
had been given by the periodical to 
Barry Dunn, a former newspaper man, 
to get together the series of articles 
which Mr. Sapiro protests. 

The witness said that he did not have 


a copy of the message assigning Mr. 
Dunn, but a search of papers on the 
Ford counsel table disclosed it. This 
showed that Dunn was employed on 
Aug. 3, 1923. Mr. Gallagher sought to. 
ascertain whether the employment nad 
not been at a later date. Objection by 
Mr. Hanley was sustained. 

The examination then turned on 
whether the editor had discussed with 
Dunn, prior to the sending of the tele- 
gram engaging him, the series of arti- 
cles. Mr. Cameron said that his mem- 
ory was not clear on that point. The 
attorney then turned to the part played 
in the series by H. W. Roland, for- 
merly an associate editor of The Dear- 
born Independent, and others of the 
staff. 

Q.—Did you have any conversations with 
Roland about Dunn or the articles? A.—We 
had many conversations, and I presume that 
I told him to write Dunn and tell him to 
look up some of those things. 

Q.—Are you able to recall whether or not 
in your conversation with Mr. Roland you 
mentioned the name of Mr. Sapiro? A.—It is 
quite possible that I did, but I am not sure 
whether at that early date I knew Mr. 
Sapiro. I had not early knowledge of Mr. 
Sapiro; he came out in the matter in the 
course of the investigation. 

Q.—How long before this assignment had 
you contemplated this series? A.—I am not 
sure that it was contemplated. 

Q.—Are you able to recall whether you dis- 
cussed the series with Mr. Liebold (C. E. 
Liebold, Vice President of the company and 
Secretary to Mr. Ford)? A.—I am quite sure 
that I did not. 

Q.—Why are you so sure that you did not? 
A.—Because I am the Editor of The Dear- 
born Independent, and these matters are en- 
tirely in my judgment. 

Q.—Who put matters of that kind in your 
judgment? (Objection by Mr. Hanley was 
sustained.) 

By Mr. Gallagher: 

Q.—On what do you base your statement 
that these matters are entirely in your judg- 
ment? A.—Because if I am running a paper 
I am going to run it. I am not going to be 
responsible for some one else's views. 


Prohibition Ruled Out. 


Mr. Gallagher, with a smile, asked 
the witness if his own views on the 
prohibition amendment coincided with 
those of the independent. Mr. Han- 
ley objected to the question as having 
no bearing on the issues of the trial, 
and Judge Raymond ruled it out. 


Q.—Who were present when you were made 
editor of The Independent? A.—I do not 
know; I was not. 
Q.—Did you ever discuss with Mr, Ford 
the matter of your editorship of the paper? 
A.—No, I didn't discuss it with him. 
Q.—Have you ever discussed with Mr. Ford 
the extent of your authority? A.—Except 
when he has said, ‘“‘you are the editor.’’

Mr. Gallagher asked when this was, 
but Mr. Hanley was up with an ob- 
jection.

ter as libels. The lawyer for Mr. 
Sapiro said that he was submitting 
it as libels and as containing evidence 
that the libels had been malicious. 


Illustration Put Before Jury. 


Next the examining attorney put be- 
fore the jury one of the photographs 
illustrating the article. This was a 
picture of the Santa Clara Valley in 
California. Its caption was: 

“The Prune Growers in This District 
Would Like to Cast Off the Jewish 
Millstone They Have Tied About Their 
Own Necks, but They Dare Not.” 

In view of the caption, Mr. Gallagher 
asked Mr. Cameron whether he had 
not known that the prune growers 


found the Sapiro cooperative market- 
ing plan so successful that in 1921, 
upon expiration of their four-year con- 
tracts, they signed up for seven-year 
periods. 

This question drew objections from 
Mr. Hanley, who was reinforced by 
Senator James A. Reed, chief of de- 
fense counsel. The objection was that 
the question had not been properly 
framed. Judge Raymond asked Mr. 
Gallagher to rephrase it, and then the 
editor said that he had not known 
about the renewal of the contract. 

The next question was: ‘State 
whether you were aware, when you 
said in this article that they had tried 
the plan with disastrous results, that 
the fact was that they had tried the 
plan with extraordinarily successful 
results.’’ 

“‘No,’’ said the witness, after objec- 
tions had failed to impress the Court. 
The attorneys in their zeal became in- 
volved in a wordy discussion on the 
objections, which were being regis- 
tered fast and thick. Judge Raymond 
took notice of the dialogue between 
Mr. Hanley and Mr. Gallagher. 

“I don’t.care for these discussions 
between counsel,””’ he admonished. 
“They do not spell progress in this 
case,’ 

Mr. Sapiro’s legal adviser then 
turned to a part of the article which 
asserted that the farmers were liable 
for any debts contracted by the co- 
operatives. This charge referred to 
the ‘‘Gentile false fronts’’ employed by 
the ‘Jewish ring,’’ a reference to the 
Christian members and managers of 
the cooperatives and, in the second 
allusion, to Mr. Sapiro and his asso- 
ciates. 


A Matter of Italicized Phrases. 


Mr. Gallagher asked the witness if 
he had not known that the courts had 
held that the farmers had no liability 
in debts by cooperatives. Mr. Cameron 
said that no investigations, so far as 
he knew, had been made along that 
line. 

Scrutinizing the article, which he 
read. by bits, Mr. Gallagher found sev- 
eral words in italics. He asked if the 
italics were Mr. Cameron’s. 

‘“‘The manuscript would show that,” 
said the witness, adding that he could 
not tell the way in which the italics 
had got into the story. 

Mr. Gallagher turned next to another 
article, published in April, 1924, which 
discussed Mr. Sapiro among the cattle- 
men. The Chicago attorney was pic- 
tured as actively organizing the stock- 
men. 

“This article,” said Mr. Gallagher, 
“says that the work of organizing 
the cattlemen was begun last year and 
that the advice of The Independent 
was, ‘The Sapiro plan will get ’em, if 
you don’t watch out.’ What is the 
fact? Did you know that Mr. Sapiro 
had never been connected with the or- 
ganization of the cattlemen?’’ 

This provoked another objection from 
the Ford counsel, and the witness was 
forgotten as the attorneys argued back 
and forth. Cases which both sides, 
from their respective viewpoints, re- 
garded as proving their contention 
were read at great length. The point 
of the defense objection was that Mr. 
Gallagher was seeking to get into the 
case statements which he had not cited 
as libels in his declaration. The dec- 
laration, setting forth the cause of 
action, listed 141 separate libels, some 
of them only two words long, such as 
“Jewish ring.’’ 

Mr. Hanley gave the reasons for 
Ford and the publishing company. 
Senator Reed supported him. 


Amendment of Declaration. 


Judge Raymond followed the debate 
keenly, taking notes as he listened. In 
giving his decision Judge Raymond 
said that before the case could be 
given to the jury there would have to 
be “substantial amendments’’ to the 
Sapiro declaration, He directed, how- 
ever, that testimony continue and that 
when the amended declaration was 
ready he would pass on it. . 

““My own judgment is,”’ he said, ‘that 
the declaration as it stands is in- 
sufficient in many of the allegations.” 

Mr. Hanley said that he would ob- 
ject to any evidence offered, in expec- 
tation tnat the amended declaration 
would, when approved and in the case, 
make the evidence admissible. Judge 
Raymond observed that he would con- 
tinue to rule on tenders of evidence 
when made, irrespective of the status 
of the. declaration. 

. This matter disposed of, Mr. Galla- 
gher resumed the pictorial presenta- 
tion of his case by showing Mr. Cam- 
eron a-photograph from the first ar- 
ticle.

Reputed Payments to Sapiro. 

The lawyer resumed his perusal of 
the article dealing with the prune 
growers of California.

$86,335 in fees. The article asserted 
that $3,083 went to other lawyers and 
the remainder ‘into the pocket of 
Sapiro.” The examination of Mr.

Q.—Did Mr. Dunn ever disclose to you as 
the editor of the publication the source of 
this information? A.—I don’t know, unless 
it is in his letters.

Two Who Called to Protest. 


The witness was asked if he knew 
that after the third article had ap- 
peared two men, who had been men- 
tioned, visited The Dearborn Indepen- 
dent office to protest. Mr. Gallagher 
said the visitors were Walter Peteet, 
formerly director of the Marketing De- 
partment of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, and Robin Hood. 
Mr. Cameron said Peteet and Hood 
had talked to Mr. Black. The witness 
was not permitted to tell the conversa- 
tion of the visitors with Mr. Black, 
which Mr. Black had later passed on 
to him. Mr. Gallagher argued the 
point. 

“Along in April, 1924,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
two men came to the office and there 
went over with Mr. Black the various 
statements made in the articles that 
had appeared. Following the visit of 


these two men, Black, Roland and 
Cameron.conferred together and in this 
way there was brought home to this 
witness a knowledge of the facts." 

Mr. Hanley said that Mr. Peteet had 
not called to complain about the ar- 
ticles in their application to Mr. Sa- 
piro, but had called to protest against 
allusions to himself. Mr. Gallagher 
said that Mr. Peteet had communi- 
cated directly with Mr. Ford, but Mr. 
Hanley denied this. 

“Any notice brought home to these 
defendants,”’ said Mr. Gallagher, ‘‘as 
to the falsity of these articles is im- 
portant. They were given notice that 
these articles were replete with false- 
hoods. In subsequent articles there 
were more faise statements than true 
ones, and in some of them there were 
as high as seventy false statements. 

‘“Morgan-Dunn was the author of 
these articles, and if they ever re- 
ceived notice of Dunn’s unreliability 
as a reporter or writer and failed to 
make correct inquiry it is evidence of 
a recklessnes that would spell malice. 
These notices continued from time to 
time from a dozen different sources, 
challenging the blunders in these ar- 
ticles. It may be that the jury must 
decide whether or not these notices 
were worthy of attention.’’ 


Bearing on Question of Malice. 


Mr. Gallagher then cited legal au- 
thorities for his contention. Among 
the cases he chose were Train vs. Ben- 
nett in the Appellate Division of New 
York, where ‘publication was made 
during the absence abroad of the pub- 
lisher’’; the case of Turner vs. Hearst 
in California, and a Michigan case, 
all bearing on contentions that news- 
paper publishers in the alleged libels 
had been careless or that the paper 
sued had had notice of the employe’s 
unreliability. 

‘Here in this case,’’ said Mr. Gal- 
lagher, ‘‘this Dunn started out to no- 
tify his employers of the falsity of his 
articles. You will recall that he said 
in a letter to The Dearborn Indepen- 
dent, introduced yesterday, that the 
trouble out -in California was that 
these cooperatives were all a success. 
From time to time these defendants 
received actual first-hand facts from 
men on the ground that these facts of 
Dunn were false. Is not the fact that 
they kept him in their employ evidence 
that they were actuated by malice?” 

Judge Raymond indicated that he 
failed to see the connection between 
the question in dispute and the state- 
ment of counsel. Mr. Hanley then gave 
the other side. : 

“Mr. G takes the view,” he 
said, ‘‘that because some person said 
that the articles were false and Mr. 
Dunn unreliable his employment with 
The Dearborn Independent should have 
been broken. Mr. Gallagher does not 
know the whole story or Mr. Dunn. 
td fifteen years Mr. Dunn was the 

earst correspondent in Mexico, and 
at the time the articles were written 
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Argument by Senator Reed. 
Senator Reed took a hand in the 
argument. 

“Here is a newspaper,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
has published certain facts.’ Here 
comes in a man who says that the 
statements are untrue, but produces no 
proof of it. He says he has been con- 
nected with this thing, and certain 
things in the story are not true. I 
don’t think this puts any duty on the 
paper, unless they show that the no- 
tice given was a notice of an existing 
fact. Now, if Mr. Sapiro had gone 
to The Dearborn Independent and had 
told them that these statements were 
not true, I think we would have had 
quite a different case. 

“A hundred men may write in say- 
ing that an article is not true. The 
letters might be brought into court, 
the unsworn statements, but they 
would be merely notices, without proof 
of their contents.” 

The Court finally ruled that Mr. 
Cameron could not answer the ques- 
tion on what Mr. Black had reported 
to him on the visit of Peteet and Hood. 
Mr. G her then sought to aseertain 
whether e@ Dearborn Independent 
had reprinted the articles in pamphlet 
form for distribution or whether peri- 
odicals had sought permission to use 
the series, which was not copyrighted. 
Mr. Cameron said that these matters 
would have to be left to Mr. Black 
when he took the stand. 

Mr. Gallagher still had scores of the 
libel excerpts to read into the record 
and to use as a foundation for ques- 
tioning of Mr. Cameron when court 
adjourned at 4:30 P. M.

STATE CONTROL TOO COSTLY 





First Expense Is Estimated at 
Several Billion Francs—American 
Concerns Relieved.

PARIS, March 22.—The French Gov- 
ernment has decided to postpone for at 
least two years the application of the 
Margaine law, which establishes a 
State monopoly of gasoline and other 
oil products from April 1. 

American oil companies dominating 
the French market would eventually 
have been forced out of business had 
the Government attempted to set up 
control of oil. Thus the decision 
comes as a relief to American concerns 
which have invested well over 1,000,- 
000,000 francs in this country. 

The Government, however, found 
that the Margaine law (passed with 
the idea of procuring additional rev- 
enue for France) would in reality cost 
the Government several billion francs 
in initial expenditure before profitable 
operations could have been begun. 

Faced with this situation, Minister of

The fact that they pay nearly 1,000,- 
000,000 francs a year in taxes has not 
been lost upon the Poincaré régime. 
The Margaine law.is frankly. social- 
istic in character and only in a lesser 
degree anti-foreign. But what the pro- 
ject did not appear to consider was 
that American and other foreign inter- 
ests have developed an efficient receiv- 
ing and distributing system in France, 
including storage and docking facili- 
ties in the ports and oil filling stations 
and reserve depots in all parts of the 
country. 

This has cost hundreds of millions of 
francs and if the Government desired 
to take over the oi] business, the na- 
tion would have had to buy this sys. 
tem or duplicate it at even greater 
cost. 

Another solution w&s the control of 
imports and the appointment of oil 
companies as Government agents for 
distribution. 

The breathing space is most welcome 
to American oil interests in Europe, 
even though there was no immediate 
danger of their being forced out. 
Meanwhile, the Government materi- 
ally is increasing. its imports of Rus- 
sian oi] products in the hope that one 
day the foreign monopoly will be bro- 
ken with Russian oil. This phase of 
the French oil question is said to be 
playing a part in the Franco-Russian 
debt negotiations, which were resumed 
here last Saturday.

Naval Armament Proposals. 


Perhaps the widest difference is on 
the naval end of the disarmament 
question. Whereas the British plan 
provides limitation by classes, the 
French plan provides limitation for 
the global tonnage which a contracting 
party deems indispensable to the secu- 


rity of its national interests and fur- 
them limits the size of ships and can- 
nons. It also makes provision for re- 
placement, which was opposed in the 
Military Commission by the Ameri- 
cans and British. 

The ilmitation of budgets for the 
whole period of the treaty is provided. 
Expenses for the whole period are 
fixed at a certain figure which is 
divided by the number of years for 
which the treaty is effective and is 
further divided into different classes 
of expenditure. Statements of yearly 
expenditures must be sent to the per- 
manent committee. 

The permanent board is comprised of 
representatives of the League Council 
States, the United States and Russia 
and seats will be given to parties to 
disputes; but such parties must not 
participate in drafting the report 
thereon. The permanent board is 
charged with the duty of studying re- 
ports of expenditure, considering sug- 
gestions for additional provisions to 
the treaty and hearing requests for 
increasing armaments when new con- 
ditions affect national security. In 
case such demands are based on al- 
leged violation of the treaty by an- 
other member, the board will have the 
right to send an investigating com- 
mittee to the spot. 

Finally, the draft provides that in the 
event of unjustified aggression upon a 
signatory the latter will inform the 
Secretary General of the League and 
ipso tacto be released from the obli- 
gations of the treaty for the duration 
of the conflict. If the party be a mem- 
ber of the League, however, it remains 
subject to the obligations of the Cove- 
nant and the decisions of the Council. 

The terms of this draft, which most 
probably will be supported in a joint 
draft which Yugoslavia, Rumania, Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia today an- 
nounce they would present, show that 
the disarmament question is exactly in 
the same state where the Military 
Commission left it last Fa!l after it 
had presented its report of conflict- 
ing views. 


FRANCE AND ITALY 
DISCUSS SEA PARLEY 


Both Countries May Make Similar 
Answers to Coolidge’s 
Invitation.

PARIS, March 22.—The French Cab- 
inet failed to decide today on an an- 
swer to President Coolidge’s invitation 
to send at least an observer to the 
proposed new naval conference.

One reason for lack of action was 
that the Cabinet meeting had to dis- 
cuss the Balkan and Chinese situations. 
A stronger reason was that the mem- 
bers of the Government have not yet 
agreed what reply to make. The Cab- 
inet is split open on the issue. Led 
actively by George Leygues, the Min- 
ister of Marine, the Nationalist Min- 
isters, including André Tardieu, Louis 
Barthou and Louis Marin, with, it is 
believed the tacit approval of Premier 
Poincareé, oppose having anything to 
do with the naval meeting, whereas 
the moderates, headed by Foreign Min- 
ister Briand, hold that no harm can be 
done in sending an unofficial observer. 
M. Briand’s chief purpose is to avoid 
what may be taken by American pub- 
lic opinion as a displeasing stand. 

I am informed tonight that as things 
stand the majority of Ministers favor 
refusing the invitation. However, such 
matters are not settled by a majority 
vote and in reality the issue comes 
down to a difference between M. Poin- 
caré and M. Briand. 

Last week it appeared that M. 
Briand, who wields great strength in 
the Chamber, had practically assured 
a favorable reply to Washington. 
Then came publication at Geneva of

Cecil Backs Coolidge Proposal. 


GENEVA, March 22 (4).—That Presi- 
dent Coolidge proposed the holding of 
a three-power naval disarmament con- 
ference at Geneva as a means of as- 
sisting, not hindering, the general dis- 
armament negotiations here, is the 
view expressed today by Viscount 
Cecil. 

Lord Cecil, who is representing Eng- 
land at the present session of the 
League of Nations Preparatory Com- 
mission on Disarmament, told the press 
that if the three-power conference 
made real progress he was convinced 
President Coolidge would be only too 
glad to coordinate it with the general 
effort.

Copyright, 1927, by The New York Times Company 
By Wireless to THe New York Times, 
BELGRADE, March 22.—Talk of war 
in the Balkans was reduced to faint 


whisperings today that will be stilled in 
a day or two if Yugoslavia and Italy 
maintain the status quo in their rela- 
tions, a policy which the Yugoslavian 
Cabinet is determined to follow. 
Today’s session of the Skupstina end- 
ed with a statement by former Minis- 
ter Peritch that the friendly mediation 
of England would bring peaceful re- 
sults and that the Government consid- 
ered the crisis passed. He announced 
further that Yugoslavia would not take 
the matter to the League of Nations, 
as Italy might consider such a course 
unfriendly. 

In fact this was almost the only ref- 
erence today to the possibility of war 
over Albania, which stirred’ the 
Balkans over a few days ago. 

M. Peritch, in an interview, said the 
fact that the great powers had inter- 
ested themselves was guarantee 
enough to his Government that the 
matter would be amicably settled. He 
said also that the fact that no com- 
munication had yet reached Belgrade 
that the League or powers would avail 
themselves of the opportunity to in- 
vestigate the military conditions in his 
country had restored the confidence of 
the Government. 

M. Peritch indicated that the matter 
would be allowed to subside, though he 
made a final protest against the policy 
of foreign Governments that allowed 
an “iron ring’’ to be placed about 
Yugoslavia. 

The debate on foreign atfairs. con- 
tinued in the Skupstina today, but it 
was confined almost’ entirely’ to 
speeches by leaders ot the national 
parties, which eventually reached com- 
plete agreement on foreign policy. The 
basis of agreement was the now popu- 
larized cry ‘‘The Balkans tor the Bal- 
kan peoples!’’ A clause was added in 
adopting this attitude for an internal 
Balkan policy expressing friendship 
and sympathy toward Bulgaria. In 
policies without the Balkans it was 
decided to seek the support of England 
and maintain an attitude of strict 
loyalty to obligations to Italy. 

It is now thought by the politica! 
leaders that this agreement of national 
parties will result in the formation of 
a national coalition Government with 
M. Trifkovich President of the Skup- 
stina, as Preinier and M. Marnikovich 
as Foreign Secretary. These leaders 
late this evening virtually assented to 
enter such a Government. 

The adoption of a policy of peace to- 
ward Italy by the Yugoslavian Cabinet 
is a victory for the Premier and M. 
Peritch against the aspirations of the 
military clique, one of the leading 
members of the Government explained 
today. The military leaders, who rep- 
resent a strong force in politics, are 
understood to have urged the Govern- 
ment to bring the Albanian question to 
the front before the alleged military 
preparations of Italy in Albania were 
completed. They suggested ‘that Italy 
would bring troops to Albania, and in 
any event it would be better for Yugo- 
slavia to force her hand now than to 
find later a strong Italian force on the 
border.

ROME, March 22.—Further easing of 
the tension between Rome and Bel- 
grade was noticeable today. ‘The-incl- 
dent of which Ambassador Bodrero 
was the victim yesterday in the Skup- 
stina, when a deputy addressed un- 
complimentary remarks‘ to him, nat- 
urally revived animosity against Yugo- 
slavia somewhat, ‘but the prompt apol- 
ogies tendered by.

Italian public opinion noted with sat- 
isfaction that the Foreign Minister ‘of 
Germany, Dr. Stresemann, denied the 
intention attributed to him of bringing 
the Italo-Yugoslav controversy before 
the League of Nations.

Italy, it insists has not taken any 
diplomatic step. She merely called the 
attention of the European chanceller- 
ies to what she considered a dan- 
gerous state of affairs in Yugoslavia, 
— especially on the Albanian fron- 
tier. 

It is added that if the European pow- 
ers consider the Italian statement of 
facts of sufficient importance to merit 
further investigation, then demands 
for explanations should be addressed 
to Belgrade. 

It is also noticed with satisfaction 
here that some sections of public opin- 
ion in Yugoslavia, as was revealed by 
the discussion in the Skupstina, are fa- 
vorable to a direct understanding with 
Italy. Diplomatic circles in Rome

Runs on Other Institutions Are 
Started as Panic Seizes 
‘Some Small Depositors. 


GOVERNMENT INTERVENES 


Will Advance Ten-Year 5 Per Cent. 
Bonds to Halt Suspensions— 
Earthquake Strain Blamed.

TOKIO, March ‘£2.—Four of the 
Smaller Japanese banks, namely the 
Murai, Nakazawa, Eighty-fourth and 


Soda Benks, closed their doors today. ; 


Four others, the Watanabe Nakai, 
Akaji and Hirobe suspended iast week. 
All are officially described as ‘‘second 
class,’ but several were fairly large 
and well-known institutions. 

These eight suspensions within a 
week have alarmed small depositors 
@nd runs are reported on other banks, 
but the Bank of Japan has decided to 
assist the menaced institutions and 
the Vice Minister of Finance an- 
mounces that the Government will in- 
tervene to prevent more suspensions. 

The total deposits in the eight banks 
amounted in February to about $85,- 
000,000, the Murai being the largest 
defaulter with $30,000,000, the Watan- 
abe second with: $1,650,000 and the 
Nakai third with $1,250,000. The banks 
which finance the bulk of Japanese 
trade are not affected. 

The run from which these banks suf- 
fered is due to the Legislature’s delay 
in passing the so-called earthquake 
notes readjustment bill now before the 
Diet. After the 1923 earthquake the 
Bank of Japan, acting under Imperial 
ordinance, undertook to discount cer- 
tain specified bills in order to relieve 
firms during the post-quake period. 

The Government pledged itself to 
make good the losses incurred thereby 
up to $50,000,000. The total of such 
notes discounted amounted to §$215,- 
000,000, of which $1,035,000 are still 
Outstanding. This outstanding emerg- 
ency paper is held by eight of the 
larger and eleven of the smaller 
banks. 

The run was started when Finance 
Minister Kataoka, questioned in the 
House, divulged that the Watanabe 
Bank was one of the eleven. 

Owing to the Government’s action. 
further extension of the scare is not 
expected and, as it now appears cer- 
tain that the peers will speedily pass 
the earthquake notes bill, the panic 
will doubtless subside. 


The principal feature of the Govern- | 


ment relief bill is the advance through 
the Bank of Japan of Government 5 
per cent. bonds, such bonds being re- 
— as a loan repayable in a dec- 
ade. 

Of the total of $1,035,000 outstanding 
about half is held by the Banks of 
Taiwan and Chosen, two semi-official 
institutions. Only three concerns, ac- 
cording to the Government, have more 
than $5,000,000 worth of outstanding 
notes, namely, the Suzuku Shoten, Ku- 
hara Gomeu and the Yamamoto 
Shoten. Firms involved by endorse- 
ments and otherwise number. about 
10,000. 

The present trouble is thus part of 
the deferred liquidation of the 1923 
earthquake losses and, it is probable, 
that the crashes would have been 
avoided had the Government’s relief 
bill not encountered unexpected oppo- 
sition in the Diet, instigated to some 
extent by firms which had paid their 
earthquake notes and objected to other 
firms being relieved from the National 
Exchequer. 


Japanese Commission Explairs. 
Officials of the Japanese Financial 


Commission in New York made public | 


last night this communication received 
from the Treasury’ Department of 
Japan: 

“On March 15 the Watanabe Bank 
guspended payment, and was followed 
on March 19 by the Nikai Bank. Both 
are third-rate banks, with long un- 
favorable reputations, therefore no se- 
rious effect to the general financial 
circle is expected. The Government 
and the Bank of Japan will do every- 
thing in their power to avert any 
future trouble.

BERLIN, March 22.—While a Berlin 
court was hearing the last witnesses 
in the Feme murder trial for the kill- 
ing of Sergeant Wilms, a member of 
the Biack Reichswehr, a Giessen court 
was hearing the opening of another 
case of murder charged to the mys- 
terious, dreaded Feme. 

At Berlin neither the defense nor the 
prosecution was able to bring out con- 
vincing evidence, the former failing to 
prove that the order to kill Wilms emi- 
nated from the Reichswehr High Com- 
mand, and the latter failing to fix the 
responsibility for taking Wilms on an 
alleged raid on Communist munitions 
dumps, which in reality was said to 
have been planned. solely for the pur- 
pose of getting the sergeant out of the 
way in order to prevent him from be- 
traying the workings of the ‘‘secret 
army’’ to the Communists or the Allied 
Military Control Commission. 

The Geissen. case again shows how 
far-reaching was-the influence of the 
Feme organization. The men involved 
in the murder of the Minister of Fi- 
nance, Dr. Rathenau, also arg im- 
plicated in the attempted murder. of 
Lieutenant Wagener, alias Weidel, by 
gagging him with a stone and casting 
his bound body into a stream, from 
which he was accidentally rescued. 

Lieutenant Wagener was accused of 
relating the secrets of Dr. Rathenau’s 
murder, thus endangering the ultra- 
reactionaries who allegedly planned to 
overthrow the Government by killing

FIVE ARE: ACCUSED 
OF ROBBING WOMEN 


Alleged Leader of Band Is Said 
to. Have Confessed to Many 
Bronx Pocketbook Thefts. 


AIDES THEN HELD UP CHIEF 


Two Tell Police They Lured Him 
Into Taxicab and Took $120 
and Pistol After Dispute. . 


The arrest yesterday of Ralph G. 
(Chicago) Orians, 20 years old, of the 
Hotel Huntington, 119 East 115th 
Street, and four former companions in 
crime, cleared up the mystery of a 
series of hallway hold-ups, burglaries 
and pocketbook snatchings during 
three months in various parts of the 
Bronx. 

Orians, arrested early yesterday 
morning at Grand and Centre Streets 
for carrying a loaded revolver, resem- 
bled the description of a man who fol- 
lowed women into Bronx hallways 
where he snatched their pocketbooks 
or rifled their pockets after striking 
them with a weapon, often a revolver. 


Taken to the Bathgate Avenue Sta- 
tion he was identified by seven women 
as their assailant, and admitted these 
crimes. He was indicted for assault 
and robbery, and will be arraigned this 
morning before Judge Albert Cohn. 

With a double-breasted blue serge 
suit, well-polished shoes and spats en- 
hancing his obvious self-confidence, 
Orians told the police, they said, that 
he had snatched about forty purses 
and had committed twelve burglaries 
and six robberies. He admitted that 
he had worked at times with other 
young men, and as a result of infor- 
mation furnished by him the police 
yesterday afternoon arrested Charles 
Kirschmeir, 20 years old, of 407 East 
149th Street; Louis Eckstein, 20, of 987 
Trinity Avenue, the Bronx; Nicholas 
Nigro, 19, of 323 Bast 149th Street, and 
Charles McGinn, 18, of 50 Third Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. 

According to the information given 
by the police Orians came from Chi- 
cago and joined the army. While at 
Fort Slocum he deserted and was 
picked up two days later in New Ro- 
chelle and sentenced to six months at 
Fort Jay, Governors Island. His term 
ended last December, he was dishon- 
orably discharged and then entered 
upon his career in the Bronx. 

He made the acquaintance of the four 
young men who worked under his di- 
rection. He did most of the stealing, 
the police said, his companions serving 
as look-outs. Women were the prin- 
cipal victims. They were followed into 
side streets, Orians closing in to seize 
a purse at a dark spot or following 
into hallways. 

The group broke up, it was said, 
when Orian’s companions complained 
that the loot he divided was smaller 
than. the amounts published in the 
newspapers. Women told of losing 
valuable jewelry and large sums of 
money when Orians had divided small 
sums. Then Orians worked alone. 

Identified yesterday, Orians nodded 
to the complainants, saying: ‘‘Oh, yes, 
I recall you very well.”’ 

Kirschmeir and Nigro told the police 
with evident delight of having con- 
vinced Orians a few weeks ago that 
there was a ‘‘job’’ to be done in Pel- 
ham, and after taking him in a taxi- 
cab to Pelham Bay Park robbed him 
of $120 and a pistol and forced him 
out of the cab. 

The charge on which Orians was 
held was made by Mrs. Henrietta Levy 
of 3,405 Kussuth Avenue, the Bronx. 
who said that at 11:30 P. M. on March 
8 she was robbed in the hallway ot 
her home of two diamond rings valued 
respectively at $920. When arrested 
Orians wore a watch and chain 
claimed by Edward H. Robbins of 1,310 
Sheridan Avenue, the Bronx, who said 
that his home was robbed on March 
14. Mrs. Lillian Meierowitz of 321 East 
178th Street, the Bronx, said Orians en- 
tered her home last Sunday at 2 A. M. 
and obtained $5. Mrs. Helma Nyborg 
of 369 East 162d Street, the Bronx, 
said that Orians held her up in her 
hallway and obtained $350.

SUBWAY BOND BILL PASSED 


Republican 48-Hour Week for 
Women Measure Put Through 
Without Amendment.

ALBANY, March 22.—Working under 
high pressure at an all day and night 
session, the Assembly is clearing. its 
calendar preparatory to final adjourn- 
ment Friday. Seventy-nine bills had 
been passed in the lower house up to 
6 o’clock this evening, When a recess 
was taken until 9 o’clock, 

In marked contrast to the long de- 
bates in the Assembly, the Senate 
worked speedily, passing sixty-six 
bills before it adjourned in the middle 


of the afternoon. Fewer than fifty 
bills will be on the Senate calendar 
tomorrow. 

Without debate, the Assembly passed 
the Hofstadter measure proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution to ex- 
tend the borrowing capacity of New 
York City by $300,000,000, the imoney 
to be used for subways. The Senate is 

expected to concur tomorrow in ap- 
proving this proposal. Fourteen up- 
State Republicans voted against the 
Hofstadter bill in the Assembly. ,The 
affirmative vote being 120. As the pro- 
posal was approved by the last Legis- 
lature, it. will be submitted to tlhe 
voters of the State for ratification at 
the general election this Autumn. 

After the Assembly had disposed of 
the $300,000,000 proposal it passed the 
Mastick-Shonk bill providing for a 
modified forty-eight-hour working 
week for women and minors in indus- 
try. Assemblyman Bloch, the Demo- 
cratic floor leader, made a futile effort 
to have the Democratic forty-eight 
hour bill spomsored by Assemblyman 
Hamill of New York brought out of 
Rules Gommittee, his motion being lost 
by a vote of 66 to 77. 


Smith Labor Bills Shelved. 


The majority quickly defeated by the 
same votes motions to discharge the 
Rules Committee on several labor bills 


urged by Governor Smith. One pro- 
vided for the creation of a minimum 
wage board. Another would have pre- 
vented the issuance of court injunc- 
tions in industrial disputes without 
first holding a hearing. A third would 
have declared that labor is not a com- 
modity. 

Although an effort was made at a 
Republican conference last night by 
Speaker McGinnies to line up every 
member of the majority party in favor 
of the Mastick-Shonk bill, twenty-two 
Republicans broke away and voted 
against it when it came-up for final 
action. Every Democrat supported the 
bill and it was passed, 122 to 22. 

Assemblyman ‘Boyle of Suffolk 
sought in vain to make several amend- 
ments sponsored by the National Wo- 
men’s Party which would have placed 
women in industry on the same b 
with men. 

As the Republican 48-hour bill has 
been passed by the Senate it now goes 
to Governor Smith, who is expected to 
approve it. It was recommended by 
the Industrial Survey Commission. It 
provides that where women receive a 
half holiday each week they may work 
4914 hours,- and. it allows 78 hours of 
overtime in each year. 


Bloch Says Bill Is Helpful.

bills had been supported at a previous 
hearing by representatives of a major- 
ity of the State’s savings banks. 
Assemblymen Boyle, Republican, of 
Suffolk, and Cuvillier, Democrat, of 
New York, led attacks from both sides 
of the House on the proposals as 
wholly in the interests of utility com- 
panies and dangerous to bank depos- 
itors. 

Mr. Boyle insisted that the bills 
opened the doors of the banks to a 
small group of men headed by Samuel 
Insull of Chicago, who, according to 
the Assemblyman, owned 15 per cent. 
of all the electric light and gas com- 
panies in the United States. 

“I don’t believe that we should al- 
low our banks to invest in a trust that 
has no being, no body, and absolutely 
no conscience, and which in some 
States has no supervision and need 
file no reports,’’ said Mr. Boyle. 


Work of the Senate. 


The Senate passed the bill introduced 
by Mr. Burkard of Queens which 
would give the Surrogate of Queens 
County the same salary that is given 
the Surrogate in the adjoining county 
of Kings. Bills are pending to make 
this $20,000. 
The Senate sent to its death in com- 
mittee a bill sponsored by Chairman 
Hewitt, of the Finance Committee, 
which would have given the State 
Superintendent of Public Works power 
to dispense with the surety bond re- 
quired from contractors on_ public 
works to insure the faithful perform- 
ance of their contracts. 
A bill introduced by Senator Wales 
of Broome, adding a new clause to 
the insurance law under which the 
approval of the Insurance Depariment 
be required for premium rates on 
casualty policies or bonds issued on 
automobiles also was passed in the 
Upper Housee. 

vernor Smith again announced the 
approval of a big batch of bills. The 
day’s total was thirty, making the 
number of new laws already approved 
by the Chief Executive at the present 
session 242. One of the measures ap- 
proved was the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Campbell of Niagara, as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Banks, 
which will permit savings banks to in- 
vest in securities issued by other 
States and by cities, towns, villages 
and school districts in other States. 


Effect of the Campbell Bill. 


The Campbell bill, amending the mu- 
nicipal investment law, which was 
signed by the Governor yesterday, is 
designed primarily to keep the bonds 
of Fort Worth, Texas, on New Yor’s 
legal list for savings banks and trust 
funds, and also, in its amended form, 
to take care of Richmond and Phila- 
delphia, whose bonds are now off the 
list. 

The Campbell bill, in effect, creates 
a two-year moratorium whereby mu- 
nicipal obligations hereafter issued up 
to May 1, 1929, shall be legal for sav- 
ings bansk and trust funds in this 
State, provided the municipality has at 
least 100,000 population and has unlim- 
ited taxing power. A clause stating 
that cities who have not defaulted in 
the payment of principal and interest 
of. their obligations during the last 
twenty-five years and for a period of 
120 days, takes care of Fort Worth, 
Texas.

Fong rd grounds for young criminals in 
e city. 

.Mr. Knott made statement in a 
etter to Lieut. Col. Edward B. Under- 
wood of the Salvation Army, in which 
he accepted the chairmanship of the 
1927 Salvation Army Maintenance Ap- 
peal. He said thatwhen .the Crime 
Commission turns its attention to the 
lower east side he hoped the Salva- 
tion Army would turn over to it the 


‘information ‘collected through forty- 


eight years of social work. 
Boys Now Becoming Criminals. 


Old and hardened criminals are no 
longer found in large numbers on the 
Bowery, said Mr. Knott, but in their 
places have come boys who are learn- 
ing their first lessons in crime in the 
poolrooms and speakeasies of that dis- 
trict. 

“These boys, many of whom are 
scarcely in their teens, become apt 
pupils in the art of rifling the pockets 
of neighborhood drunkards—‘lush div- 
ing,’ they call it,” said Mr. Knott. 
“Investigation has shown that the 
greater part of these neophytes are 
not New York City boys, but youths 
who have drifted to the city without 
employment. These boys move down 
to the Bowery, where the costs of liv- 
ing is low, and soon fall in with other 
boys who are only too willing to teach 
the newcomers the easiest way to sup- 
ply themselves with ready money.”’ 

Mr. Cunningham said that members 
of the Third Assembly District Club 
would let members of the Crime Com- 
mission know just what they thought

“I don't believe that members of the 
committee that made the survey and 
report were ever in Red Hook or know 
what they are talking about,’’ he said. 
“Our whole section is aroused. in

If the committee seeks crime informa- 
tion and wants to make a survey of 
criminal conditions, they should see 
that they are properly informed here- 
after and be careful in making their 
official reports. Future errors of this 
type will then be avoided. We demand 
that this committee make a public 
apology and retraction of this gross 
slander on our neighborhood.”’ 

Constructive work is going on in the 
Red Hook disttict to prevent the large 
amount of juvenile delinquency which 
is known to exist, said Mrs. Henry M. 
McCullough and George F. Denniston, 
who are conducting boys’ and girls’ 
clubs under the auspices of the Church 
of the Sacred Hearts of Jesus and Mary 
at Degraw and Hicks Streets. They say 
the church authorities realized that 
one of the difficulties in controlling 
children in that section was the lack 
of proper places in which to play.

ASSEMBLY DEFEATS 
RIGHT BAUMES BILLS

man Esmond in pleading for favorable 
action on this bill. 


Republicans joined with Democrats in 
launching a bitter attack on the 
Baumes anti-crime bills when a score 
of these measures came up for final 
action in the Assembly today. Oppo- 
nents of the bills had predicted that 
half of the forty measures would be 
defeated in the Assembly, but at one 
time it appeared that most of the bills 
would be beaten, so bitter was the 
fight waged against them. 

Assemblyman Horace Stone of Onon- 
daga was one of the chief Republican 
speakers against the bills. He was 
supported by Assemblyman Dunmore, 
the Republican floor leader, and As- 
semblyman Jenks of Broome. 

On the Democratic side the voices of 
Assemblymen Bloch, Gavagan, Alter- 
man, Galgano, Hackenberg and Cuvil- 
lier were raised again and again 
against the measures. 


Calls Testimony ‘Half-Baked.” 


Disclaiming any reflection on the in- 
dividual members of the Baumes com- 
mission, Mr. Stone asserted that ‘“‘this 
commission went roving about the 


State listening to a lot of half-baked 
testimony,” and added that ‘“‘now they 
expect us to pass these important 
measures during the last week of the 
session, when we have not had proper 
time in which to consider them. 

“I am willing to vote for any bills 
that will really help to curb crime, but 
I am not going to sit here and see a 
bill rushed through that will provide 
for important fundamental changes in 
the law, unless that bill has been prop- 
erly considered,’’ he went on. 

One of the bills to which there was 
the most bitter opposition would have 
permitted Judges to comment on the 
testimony of witnesses and also as to 
the character of the defendant. 

“Inasmuch as there is so much op- 
position to the bill, I suggest it be 
placed on the laid-aside calendar for 
future consideration of the Crime Com- 
mission,’’ said Mr. Dunmore, the ma- 
jority leader. 


Another Bill Laid Aside. 


A bill which was opposed by Police 
Commissioner McLaughlin, which pro- 
vided that before members of Police 
Departments could be promoted they 
should attend police training schools, 
under the Board of Regents’ control, 
also was placed on the laid-aside cal- 
endar at the request of Assemblyman 
Esmond. 

The Assembly concurred with the 
Senate in passing one of the Baumes 
bills, which proposed an amendment 
to the Constitution to permit boards 
of supervisors to establish special crim- 
inal courts in counties outside of cities. 
This measure, it was said, would do 





away with Justices of the Peace pre- 
siding at criminal trials. / 

With little opposition, the lower 
house also concurred with the Senate 
in the passage of another bill to pro- 
vide that where an indictment is dis- 
missed a written reason must be given 
by the Court and filed as a public 
record. 

The Assembly also passed a Dill 
which would make a certificate by the 
Commissioner of Correction evidence of 
imprisonment in the trial of a second 
offender. 

A bill, which its opponents said, 
would tend to break down the presump- 
tion of innocence now thrown about a 
person charged with crime, was de- 
feated by a vote of 42 to 92. Anothe. 
of the anti-crime bills, which would 
have prevented the court from placing 
persons charged with serious crime on 
probation, was defeated by a vote of 
64 to 68. Seventy-six votes are neces- 
sary to pass a bill im the Assembly. ' 

Two more of the anti-crime bills 
were defeated in the Assembly at the 
night session on motions to recommit. 
Both measures had been previously 
passed by the Senate, one at today’s 
session and the other last night. 

One of these bills would have com- 
pelled wardens to give chiefs of police 
forty-eight hours’ notice when con- 
victs were to be released. The vote 
which killed this measure was 63 to 47. 
The other bill, recommitted by a vote 
of 57 to 51, would have compelled con- 
victs to report to the chief of police 
of their city once each month after 
release from prison. This bill was 
passed in the Senate earlier in the day. 

The bill providing that fingerprints 
may be offered in evidence was 
passed by a vote of 130 to 12. 


Senate Passes Three Bills. 


The Senate passed three Baumes 
bills which had been laid aside at last 
night’s session. 

One of these provides that the people 
may take an appeal in every instance 
where the defense is entitled to do so, 
except where a verdict of not guilty, or 
a judgment to that effect, has been 
returned. 

Another bill approved in the Senate 
is designed to make identification of 
persons concerned in criminal trials 
through witnesses less cumbersome. 

The third bill provides thatea convict, 
unless he be under the supervision of a 
parole board, must present himself to 
the police in the district where he in- 
tends to reside and report at least once 
@ month. 

Three Baumes bills were sent back to 
committee for amendment. Under or- 
dinary circumstances this would kill 
these measures because the time before 
final adjournment is so short. Senator 
Baumes said, however, that he had re- 
ceived assurances that Governor Smith 
would send an emergency message to 
expedite final action. 

During the debate tonight on the bill 
to permit a thief to testify against a 
fence, Assemblyman Mandelbaum- of 
New York spoke earnestly in favor of 
the measure. 

“Since when has the thief had so 
many friends in this body?’ he asked.

LONDON, March 22.—In an army 
steeplechase for his own cup at Hol- 
denby, Northamptonshire, today the 
Prince of Wales fell at the first jump.

gether, but the Prince’s over 
a hedge branch, throwing fifteen 
feet. The Prince was not. injured. 
With great coolness.he lay still, his 
arms covering his head, while the 
other riders galloped past, then tried 
to catch his horse, but was unsuc- 
careful till it was too late to re-enter 
the race.

The last. previous reported unhorsing 
of the Prince, whose falls have at- 
tracted so much public attention, oc- 
curred Jan. 7. Then he went steeple- 
chasing in Leicestershire, despite the 
report that he had decided to abandon 
that hazardous sport, and his horse 
stumbled in jumping a hedge. The 
Prince sprang clear but sprained his 
wrist and broke his wrist watch. His 
horse was recaptured and he continued 
riding. : :

Gerard Says Loans Are Used to 
Build Trade and Falsé Reports 
Are Made, to Cut Reparations. 





HER POWER GROWING FAST 





He Warne Guests at British Com- 
merce Chamber Luncheon of Threat 
of New War In Balkans. 


James W. Gerard, war-time Ambas- 
sador to Germany, accused Germany 
yesterday of using loans advanced un- 
der the Dawes plan ‘to build ‘foreign 
trade and at the same time issuing 
false commerce reports in an effort to 
have payments under theplan reduced. 
Speaking at a luncheon of the British 
Empire Chamber of Commerce in the 
Lawyers Club, Mr. Gerard pictured a 
Germany fast recovering commercial 
and military power sufficient to force 
reparation-payment concessions, and 
warned American financial interests 
that Germany was. making rapid 
strides in their field. 

Mr. Gerard also discussed the likeli- 
hood of Germany’s from a re- 
publican form of. Government to a lim- 
ited monarchy and concluded his speech 
by stating “at any moment” a 
new war might break out in the Bal- 
kans. va Mr. Gerard 
an unjust division of Germany’s for- 
mer territory in Silesia is creating an- 
other centre of unrest in Hurope, he 


said. 
Sees Revision Forced. 





“The Dawes plan has been in opera- 
tion only for a short time and the 
great question is whether Germany 
will continue to make the payments 
provided by the plan,” said Mr. 
Gerard. ‘“‘The payments due next year 


will perhaps be the first test. They 
will total 1,000,000,000 marks for 1928 
and will increase steadily for five 
years until they reach the standard 
rate of. 2,500,000,000 gold marks. . I 
think that before that time comes 
there will be such a strong demand in 
Germany for a revision of the plan, 
such military strength shown by the 
German commonwealth, that they will 
be able to force a revision. 

“At first Germany greatly benefited 
under the Dawes plan, because it pro- 
vided a loan of 800,000,000 gold marks. 
With that loan and money contributed 
by other countries, the Germans have 
been able to drive many rivals out of 
business in countries like Soviet Rus- 
sia, where the Germans have advanced 
large sums of money to the Govern- 
ment and to people in business and 
given them a long time to pay it. By 
that means they have been able to 
gain most of the trade of Soviet Rus- 
sia.

Mr. Gerard said efficient business 
methods and good copes had helped 
Germany to achieve this favorable 
trade balance and asserted also that 
German workers were industrious, 
while British workers intentionally 
hindered production in an effort to 
create more jobs: He said Germany 
was aided by the formation of trusts 
forbidden hereby law. Describing the 
German cartels or trusts, he con- 
tinued: 

“Not only did the Germans form 
cartels within Germany, but within the 
last year they have formed cartels ex- 
tending outside Germany. The best 
example of that is the steel cartel. In

SAYS DAWES PLAN FAILS. 


Germany Can’t Make 1928 Pay- 
ments, Dr. Gibbons Asserts. 


Advocating the elimination of for- 
eign war debts to the United States, 
Dr. Herbert Adams Gibbons of Prince- 
ton . University, speaking under the 
auspices of the League for Political 
Education in Town Hall yesterday, de- 
clared that the Mellon Bérenger agree- 
ment would never be ratified by 
France without reservations. The 
United States, by insisting upon a set- 
tlement of the debts, he said, is only 
arousing a feeling of hatred and dis- 
trust in Europe. 

Dr. Gibbons, who, within the past 
year, has spent much time in France 
and Germany, said that he had urged 
ratification of the agreement “from 
Poincaré down.”’ 

‘The Mellon-Bérenger agreement will 
never be ratified by France without 
reservations,” he continued. ‘‘She 
will not pay more than she gets out of 
Germany and will do nothing that will 
affect the stabilizing of her currency. 
So it depends on whether or not Ger- 
many pays her reparations. 

“Germany will fall down on her cash 
payments in 1928 for she is at the end 
of her rope regarding finances. The 
Dawes plan has not worked at all—it

Railroad Plans to Add Other 
Extra Traias for Summer Sea- 
son, Beginning May 18. 





The Long Island Railroad announced 
yesterday that because of the popular- 
ity of its “Sunrise Special,’’ a through 
train between Montauk and Manhat- 
tan, it would run during the Summer 
season a new train to be known as 
the ‘‘Montauk Special.’””

While 7,000 commuters represent- the 
seating capacity of 100 cars, the rail- 
road will be in fairly satisfactory 
shape to handle the Summer traffic, 
because trains now short of cars can 
be lengthened, thus relieving conges- 
tion on a good many trains now carry- 
ing large standing loads.

NEW TULIP WINS 
COOLIDGE MEDAL 


J. T. Scheepers, Who Raised 
Plant, Gets Award From 
Jardine at Show Here. 








CULTIVATED IT 7 YEARS 





Flower Named “Miss Helen Eakin,’’ 
After Washington Girl—Roses 
Will Be Judged Again Today. 





John T. Scheepers won the President 
Coolidge Gold Medal yesterday for 
originating and exhibiting the best 
new flower at the International Flower 
Show at Grand Central Palace. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture William M. Jar- 
dine presented the medal to him. 

The winning plant is a pure white 
Darwin tulip with jet-black stamens, 
a fine, large bloom shaped like an egg 
cup bowl. Mr. Scheepers has been 
cultivating his prize winner for seven 
years. 

After the presentation of the medal 
the pot containing six large flowers 
was placed in the greensward of the 
Scheepers garden beside the medal in 
an open case, and just outside the 
garden stood a uniformed officer en- 
gaged by Mr. Scheepers to guard the 


plant and award. The flower was of- 
ficially named ‘Miss Helen Eakin,” 
after ‘a° Washington girl. Last year 
the medal sponsored by the President 
went to F. R. Pierson for the new red 
rose named for Mrs. Pierson. 

In the rose classes for private grow- 
ers the principal winners of first prizes 
were Mrs. H. McK. Twombly, Mrs. F. 
A. Constable, Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, 
Ogden Mills and Percy Chubb. 


Cactus Garden a Feature. 


One of the interesting features of 
the show is the cactus garden of Jo- 
seph Manda, showing an extraordi- 
nary number of cacti arranged as 
though growing in their original des-. 
ert or waterless homes among rocks 
and hillocks. 

An object lesson is the woodland spot 


with tiny stream, pool of watery 
growing wild plants and shrubs, one 
part showing its natural beauty be- 
fore the visit of a picnic party and the 
other part ruined by unsightly leav- 
ings of the picnic, broken eggshells. 
broken bread, empty tin cans and 
other débris. 

This Spring’s tulips appear to be the 
finest, largest and most varied at any 
flower show. In orchids a _ green- 
striped white lady-slipper plant is 
shown in a huge Dutch pottery shoe, 
the mate being filled with another of 
the lady-slipper varieties. 

Today will again be rose day, the 
commercial growers exhibiting their 
wares. One hundred points is the 
maximum and for each element enter- 
ing into the judging 15 points are for 
size, 20 for color, 20 for stem, 15 for 
form, 15 for foliage and 15 for sub- 
stance. In classes for novelties and 
certificates the basis is 10 for size, 20 
for color, 15 for stem, 15 for form, 15 
for foliage, 15 for substance, 10 for 
fragrance and 5 for distinctiveness.

‘After d+ deliberation he has come to 
the conclusion that it is sheer power. 


When $3 Makes a Big Crowd. 


Team work, cooperation, understand- 
ing, esprit de corps or whatever you 
want to call it, generally is found 
when a group of men make a success 
at anything. But the Yankees are in- 
dividualists. Most clubs are clannish, 
but not the Yankees. 

The Giants band themselves together 
because they are ‘required to do so 
many things together from the time 
they get up in-the morning until they 
go to bed at night there is little time 
for outside diversion. The Robins flock 


together even more closely, some say 
because misery loves company, but the 
Yankees go their own separate ways 
singly or in pairs. A cluster of three 
Yanks in their leisure moments would 
be worthy of Luther Burbank. 

It starts at the very top with Man- 
ager Miller Huggins. Here at the 
training camp the Mite Manager does

his players and about the only times 
he sees them is during business hours. 
Of course, during the regular season 
he is more intimate. 


Ruth’s Ways Mysterious. 


Babe Ruth is another who travels 
alone. The great Bambino is never 
in evidence at the Princess Martha 
and visitors are beginning to wonder 
if he really stays there, or if it is 
just an advertising scheme. The Babe 
has all his meals sent to his room 
and never uses the public thorough- 
fares of the hotel lobby. When he 
departs for practice or returns after 
@ game he steals silently and un- 
Noticed through a _ side entrance. 
Whether this is tnrough his own pref- 
erence or. through an order of the local 
traffic department is not known. 

The rest of the players are no dif- 
ferent, even though not so famous. 
Bob Meusel, the tall and silent man 
from the West, always seems going 
©r coming from some very definite 
and important place, but where he 
goes or where he comes from no one 
seems to know.

Heated Pullmans Give Indians Swollen Feet, 
As Men and Women Runners Ride to Austin 





SAN ANTONIO, March 22 (%):—Mod- 
ern conveniences such as steam heated 
Pullman cars today bothered six Tara- 
humara Indian runners from Mexico 
who think nothing of dashing off 
great distances with their sandaled feet. 
The Indians, three men and three wo- 
men, accompanied by a manager and 
two interpreters, passed through here 
en route to Austin to prepare for a 
marathon in connection with the Tex- 
as University relays Friday. 

Three of the runners, who come from 
a cold climate in the mountains of 
Mexico, were suffering from badly 
swollen feet caused by placing them 
on the heating pipes of their Pullman 
cars. An eighty-two-mile run from 
San Antonio to Austin will be made 


by the men, and the women will join 
them at Kyle, Texas, twenty-five miles 
this side of Austin, and finish the 
race. 

The men were dressed in plain blue 
denim suits and the women, all of 
whom have bobbed hair, wore plain 
dresses and black shawls. All wore 
sandals and no stockings. According to 
the Indians’ manager, Thomas Rodri- 
guez, the interpreter will accompany 
the runners, carrying maize, coffee 
and water. 

The party consists of Lola de Cu- 
zarare, Juanita Paciencia, Juanita Cu- 


zarare and Martina Baquetero (inter- 
preter); and Jose Torres, 5,000 kilo- 
meters champion; Thomas Cafiro, 10,000 
kilometers champion; Agustin Salido 
and Juan Zavala (interpreter).

Since Adolfo Luque is 
still holding out on the Reds, it is be- 
lieved a Brooklyn pitcher is most like- 
ly to figure in the deals. 

However, even should the Critz deal 
fail to materialize, it seems reasonably 
assured that the Brooklyn infield wili 
show some improvement within the 
next few weeks. For one thing, John- 
ny Butler has not really gained his full 
strength yet, and when he does get 
down to his best condition there should 
be a marked difference. 

Partridge at second and Barrett at 
third also should improve as_ time 
passes. Both have been nervous and 
overanxious, but are certain to be bet- 
ter when they steady down, as both 
at times have shown flashes of excel- 
lent work. 


Hitting Sways Herman. 


So far as the elongated Babe Her-

nervous. In fact, he always is quite 
sure of himself and abounds in confi- 
dence.

Following a conference between the 
State Athletic Commission and Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard yesterday, an an- 
nouncement was made by both that 
the 50 per cent. advance sale ticket

The rule will become 
operative in connection with the Pau- 
lino-Tom Heeney heavyweight battle in 
the Garden April 1, when Rickard will 
be prohibited from selling in advance 
more than 50 per cent. of the’ capacity 
of his arena, starting with the lowest 
price and progressing up through the 
scale. The rule will not affect advance 
sale of ringside seats. The remaining 
50 per cent. will be withheld from pub- 
lic sale until the day of the bout. 

Chairman James A. Farley pointed 
out that this rule, together with the 
ruling limiting to 2 per cent. of the ca- 
pacity of a club the number of compli- 
mentary tickets a fight promoter will 
be permitted to issue after April 1, 
was adopted on recommendations of 
Secretary of State Robert Moses. 

Whether the 50 per cent. advance 
sale rule is to be made applicable to 
important outdoor fights will be deter- 
mined, Chairman Farley indicated, on 
the success of the plan with indoor 


| bouts. The feeling prevails in boxing 


circles that the plan cannot be put 
into operation in connection with out- 
door boxing, where crowds dwarf in- 
door attendances, and for that reason 
some modification of the rule or an 
adjustment to meet conditions is ex- 
pected. 


Garden Must Sell 9,451. 


Jee Boyton, Rickard’s head ticket 
salesman, yesterday disclosed that un- 
der the new arrangement 9,451 tickets, 
or half of the Garden’s seating capac- 
ity, will have to be sold on the day of 
the bout. These will sell at $1.10, 
$2.20, $3.30, $5.50 and $7.70. The 2 per 
cent. complimentary maximum will 
limit Rickard’s issue to 380 tickets, the 
promotor was informed. 

The comm::sion notified Promoter 
Charlie Murray of Buffalo that it 
would not suspend its rule limiting the 
maximum payment to boxers in the 
star bout to 50 per cent. of the net re- 
ceipts. Murray sought suspension of 
the rule for prospective title matches 
he has in view between Jack Delaney 
and Jimmy Slattery for the light- 
heavyweight crown and between Pete 
Latzo and Frankie Schoell for the we’ 
terweight title. 

Revising its previous plan, the com- 
mission announced the disposal of 
about $5,000 recently realized on a ben- 
efit to Sam Langford in its entirety. 
Chairman Farley announced the com- 
mission had abandoned a plan to give 
this money to Langford at the rate of 
$85 a month, on the retired negro 
tighter’s insistence, adding that the 
commission would not permit another 
benefit for Langford here.

Wins Verdict in Hard-Fought 
Battle Before 3,500 at

Bruce Flowers, New Rochelle’s col- 
ored lightweight, added another victory 
to his rapidly increasing list by de- 
feating Tony Vaccarelli of Harlem in 
the star ten-round bout at the Pioneer 
Sporting Club last night.

“The first and second of these prop- 
ositions immediately threw open to a 
much larger number of undergradu- 
ates opportunities for participation in 
The first also frees seniors 
from the demands of intercollegiate 
competition and enables them fo de- 
vote themselves exclusively to the 
primary purpose of the college. 

“Most important of all, the home- 
and-home arrangement will diminish, 
may even destroy, the whole public 
emphasis now devoted to the univer- 
sity eleven. With two teams of equal 
strength instead of one there no longer 
will be any varsity for the papers to 
write about and the public to talk 
about incessantly for two months 
every Autumn. : 

“It will end the Saturday emigrations 
of the undergraduate body. Further- 
more it would seem a logical deduction 
that two teams playing the same in- 
tercollegiate schedule would develop 
an intramural rivairy which might 
even outweigh the interest incidental 
to the outside games.”’

BOROTRA AND BRUGNON WIN 


Former Defeats Bowman, 6-0, 6-1, 
Latter Has Hard Time Against 
Aydelotte.

Eugene McCauliff, youthful player 
from Fordham University, yesterday 
learned what a fickle jade fortune can 
be. On Monday afternoon he found 
himself the most talked of player in 
the national indoor tennis champion- 
ship as a result of his impressive vic- 


tory over Julius Seligson, national 
junior indoor title holder. Twenty-four 
hours later he was out of the tourna- 
ment, a victim of Armand L. Bruneau, 
one of the court performers who is 
keeping the Terrace Club of Brooklyn 
on the tennis map. 

Bruneau, a veteran of many seasons 
of play, has the habit of doing the un- 
expected in high-class tournaments, 
and it was McCauliff’s ill fortune that 
he should have chosen yesterday as a 
good occasion to bring all the guile 
born of his years of experience to bear, 
along with a stinging forehand drive 
that refused to go out of bounds or 
into the net. It was a three-set match 
in which Bruneau got otf to a 3-0 
lead in the first set, fell behind in the 
second and finished much the stronger 
of the two in the deciding chapter. The 
final score was 6—3, 3—6, 6—3. 

McCauliff’s service, which was so de- 
cided a factor in his victory over Selig- 
son, was not the same weapon yester- 
day. He did not have the same control 
over it and Bruneau did not find it the 
enigma that did Seligson. On the other 
hand, Bruneau had a servite of his 
own that was worth looking at, but 
McCauliff did not seem tv be able. to 
see it and his errors in returning ser- 
vice cost him dearly, particularly in 
the final set. But it was Bruneau’s 
better tactics that decided the issue 
more than anything else. He seldom 
gave his opponent a set-up and put 
little within range of his racquet when 
McCauliff went to the net. 


Stars Are Hard Pressed. 


Aside from the defeat of McCauiliff, 
the third day of play in the champion- 
ship found the favorites pursuing the 
even tenor of their way, which means 
toward victory, though the way was 
hard for two of them. Frank Hunter 
dropped the opening set to the youth- 
ful lefthanded L. Chapman Haff, whose 
service and volleying were highly ef- 
fective until Hunter became more bel- 
ligerent, and Jacques Brugnon came 
within a point of losing the first set 
on five occasions to William Aydelotte, 
another young rising player of this 
city. 

There were some who thought that 
it was only by the margin of that 
point that Brugnon escaped losing the 
match as well as the set, for Brugnon, 
who appears to be in physical distress 
as a result of his play at the Heights 
Casino, looked to be badly tired by the 
time he had won the first chapter at 
9-7. But appearances are unusually 
deceptive in the case of the French 
Davis Cup player, for just when he 
seems to be at the end of his rope he 
cuts the Gordian knot and speedily un- 
deceives his opponents. 

Aydelotte did not get a single game 
in the second set, and it is easy enough 
to understand why he should have be- 
come discouraged, and cracked badly 
after failing to grasp his big oppor- 
tunity. Breaking through to lead at 
6—5, he lost the twelfth on service after 
having the advantage twice. Again he 
went ahead at 7—6 and 40—15, only to 
fiub a set up volley, lose the next point 
also on a passing shot and finally lose 
the game after holding vantage point. 


Borotra in Form. 


Jean Borotra, who won the tourna- 
ment two years ago and was runner- 
up to Lacoste last Winter, played by 
far the best tennis that has been seen 
at the armory this week in defeating 
Herbert Bowman at 6—0, 6-1. It was 
one of those days for the —_oe when 
he couldn't miss a thing, neither the 
easiest shots nor the hardest volleys, 
and that means speedy and merciful 
annihilation for his opponent. 

John Van Rynx of Princeton came 
close. to being put out of the play at 
the hands of Edward Jacobs, Balti- 
more’s best known young performer. 
He lost the first set at 10—8 and took 
the third one only after it had gone to 
5-all.

Sports of the Times

OHNNY RISKO of Cleveland and Tommy Loughran 
J of Philadelphia are the bad boys of the pugilistic 
pastime. They refuse to behave. They cuff the 
neighbor’s children, break up the furniture, crash 
through hedges and slide down anybody’s cellar door re- 
gardless of ‘‘Keep Off’’ signs. Naturally, the good little 
boys refuse to have anything to do with them. 

It was only a matter of weeks ago that Tex Rickard 
had to step in and prevent a scheduled scuffle between 
Edward James Maloney of Boston and the aforesaid 
Risko of Cleveland. Maloney is all dressed up for an out- 
door bout with Jack Sharkey at the Yankee Stadium, and 
Rickard insisted that he take no chances of ruining his 
costume by playing with that rough Risko person. 

As for Tommy Loughran, he’s the lad who waltzed 
into Dempsey’s training camp at Atlantic City a few 
days before the Tunney fight and gave Dempsey a free 
boxing lesson. Incidentally, Loughran holds two deci- 
sions over Risko, one scored last year in a ten-round bout 
at Boston, the other on Feb. 15 in ten rounds in Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa. 


Overlooking the Champion. 


The present attitude of Jimmy Maloney, Jack Shar- 
key, Paulino and other prominent heavyweight, con- 
tenders is: ‘‘Wake me early, Mother, for I’m to be 
Queen of the May.’’ One would think that once the 
elimination tournament is over the winner will have no 
trouble in removing the heavyweight championship 
crown from the somewhat classic brows of Gene Tun- 
ney. But will it be as easy as all that? 

When Tunney steps into the ring to defend his cham- 
pionship next Summer he will be only 29 years old. He 
has had more than sixty professional fights over a 
seven-year stretch and has a long lead in experience 
over his closest pursuers, Sharkey and Maloney, 

Gene is big, strong and fast. He may not be the great- 
est champion the ring has seen, but it will take a fine 
fighter to beat him. 

Tunney’s greatest handicap is the championship title 
and the accessories that go with it. When he was just 
an aspiring heavyweight he fought on an average of 
once a month or so. Thus he completed his ring educa- 
tion and kept himself in trim at the same time. 


The Shackles Around the Throne. 





A champion can't do that. He is too important a per- 
son in our present scheme of civilization. Dempsey went 
three years without a real fight when he was champion, 
but Tunney won’t stretch it quite that far. He will have 
had a year’s vacation by the time he is called upon to 
defend his laurels. And a year’s vacation can do more 
harm to a prizefighter than half a dozen blows to the 
point of a rugged chin. 

If he has been enjoying a vacation from the ring, 
however, Tunney has been hard at work in other direc- 
tions. He disregarded chances for making easy money 
while he was hitting the upward trail on the theory that, 
once champion, he would make his title pay and pay and 
pay. That’s the business upon which he has been en- 
gaged since that rainy night in Philadelphia when he 
jabbed Jack Dempsey out of the picture. 

Literary labors and vaudeville engagements have been 
very profitable for Gene, but the real big prize is still 
ahead. Dempsey drew down something like $750,000 in 


his last stand as a champion. The level-headed Master 
Tunney will doubtless demand a cool million for stepping 
into the ring next Summer with the survivor of, Rick- 
ard’s elimination tourney. 


The Will to Win. 


All through his pursuit of Dempsey there was only one 
person who was sure that he would overhaul and over- 
whelm the champion, and that person was Joseph Hu- 
gene Tunney himse’f. His manager had his doubts; his 
friends had their misgivings; the fight fans and fight 
critics were almost unanimously incredulous, But Tun- 
ney’s sing-song was: “I will beat Dempsey. I will beat 
Dempsey.”’ 

Well, he did beat Dempsey, but it is hard to vision him 
going into his next battle with the same determined in- 
sistence on ultimate victory. He has won the title and 
has fulfilled his ambition as a prizefighter. Win, lose or 
draw, he will be a rich man when the next bout is over. 
What is there left in the way of lure of battle? 

He had everything at stake when he planned and 
trained for the Dempsey fight. Over and above the gate 
receipts—which are his without a struggle—what will he 
have at stake in his next encounter? 


The Decline and Fall of Jack Dempsey. 


Every champion treads the same path. Jack Dempsey 
in the Sesquicentennial ring wasn’t the Jack Dempsey 
of Toledo by more than the mere passing of time. The 
vital spark had flickered out. The lust of battle had de- 
parted. The weakening of his muscle was nothing to the 
softening of his spirit. 

He had been champion for years and had enjoyed all 
the luxuries that money could buy. That quality above 
all others which makes a man a champion {s the ability 
—not to punish others—but to punish himself. And a 
life of wealth and luxury is a poor background for a 
campaign of self-punishment. Training is the hardest 
punishment in any sport, and Dempsey ducked it in his

If he’s interested in it, there’s something that 
Tunney might work for.

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EASING THE MEXICAN TENSION. 

There is no sound reason why the 
United States and Mexico should not 
live on friendly terms. Both Govern- 
ments really desire this; both peoples 
would profit by it. After the many 
weeks of irritation and even excite- 
ment in the diplomatic exchanges be- 
tween the two countries, we seem to 
have entered upon a period of calm 
and of businesslike readjustments. It 
is only a minor agreement with Mex- 
ico which the State Department yes- 
terday notified the Mexican Foreign 
Office that we propose to abrogate 
on March 28. It was a mutual under- 
taking to prevent smuggling across 
the border; but in the absence of a 
full commercial treaty our Govern- 
ment feels that it might In certain 
circumstances be awkward to continue 
it. Some see in this an attempt to 
force the hand of Mexico, or possibly 
a threat to lift the embargo on the 
export of arms to Mexican revolu- 
tionists. These appear to be unneces- 
sary suspicions. The more trust- 
worthy indications are that the two 
Governments are approaching each 
other afresh in a sincere hope to iron 
out all the difficulties which have 
arisen between them. 

If in all this the healing effect of 
time is visible, it is also true that 
President CaLLEs must have found 
powerful motives accumulating upon 
him in favor of a peaceful settlement 
with the United States. His troubles 
at home grow worse with the passing 
months. He needs the revenue from 
the operation of American oil wells 
in Mexico. If he cannot be sure of 
enough money in his Treasury to pay 
and feed his army, the danger that a 
revolution may succeed will be accen- 
tuated. Moreover, for the success of 
his ideas concerning land reform, he 
obviously needs peace and. content- 
ment at home. A foreign embroil- 
ment might temporarily heighten his 
prestige with the thoughtless, but 
would throw to the ground his larger 
program. Granting him sincere in all 
his plans and aspirations, we must 
also concede that, if he has any sagac- 
ity in fitting’ means to ends, he ear- 
riestly desires peace» with the United 
States. 

It is certain that any advance which 
he may make to the Washington Ad- 
ministration will be met with cordial: 
ity. . One of the good signs is that 
business men on both sides of the Rio 
Grande are interesting themselves in 
bringing about a better state of af- 
fairs between the United States and 
Mexico. Following the excursions and 
alarums of the past three months, it 
is plain to cool reflection that there 
is no cause of quarrel, or eyen of 
strong divergence .of opinion, which 
cannot’ be removed by frank and 
friendly conference.

DISARMAMENT COMPLICATIONS. 

Lord Cerciu’s draft convention, sub- 
mitted at the opening session of the 
Preparatory Disarmament Conference 
at Geneva, is' an attempt to mediate 
between the French position, as for- 
mulated in the report of the technical 
commission, and the.American point 
of view, as set forth in ‘a memoran- 
dum now published in full. The Cecil 
proposals make concession to the 
American argument -by- rejecting the 
elaborate standards whith France and 
her’ slipporters Would sét up for deter- 
mining the apportionment of. arma- 
ments. Se td are the factors 





which enter into estimating the ** ulti- 
mate” military strength of a nation 
that the American memorandum has 
no difficulty in describing the entire 
procedure as impracticable. The Brit- 
ish scheme upholds that contention 


when it suggests that the limitation 


of armaments must start out from 
existing peacetime arrangements, and 
that the military strength assigned to 
every nation should be stated in 
definite figures. 
“On the question of supervision and 
control the Cecil plan parts company 
with the American and leans toward 
the French. It is the unwisdom and 
impracticability of any system of 
external “supervision” of national 
armaments that the American note 
chiefly stresses. We maintain that 
the observance of ratios and rules 
must be left to the good faith of the 
contracting nations. We argue that 
an attempt by any international body 
to check up and criticize military pol- 
icy in the separate countries will do 
more harm than good. Such a proce- 
dure is bound to run against delicate 
questions of “ politics "’ which no out- 
sider is competent to pass judgment 
upon. To this the Cecil plan replies 
by offering a mild définition of “ su- 
pervision.” It does not contemplate 
the sort of thing illustrated by the 
late Allied Military Control in Ger- 
many. It would merely concede to 
every nation the right to call attention 
to what it considers a violation of the 
agreement. The signatories would 
agree to’ cooperate in an investigation 
of facts, but no investigation can be 
carried on within the boundaries of 
any country without its consent. 
Although the French spokesman has 
definitely expressed his opposition to 
the Cecil ideas and insists that the 
work of the technicians who have 
elaborated limitation formulas must 
not be scrapped, it is not impossible 
that France and her allies can be 
brought over to the simpler Cecil pro- 
cedure—on one condition. But that 
is where American objections stand in 
the way. France will not leave the 
observance of treaty arrangements to 
the “good faith” of the signatories. 
If any form of supervision is declared 
inacceptable to us who are not in 
the League and tremendously sensi- 
tive on the question of “super 
States,” France might reply that in 
practice the arrangement would never 
affect this country. It is not of the 
American army or navy that France 
is afraid. 


SUNDAY LAWS. 


A little over a month ago Governor 
RicHarps of South Carolina began to 
show great zeal in enforcing, to a 
limited and selected extent, the Sun- 
day laws. He revived the principle of 
ancient statutes. The essence of these 
is prohibition of Sunday work for 
‘*profit or worldly entertainment.”’ 
Golf and the sale of gasoline were the 
main worldly entertainment and profit 
which the Governor sought to stop on 
five successive Sundays. The sale of 
drugs was permitted by law, but the 
druggists in a number of cities kept 
their shops closed. Tobacco and cig- 
arettes were taboo. Sunday golfers 
were arrested and acquitted by juries. 
Injunctions against interference by 
State officers were obtained. The. ir- 
ritation of the golfers and automo- 
bilists was tempered with a certain 
amusement. Apparently the good work 
is to go on. 

The Legislature passed a measure 
permitting sports not ‘‘ of a boisterous 
and commercial character” and au- 
thorizing the sale, except during 
church hours, of gasoline, ice, medical 
supplies and other ‘* essential” com- 
modities, but not permitting Palmetto 
Sundays to be disturbed and desecrated 
by the sale of tobacco, soft drinks or 
ice cream. It might be argued that the 
last is “essential,” a necessity of 
American life. But the Governor has 
vetoed the bill, which, he says with 
impressive oratundity, ‘‘ strikes a fatal 
‘“blow at one of the most sacred and 
‘fundamental pillars upon which our 
“ civilization rests, and, no matter what 
“the purpose be, modifies or amends 
‘*the Ten Commandments of Gop.” 

Does Sabbatarianism in South Caro- 
lina linger in so rigid a form? Many 
clergymen in the State are said to 
have approved the Governor’s course. 
It must be assumed that none of these 
will use a horse or a Ford on Sunday. 
If he ‘‘exchanges”’ with the neigh- 
boring minister, he travels on Satur- 
day and on Monday. Does he minister 
to the sick or the dying on Sunday, 
he must do it a-foot. Everybody’s 
Sunday dinner must. be prepared the 
day before, lest the maid-servant do 
any work, Play is forbidden as a form 
of work. ‘Without dwelling on the 
annoyances, in some cases the priva- 
tions and dangers, which the strict 
observance of Sunday laws would 
bring upon at least a considerable part 
of the community, one wonders why 
the Governor has picked out only a 
few kinds of violations. 

He has been praised for enforcing 
the laws. That is just what he has 
not done. He has allowed the sale of 
newspapers, the running. of railroad 
trains and street cars and taxicabs. 
South Carolina papers have pointed 
out his inconsistency. Perhaps he will 
correct it, if it be doubtful, as the 
Columbia dispatches say, that the 
two-thirds. majority necessary to ovyer- 
ri“? his veto.can. be had in the Legis- 
lature, though the bill was passed by 
a large majority, Some critics don’t 
hesitate to -tell him that all this 
“Sabbath” tempest is intended to 
divert public attention from his fail- 
ure to enter upon the program, of 





economy, tax reduction and so on 
pwhich he promised. cy \- 
“There must. be a -curious™ 
vative seventeenth-century Sabbatari- 
anism in rural South Carolina, (How- 
ever one may disagree with it in prin- 
ciple and practice, it. is an interesting 
survival; but by no means 80 curious 
as the similar or stronger state of 
opinion in New Jersey. The South 
Carolina Legislature was ‘at least able 
to pass a Sunday law taking away 
some old restrictions. The Legislature 
of New Jersey, where sporadic de- 
bauches of Sunday law enforcement 
are too common, hasn’t the courage 
to adapt the Sunday statutes to new 
conditions, or even to permit the 
people of municipalities to decide by 
referendum what Sunday recreation 
and amusements shall be allowed, 
From that legislative cowardice it can 
only be concluded that New Jersey is 
even more seventeenth-century than 
South Carolina. 
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AN ADMIRAL-DIPLOMAT. 

News that Admiral BrisTo. is soon 
to be relieved of his duties as High 
Commissioner at Constantinople, and 
to be made Commander-in-Chief of our 
Asiatic Fleet, should not pass without 
a word in praise of a remarkable diplo- 
Matic service. Ever since the war Ad- 
miral Bristou has been detailed to 
duties for which naval officers are not 
supposed to be trained. But in a very 
difficult position, with all kinds of 
vexing and complicated questions 
thrust upon him, he has so borne him- 
self as to win plaudits from his su- 
perior officers and from the Depart- 
ment of State. In 1924 Secretary 
HucHEs wrote a letter to the Navy 
Department speaking In high terms of 
“the skill and patience with which 
“ Admiral Bristot had conducted the 
** negotiations.” The reference was to 
an agreement to pass upon the claims 
of Americans and Turks growing out 
of the war. 

The Admiral has been in Constanti- 
nople, at the meeting point of all 
nationalities. In some respects his 
position was irregular, certainly it was 
delicate, inasmuch as the United States 
had not re-established diplomatic rela- 
tions with Turkey. But as High Com- 
missioner’ he was able to keep in 
touch with the Turkish Government, 
to watch over the rights of American 
residents, and to secure by his cour- 
tesy and sagacity favorable treatment 
for our missions and schools in Turkey. 
To all visiting Americans, Admiral 
BrIsTot has shown himself a model of 
hospitality and kindness. Doubtless he 
will return to high command at sea 
with the satisfaction that goes with a 
professional career. But he must know 
that he has made his mark as a diplo- 
matic servant of his Government, and 
has left enduring recollections with all 
of his%fellow-citizens who have had 
occasion at Constantinople to make 
proof of his genial and gentlemanly 
qualities. 


MONEY FOR THE PARKS. 

With the exception of the $1,000,000 
fund for the renovation of Central 
Park, the Board of Estimate will have 
a hard time in weighing the various 
demands for the $3,000,000 set aside 
by the municipal authorities for park 
purposes. The principal difficulty lies 
in determining which of several pro- 
posed sites in Queens and Richmond 
can be most cheaply acquired. Past 
experience has shown that occasion- 
ally unscrupulous real estate specu- 
lators have not been averse to holding 
property wanted for public purposes 
and trying to force the price up so 
that even if condemnation proceedings 
are employed the speculators will get 
a higher price than they deserve. But 
it is equally clear from past experi- 
ence that the longer the delays in ac- 
quiring land the greater the likelihood 
that the legitimate value of the prop- 
erty will be increased. The city is 
faced with the dilemma of choosing 
a capital investment which may not 
yield any revenue in civic service for 
a number of years or of refusing to 
buy now and thus probably placing an 
increased burden on the city in time 
to come. 

The allotment of $1,000,000 for Cen- 
tral Park is in a different category. 
This sum has long been needed, not 
only for trees but also for soil and 
improvement of the watering system. 
Part of the money will doubtless go 
for the employment of a larger staff 
of gardeners and assistants. It would 
be unfortunate, however, if the city 
should fail to make adequate provi- 
sion for a permanent increase in the 
staff. The needed expenditures are of 
two classes, one of which may be con- 
sidered as upkeep, and the. other as 
capital investment. Failure to provide 
adequately for upkeep during a period 
of years has resulted in such deterio- 
ration of the property that the repairs 
and renovations now needed far exceed 
the small annual increase for main- 
tenance which would have rendered 
drastic expenses unnecessary. 

There is no point now in seeking to 
fix the blame for the failure to keep 
up the park. The problem is how to 
remedy present conditions and ayoid 
neglect in the future. Presumably the 
plans already made by the landscape 
architects. for the restoration of the 
park are comprehensive. Some of the 
older trees are already too far gone 
to be saved. But a carefully executed 
plan for improving the soil and af- 
fording sufficient. water and for fight- 
ing diseases will do much to prevent 
further decay. ‘The value of the park 
is so great that it is as uneconomic 
as it is unwise not to recognize frank-

RECALLING A HERO, 

“Fever Hero Penniless” was the 
headline. Who remembers the name 
of JouN R. Kisstncer? Yet he played 
&@ part in ridding the world of a great 

Scourge. Turn back to the Winter, of 
1900 in Cuba. Yellow fever was a ter- 
ror in those days, The Government, 
startled by the spread of the: disease 
among American troops, sent a com- 
mission headed by WaLtrr Reep. His 
job was to find out what caused yel- 
low fever. ‘His suspicions were soon 
directed to the stegomyia- mosquito. 
But he needed proof. He sent out a 
call for volunteers. KISsINGER and 
another private named Joun J. Moran 
were the first to respond. Dr, REep 
pointed out the danger. They were de- 
termined. He talked of compensation. 
They refused. “Gentlemen, I ‘salute 
you! ” said he. Later he declared that 
this exhibition of moral courage had 
“never been surpassed in the annals 
of the army.” 

On Dec. 5, 1900, five mosquitos were 
selected. They were allowed, “ with 
his’ free consent,” to bite KissInacer. 
The result was “‘ perfectly successful,’’ 
we are told, “for about midnight on 
“Dec. 8 the subject "—who had been 
under strict quarantine during fifteen 
days—‘‘ was seized with a chill that 
“proved the beginning of a _ well- 
“marked attack.” The next day Dr. 
REED wrote exultantly to his wife: 

It is with a great deal of pleasure 
that I hasten to tell you that we 
have succeeded in producing a case 
of unmistakable yellow fever by the 
bite of the mosquito. * * * Rejoice 
with me, sweetheart, as, aside from 
the antitoxin of diphtheria and 
Kocn’s discovery of the tubercle 
bacillus, it will be regarded as the 
most important piece of work, scien- 
tifically, during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. * * * Major KEAN says that 
the discovery is worth more than 

the cost of the Spanish war. 

Thanks to these men and their asso- 
ciates, yellow fever, which used to 
take its toll of tens of thousands dead, 
is a menace no longer—at least so far 
as the Americas are concerned. In 
1925 only three cases were reported 
from the entire Western Hemisphere— 
and even these three were not cer- 


tainly authentic! 
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NEEDS OF THE y. Mw. C. A. 

To help boys and young men find 
their place in the increasingly com- 
plex life of the city is the practical 
objective of the New York Young 
Men’s Christian Association. Through 
its fifteen branches it affords them 
dormitories, reading rooms, gymnasi- 
ums, educational classes, outdoor ath- 
letic facilities, Summer camps,. per- 
sonal guidance. There is no lack of 
demand. Many of the branches have 
a waiting list. In order to make its 
services more effective, and to avoid 
duplicating the work of other organi- 
zations, the Y. M. C. A. is centring 
its attention more and more on the 
older boys and the young men. How 
shall they fill their leisure hours? The 
answer means much,to the community 
as well as to the individual. “ What 
“a young man does in his working 
“hours goes into his pocket; what he 
“ does in his leisure hours goes into his 
“ character.’’ 

Here in New York the activities of 
the Y. M. CA. are less visible than 
in smaller communities, Its branches 
have been placed not where they will 
be best seen but where they will be 
most used. The officers have noted 
a rather striking thing: that it ts not 
residence which determines the favored 
location of a building, but good transit 
facilities. The boys and young men 
want a building where they can get 
at it handily. So the new building pro- 
gram will be developed with an eye 
on the new subways. Surely men and 
women of New York can afford to 
give $6,500,000 for the expansion of 
activities which make so wholesome 
a contribution to the city’s life. No- 
where can they find an agency better 
fitted to develop civic responsibility. 
To its critics the “Y” might well re- 
ply, as Socrates to those who accused 
him of corrupting the youth of Athens, 
“Tell us, for Heaven’s sake, MELETUS, 
“is it better to live among good citi- 
“zens, or bad?” 


THE FLOWER SHOW. 

What nature can do, aided by man, 
in the development of plants and 
flowers, as exhibited in the collections 
in Grand Central Palace, makes one 
conscious that creation is still going 
forward from glory to glory. With- 
out even the old-fashioned flowers 
that have followed man around the 
earth, there are “ other splendid mani- 
“festations of luxury, exuberance and 
“ grace,” as MAETERLINCK reminds us, 
But without them “the infinite world 
“of colors‘and shades would have been 
“inco. ‘pletely revealed to us by a few 
“rents in the sky. ”" Light would have 
found no natural gayeties on earth, 
and man’s vocabulary would have lost 
not only its perfumes, but also the 
metaphors which grow only in gar- 
dens. This is true of the simplest, 
commonest flowers, such as may, have 
grown in the garden in which the 
Creator walked in “ ‘.e cool of the 
day.” 

Their variety and richness of form 
and color have increased with man’s 
patient, intelligent culture. MarTeEr- 
LINCK’s Gallic catalogue of newcomers 
and old flowers made into new beings 
includes the tulip, which came from

came at about ‘he. same time from 
the Indies, Mexico, Persia, Syria and 
in’ the early .seven- 
teenth century; the sweet pea, an im- 
migrant from Sicily a century later; 
the lobelia from the Cape of Good 
Hope at the time of the French Revo- 
lution; the dahlia in 1802 and the 
gladiola only yesterday. Most of the 
gorgeous flowers seen at the Grand 
Central Palace have migrated to 
America, leaying their kin all. along 
the way from the first garden, and 
show such outward signs of prosperity 
as many of the human immigrants 
who haye come in poverty and have 
here acquired enormous riches. The 
flowers have generally grown also in 
splendor and dignity, yet without los- 
ing simplicity and grace. 

The lower floor of the Grand Central 
Palace is as one vast garden, not 
merely a collection of exhibits. Art 
has taken a hand in the designing, 
but it has enhanced nature and not 
made itself prominent. From the “ del- 
phiniums blue” and the larkspurs “ in 
their peasant blouses” to the courtier 
orchids in their rich costumes, the 
great white lilies, ‘“‘the lords of the 
garden,” and the queenly roses of 
Amazonian beauty, the whole flowery 
population is massed in a glory that it 
seems impossible to surpass. And yet, 
as it is more impressive in its gen- 
eral effect than earlier remembered 
“shows,’’ it but suggests that in 
neither the science which bred such 
beauty nor in the art which has as- 
sembled it has man’s. genius reached 
the end of its creative achievement. 
The Flower Show, apart from its in- 
herent beauty, presents evidence that 
we are not only ‘“‘ making the planet 
our own” but also “adorning our 
stay” and “broadening the acreage” 
of beauty even in the midst of petri- 


factive cities. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


The United States 
Supreme Court curtly 
denied the appeal of 
Mr. Hart Carroii, the 
New York theatre 
manager who had been convicted of 
perjury. There was no written opinion. 
None was needed, and nothing now 
seems to stand in the way of executing 
the sentence to a year’s imprisonment 
and a fine of $2,000 

Saying nothing of the merits of the 
case in which Mr. CarRoLL appeared as 
a witness, and without the slightest 
personal feeling about him one way or 
the other, it is proper to point out that 
the decision in his case is most whole- 
some. If a prominent man in court 
and under oath were allowed to feel 
free to testify falsely, there would be 
an end of confidence in the equal ad- 
ministration of justice. Perjured tes- 
timony is severely dealt with in the 
instance of the poor and desperate, and 
cannot for a moment be condoned 
when it is detected in people of large 
means who have influential friends. 

In this matter, as in its recent de- 
cision in the case of Mr. DoHsny, the 
Supreme Court has done much to 
strengthen public trust in Judges. 
When they thus show themselves in 
favor of applying the law impartially, 
without fear or favor, they not only 
prove to ordinary people that there is 
such a thing as high-minded and in- 
corruptible justice, but help to restore 
faith in the working of democratic in- 
stitutions,

wrought by electricity. An artificial 
dawn wakes the hen, sets her to peck- 
ing earlier than the sunrise, and more 
food in her gizzard means more eggs 
for the poultryman. Electrically lighted 
greenhouses are used to force plants 
to a quicker, richer blooming than out- 
door light would give. 

Now the insect world is to be lighted 
up, to the destruction of some of the 
pests that infest orchards, fields and 
gardens. Many a clumsy moth has 
gone to its death in the flame of lamp 
or candle, but never before has killing 
been planned wholesale through such 
means. Such creatures are most readily 
attacked, not in the winged stage, but 
In the cocoon or as larvae. To catch 
them on the wing will be a triumph 
for science, if the plans made work 
well. 

Electric light traps will be placed in 
the orchards to lure the female cod- 
ling moth before she lays her eggs 
in the heart of the apple blossoms. 
Success will depend to some extent on 
the time of day when she emerges 
from her cocoon and the length: of 
time that elapses between her birth 
and her egg-laying. If she come out 
at twilight and is attracted at once 
in the incandescent traps, her fate and 
that of her innumerable progeny is 
sealed. 

But moths lose little time in getting 
to the business for which they have 
waited long Winter months, and they 
may do the damage before nightfall 
and the lighting of the traps. How- 
ever, science may find a way even in 
such difficulties, and eventually moths, 
mosquitos and other harmful insects 
may be nipped in the bud.

FINDS TEACHERS WELL PAID. 


Better Off Than Business Women, 
Says Opponent of Salary Rise. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For a number of years the public 
school teachers of Greater New York 
have been zealously spreading propa- 
ganda as to the low purchasing power 
of their salaries, and depicting theirs 
as & much underpaid profession. This 
propaganda has been so persistent and 
widespread that unthinking persons 
have come to accept it as true, al- 
though many of the more honest teach- 
ers have themselves admitted its 
falsity. 

To women who have to battle in the 
business world for a livelihood the sal- 
aries paid to the teachers appear more 
than generous. If a malcontent teacher 
would but once visit the commercial 
employment agencies and see scores of 
well-groomed, intelligent women turned 
away because “‘we do not accept ap- 
plicants over 30 years old,’’ she would 
return to her duties in a thankful 
spirit that hers was a profession where 
middle age does not mean financial 
disadvantage and that her old age will 
be provided for by a generous pension. 

Added to her full year’s pay for forty 
weeks’ service, she has the privileges 
of exemption from the Federal Income 
Tax and special discounts at many 
stores. Yet the teachers have been 
contending that they are not paid a 
living wage and must do outside work 
to supplement their incomes. The truth 
of the matter is that they have time to 
do outside work, whereas the business 
women who are employed from 9 A. M. 
to 5:30 or 6 P. M. have not. 

The report of the Mayor’s Committee 
on Teachers’ Salaries reveals the high 
standard of wages paid, but, neverthe- 
less, recommends that an additional 


burden of many millions be placed 
upon the taxpayers to increase the sal- 
aries of those who, they admit, are 
already well paid. If this increase has 
as its basic purpose the welfare of the 
school children, it would appear that 
such welfare would be better served 
by providing every school child with a 
seat, on full time, and by reducing the 
sizes of the classes so that the children 
could receive more individual atten- 
tion. These courses would be of bene- 
fit to the teachers as well as to their 
pupils. For whom are the schools being 
conducted—the teachers or the chil- 
dren? 

It is foolish to claim that the chil- 
dren will profit by the proposed in- 
creases in salaries, and I hardly be- 
lieve that the teachers have been ing 
ing the aid of legislation for the altru- 
istic purpose of benefiting their pupils.

members of our foreign service to fill 
the posts of heads of missions. It gave 
several reasons for complaint, among 
them lack of firmbess’ of men trained 
to deal with our foreign policy, con- 
trasted with the assured exercise of 
firmness if business men were selected 
as diplomats, - : 

One could, in all probability, cite ex- 
amples of the use of firmness, in the 
work of all of our recently advanced 
diplomats of career, but for the sake 
of brevity I shall call attention to only 
three instances. 

First—The Hon. Hugh Gibson, who 
has been raised from the rank of Min- 
ister to: Switzerland ‘to be Ambassador 
to Belgium, As the able lieutenant to 
Ambassador Whitlock in Belgium dur- 
ing the World War, he won a reputa- 
tion for character only matched by his 
reputation for skillful work, 

Second—The Hon. Robert Woods 
Bliss, who has been raised from the 
rank of Minister to Sweden to be Am- 
bassador to the Argentine Republic. 
As First Secretary, and later as Coun- 
selor, of our embassy in Paris, during 
the war, Mr. Bliss shared with Am- 
bassador Herrick the firmness neces- 
sary to remain in Paris when, against 
the menace of the onrushing German 
forces, the French Government, as well 
as the embassy and legation staffs of 
other nations, set out on that tragi- 
comic Odyssey known in the language 
of chefs as ‘‘Tournedos & la Borde- 
laise.” 

Third—The Hon. Hugh Wilson, who 
has been advanced from the Transfer 
Bureau of the Department of State to 
be Minister to Switzerland. Mr. Wilson 
showed signal ability in our legation 
at Berne during the war. His mastery 
of the subject given him to handle 
brought him the opportunity (or onus) 
of negotiating as assistant to Mr. 
Dresel our separate treaty with Ger- 
many. 

If the Manufacturers’ Association 
can discover a lack of firmness in that 
document, they have made an original 
contribution to the interpretation of it. 
Only recently Mr. Wickham Steed, in 
the first of a series of articles in The 
Observer entitled ‘‘The Dimensions of 
Peace,"’ pointed out that Germany vol- 
untarily signed a separate treaty with 
the United States in which “the af- 
firmation of the ‘responsibility’ of 
Germany and her allies for the loss 
and damage imposed upon the allied 
and associate Governments ‘by the ag- 
gression of Germany and her allies,’”’ 
together with the reparation clauses of 
the Versailles Treaty, was included. 

If our able diplomats did not use 
firmness in that negotiation, perhaps 
they resorted to an occult art, which 
in any emergency it would be best to 
retain at the service of our Govern- 
ment. 

The criticism of our foreign service 
by the Manufacturers’ Association did 
not contain a suggestion of the use to 
be made of our highly trained, highly 
disciplined diplomats of career, if busi- 
ness men are to be selected to fill their 
executive posts. Are our diplomats of 
career to be made executives of manu- 
facturing plants instead?

Correspondent Assails Foes of West- 
chester Park Program. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An amazing example of the lengths 
to which men will go to demand 
“rights” which do not exist is seen in 
the noisy attack of certain self-styled 
“sportsmen” on the conservation ef- 
forts of the Westchester County Park 
Commission. This commission forbids 
all hunting in the parklands of the 
county. It seems to be the prohibiting 
of shooting in the Poundridge Reserva- 
tion which excites the hunters chiefly. 

There are sO many reasons for pro- 
hibiting shooting in all these West- 
chester parklands that it would require 
two columns to cover them in outline. 

There is only one reason for permit- 
ting shooting—that is to gratify the 
urge to kill which actuates a noisy 
minority. The chief obstacle encoun- 
tered by conservationists is that they 
are working on a long-time program. 
They have vision enough—and mighty 
little is required in this case—to look 
forward and gauge the future by the 
past. 

Westchester County is rapidly be- 
coming an almost continuous suburban 
community. The only hope of survival 
for many forms of bird life, both game 
and non-game, is in the parklands. No 
sort of birds can live*in any number 
where the underbrush has been cut or 
where scrubby hillsides have been 
cleared, The parklands, particularly 
the less landscaped areas, are literally 
life-savers for birds. 

It seems that the loud outcry for 
shooting is being made by men who 
know nothing of, or care nothing for, 
the economic status of bird life and its 
value, who want to shoot regardless of 
the danger to others, who are actuated 
wholly by selfish desires. 

No “right’’ to game on parklands is 
held by any citizens. The taxes which 
go to the Westchester park system are 
chiefly used to build roads. But if far 
more were spent in preserving wild 
life it would be money well invested 
on a purely dollar and cents basis.

KANSAS GITY PACKER 


.Vice President and Director of 
Armour & Co. Was 66 
Years Old. 


A VICTIM OF PNEUMONIA 


Active In Civie Affairs and Was 
Decorated by King Albert for 
His War Work. 


KANSAS CITY, March 22 (#).— 
Charles W. Armour, 66 years old, Vice 
President and director of Armour & 
Co., died at his home here today, 
leaving J. Ogden Armour of Chicago 
the only surviving member of the sec- 
ond generation of the famous packing 
family. 

Mr. Armour, who had been in charge 
of the Armour interests in Kansas 
City since 1901, succumbed to pneu- 
monia, which ‘developed as the re- 
sult of injuries sustained in a fall a 
month ago. 

Mrs. Armour, who was Rebecca 
Camp of Lyons, N. Y., and A. Watson, 
a nephew, were at the bedside. Other 
members of the family will arrive here 
— Mr. Armour had no chil- 

ren. 

Charles W. Armour was born in 
Madison County, N. Y., a son of A. 
W. Armour, one of the five brothers 
from a New York farm originally as- 
sociated in the packing industry 
founded as a butcher shop in Milwau- 
kee by Philip D. Armour, father of J. 
Ogden Armour, present head of the 
business, and John Plankington. 

He came here as a youth with his 
father and soon was sent to Chicago 
to learn the packing business with his 
cousin, J. Ogden Armour. He was 
schooled in all departments of the in- 
dustry and later assumed control of 
the Armour interests in Kansas City. 

For his zeal in behalf of war suf- 
ferers he was decorated by Albert, 
King of the Belgians. He was Chair- 
man of the Kansas City War Camp 
Environs Committee during the World 
War. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Thursday afternoon at St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church and burial will be in 
Elmwood Cemetery here. 


PEANUT TEMPLES’ FATE 
IN JUSTICE’S HANDS 


Five-Day Trial of Suit to Keep 
lonic Stands Out of Battery 
Park Closes. 





After five days’ trial Supreme Court 
Justice Churchill reserved decision 
yesterday in the injunction suit of 
William H. Williams, member of the 
Parks and Playgrounds Association, 
against the City of New York, Park 
Commissioner Gallatin and John D. 
Antonopulos to prevent the carrying 
out of a lease to Antonopulos for the 
erection of two refreshment pavilions 
in Battery Park opposite the Staten 
Island ferry-house.

Roulstone, counsel to the association, 
asked the Court to make permanent a 
temporary injunction granted by Su- 
preme Court Justice Levy when con- 
struction of the pavilions was begun 
during the Hylan Administration. 
Justice Levy, in a decision affirmed 
by the Appellate Division, held that 
before the city authorities could lease 
park property to the so-called ‘‘Peanut 
King’’ it would have to be shown that 
the pavilions, described as of Ionic de- 
sign, were of vital importance to the 
public justifying the setting aside of 
the space for rental of $4,000 a year. 

A battery of counsel was massed in 
opposition to the injunction plea. Com- 
missioner Gallatin and other witnesses 
testified that they rearded the stands, 
which are to cost from $25,000 to 
$30,000 each, as artistic and’a public 
necessity.

Ancient Scottish Family’s Head 
_Dies at St. Elizabeth's Col- 
lege, Morristown, N. J. 


AN EDUCATOR AND WRITER 


Institution Where He Was Guest 
and Seton Hall College Founded 
by Grandmother. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., March 22.— 
Archbishop Seton, one of America’s 
most distinguished Catholic prelates 
and head of an ancient Scotch fam- 
ily of Seton, died here today in the Col- 
lege of St. Elizabeth, which was 
founded by his grandmother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Seton, and named for her. 
He had lived as a guest at the college 
since he gave up active life six years 
ago. He was &7 years old. 

Archbishop Seton had been ill since 
March 8, when, according to a state- 
ment given out at the college, he had 
suffered a slight shock. 

Robert Seton was born of American 
parents at Pisa, Italy, in 1839, and 
afterward brought to this country. 
He was educated at Mount St. Mary’s 
in Maryland, at Carlsruhe and Pau, 
and in Spain. He studied theology in 
the American College in Rome as one 
of its thirteen original students. He 
was ordained to the priesthood in 1865 
and graduated from Ecclesiastical 
Academy at Rome in 1867. While in 
Rome he was made Private Cham- 
berlain to Pope Pius IX. Later he en- 
gaged in missionary work. After his 
return to America he was chaplain of 
St. Elizabeth’s from 1867 to 1876. He 
became rector of St. Joseph’s Church, 
Jersey City in 1876 and remained 
there for several years, later going to 
Rome. In 1903 he was elevated to be 
Archbishop of Heliopolis, a title which 
he retained until his death. 

During part of the time he was in 
Rome he was a correspondent of THE 
New YoRK TIMES under the pen name 
of Fyvie. 

Archbishop Seton had been a lec- 
turer at the Catholic University in 
Washington and at Seton Hall College, 
South Orange, N. J. He was the au- 
thor of several books, among them 
memoirs of his grandmother, who 
founded the Sisters of Charity in this 
country, as well as the college in 
which the Archbishop died. Others of 
his writings included ‘‘Roman Bssays,”’ 
“The Dignity of Labor,” “An Old 
Family,” a gerrealogical study of the 
Setons, and ‘‘Memoirs of Many Years,”’ 
an autobiography. 


EX-BISHOP CANEVIN. 


Former Head of Catholic Diocese 
of Pittsburgh Dies In 75th Year.

PITTSBURGH, March 22.—The Most 
Rev. John Francis Regis Canevin, 
Titular Archbishop of Pelusium and 
former Bishop of the Catholic Diocese 
of Pittsburgh, died this afternoon in 
Mercy Hospital, this city, in his seven- 
ty-fifth year. 

Bishop Canevin suddenly announced 
at the height of his efficiency as head 
of the Church in the Pittsburgh Dio- 
cese that he had resigned his office 
and would retire to a monastery to 
spend the rest of his life in communion 


with God. He was born in Westmore- 
land County on June 5, 1852. 





Bishop Canevin was ordained in 1879, 
was Diocesan Chancellor in Pittsburgh 
from 1888 to 1893, and rector of the 
cathedral in Pittsburgh from 1895 to 
1903. He was consecrated Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the Diocese of Pittsburgh in 
February, 1903, and succeeded Bishop 
Phelan on the latter’s death in Decem- 
ber, 1904. He resigned on account of 
ill health in November, 1920.

George 8S. Parsons, life-long citizen of 
Gouverneur and prominent for many 
years in St. Lawrence County Repub- 
lican politics, died at his home here 
today in his eighty-third year.

LONDON, March 22.—News was re- 
celved in Cambridge today of the 
death of Sir Charles Walston, eminent 
Cambridge archaeologist, while on a 
cruise in the Mediterranean, with Lady 
Walston, on the Mauretania. Sir 
Charles had an attack of pneumonia, 
which affected his heart. 

Only recently. what he regarded as 
his most important contribution to art 
and archaeology was published, ‘Alca- 
menes and the Establishment of the 
Classical Type in Greek Art.” 

The London Times’s obituary de- 
scribes his book, ‘*Aristodemocracy,”’ 
published in 1916, as by far the most 


valuable contribution he had made to 
the thought of his time. 


Sir Charles Walston changed his 
name from Waldstein early in 1918 in 


order, as he stated, to divest himself 
of the last shred of his association 
with Germany. He was born in New 
York City, March 30, 1856, a son of 
the late Henry Waldstein, a native of 
Germany, but a naturalized American, 
who kept an optician’s shop in Union 
Square. The son was educated at Co- 
lumbia and Heidelberg, attained high 
rank as an archaeologist, was made 
Slade Professor of Fine Arts at Cam-

CHARLES S. SARGENT,

BOSTON, March 22. — Professor 
Charles 8S. Sargent, internationally 
noted as the Director of Arnold Ar- 
boretum since 1872 and as a Harvard 
Professor of Arboriculture since 1879, 
died today after two weeks’ illness, at 
his home on his Brookline estate, Holm 
Lea. April 24 next will be his eighty- 
sixth birthday anniversary. 


He leaves a son, Charles S. Sargent, 
of 1,009 Park Avenue, New York, a 
member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, and three daughters, Mrs. Guy 
Lowell of Brookline, widow of the 
noted architect who died recently: 
Mrs. Nathaniel B. Potter of Brookline, 
and Miss Alice Sargent, who lives at 
Holm Lea. Professor Sargent’s wife 
died eight years ago. 

Professor Sargent had a world-wide 
reputation as an authority on trees 
and shrubs, and there is a wonderful 
collection of these and flowers at 
Holm Lea. He opened his estate 
annually to the public, and persons 
came from long distances to view the 
beauty of its landscape and its horti- 
cultural treasures. 


Soon after graduating from Harvard 
in 1862 Professor Sargent became a 
Lieutenant in the Second Louisiana 
Infantry and served through the rest 
of the Civil War, being breveted a

CAPT. TEMPLIN M. POTTS. 


Retired Navy Officer, Former Gov- 
ernor of Guam, Is Dead. 
PASADENA, Cal., March 22 ().— 
Captain Templin Morris Potts, U. S. 
N., retired, former Governor of Guam, 

died here today, aged 71. 


Captain Potts was a native of Wash- 
ington, D. C. He was graduated from 
Annapolis tn 1876 and attained his cap- 
taincy in 1908. He was on the Massa- 
chusetts during the Spanish War, help- 
ing destroy Cervera’s fleet at Santiago, 
was naval attaché at Be.lin, 1902-04, 
served on the Board of Inspection and 
Survey the following year and v= 
erned Guam in 1905. He was Chief In- 
telligence Officer of the Navy Depart- 
ment in 1910. 

At the very end of his service, on 
July 2, 1913, a few hours before he 
relinquished his command of the bat- 
tleship Louisiana, his quick handling 
of an emergency saved his ship. While 
the Louisiana’s engines were being 
overhauled an overboard discharge 
valve bonnet blew off and the sea 
poured into the vessel through a six- 
inch hole twenty-six feet below the 
water line. After a hard fight the leak 
was plugged, the water pumped out 
anc ths Captain reported ‘‘no damage.”’

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CANADIANS FAIL 
IN RADIO PLEA HERE 


Washington Conference Ends 
Without Agreement on Bid 
for 12 to 15 Wave Lengths. 


RESUMPTION SOON LIKELY 


Better Understanding Is Gained 
and Dominion Delegates Seek 
~ Fresh Instructions. 


OUR BOARD APPLIES LAW 


Forms Issued for License Applica- 
tions Stress Public Interests 
Reached by Broadcasters. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Efforts 
by the United States and Canada, 
through official delegations named by 
the two Governments, to settle differ- 
ences over the division of radio broad- 
casting channels came to an end late 
this afternoon, followed by announce- 
ment that the international conference 
had found it impracticable for the 
present to come to an agreement. 

The . Canadian commissioners sug- 
gested that its allotment of exclusive 
‘wave lengths should be fixed at fif- 
teen instead of six as at present, and 


at least a minimum of twelve in view 
of the demand north of the border for 
radio air space. 

The Canadians also asked this Gov- 
ernment to undertake to guarantee the 
inviolability of the wave lengths as- 
signed to Canada and prevent pirating 
by American broadcasters. 

It was pointed out wave lengths al- 
lotted to Canada, under the terms of 
the existing ‘‘gentlemen’s agreement’”’ 
between the two Governments were 
invaded by American stations as a re- 
sult of the decision of a Federal Court 
in Chicago which held that under the 
old law Secretary Hoover had no au- 
thority to supervise radio transmis- 
sion. 

Of the ninety-five wave lengths now 
available eighty-nine are reserved for 
American and six for Canadian broad- 
casters. Canada’s request for an in- 
crease to fifteen and alternative pro- 
posal for twelve formed the basis of 
the conference which began yesterday. 


Better Understanding Obtainee. 


American officials denied tonight that 
the break-up of the conference would 
lead to a radio war between the United 
States and Canada. Rather, it was 
suggested, the interchange of views 
had led to a better understanding be- 


tween the radio authorities of the two 
countries on their problems. 

“The official representatives of Can- 
ada and the United States,’’ the offi- 
cial statement said, ‘‘who for the past 
two days have m_ consider: the 
division of radio adcasting channels 
between the two countries, completed 
their sessions on March 22, but have 
not found it possible to reach an agree- 
ment on apporticning the number of 
channels between them. 

“The Canadian and American rep- 
resentatives obtained through these 
discussions a better understanding of 
each other’s requirements and radio 
problems and the conditions existing in 
the respective countries. 

“In taking leave of each other at 
the close of the sessions, the sentiment 
Was expressed on both sides that 
further study and consideration be 
earnestly given the reaching of an ac- 
cord on the international radio broad- 
casting problem in view of the import- 
ance to the millions of listeners on the 
North American continent.”’ 


Renewal of Negotiations Expected. 


Canada was represented in the con- 
ference by Alex Johnston, Deputy Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries; C. P. 
Edwards, Canadian Director of Radio, 
and Laurent Beoudry, Secretary of the 
Canadian Legation in Washington. 

The delegation appointed by Secre- 
tary Kellogg consisted of .O. H. Cald- 
well, Chairman, member of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission; William R. 
Vallance, Assistant to the Solicitor, 
Department of State, and W. D. ‘Ter- 
rell, head of the Radio Division, De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Further effort will be made by Can- 
ada and the United States to effect a 
satisfactory arrangement as to the use 
of air channels. It is regarded as al- 
together probable that after consulta- 
tion with the home officials in Ottawa, 
the Canadian Commissioners will re- 
sume the. negotiations. 

Under the new Radio law, the issu- 
ance of licenses for broadcasting sta- 
tions will be taken up on April 24, and 
Canada is expected to seek a solution 
of her radio difficulties with the 
United States before then. 


License Application Forms Issued. 


The first definite move to clear the 
ether as contemplated by the new law 
was taken today by the Federal Radio 
Commission in issuing a form of ap- 
plication to be sent to the 733 or more 


program-broadcasting stations required 
to take out licenses under the new 
law. 

This form is a comprehensive ques- 
tionnaire designed to ascertain just 
what channel each station is using 
and just how much may be needed 
in each instance in the proposed allot- 
ment of broadcasting space. 

The broadcaster is required to indi- 
cate the character of service he has 
been rendering, or what he proposes 
to render in the future. Whether the 
service is public in character will be 
an important factor in consideration 
of licenses by the commission. 

Here are. two questions in point: 

“What service is proposed to be 
rendered?”’ 

“Why will the operation of the sta- 
tion be in the public convenience, in- 
terest and necessity?”’ 


Submission to Control Required. 


Each broadcaster will be asked to 
state upon what days of the week and 
what hours his station was regularly 
operated during the year and the total 
number of hours so operated. 

The applicant is asked whether he 
will ‘sell time,” and if not how his 
gzation will be supported; the number 
of hours his station will be operated 
each quafter; and, if a point-to-point 
Patio the names of stations with 
whom it is proposed to communicate. 

If the applicant seeks a license for 
a coastal public service station, he is 
asked to state the hours during which 
the station will be open to public ser- 
vice and the minimum and other rates. 

Each applicant.is required to state 
that he “‘waives any claim to the use 
of any particular frequency, or wave 
length, or of the ether, as against the 
regulatory power-of the United States, 
because of the previous use of the 
same, whether by license or otherwise, 
and -@ tadio station in accord- 
ance 5 this application.”

Tells of Being Condemned to 
Death, of His Pardon and 
Escape After Rearrest. 














FIGHTS FREE STATE CLAIM 


President of “Republic” Testifies as 
a Defendant in Suit for 
$2,500,000 Bond Surplus. 


Eamon de Valera, President of the 
self-styled Irish Repubiic during its 
brief existence, testified as a defen- 
dant yesterday in the suit brought by 
the Irish Free State for an account- 
ing and judgment on the title to 
$2,500,000 on deposit here as the re- 
mainder of $6,000,000 subscribed in this 
country to a bond issue of the Irish 
Republic. The court room was crowd- 
ed, and most of the spectators were 
women. As de Valera entered after 
the luncheon recess, there was a dem- 
onstration, but it was quickly silenced 
by court attendants. 

De Valera’s testimony was an out- 
line of Irish history from the time 
of the Easter uprising in 1916, in con- 
nection with which, he said, he had 
been court-martialed and sentenced to 
death. This was commuted to life im- 
prisonment and later he said he was 
released ‘‘because the British had 
adopted a new policy and wanted to 
create the right atmosphere.” 

The desire of the witness to go be- 
yond the points at issue caused Su- 
preme Court Justice Curtis A. Peters, 
presiding, to tell him that, no matter 
how much he might wish to explain 
certain answers, he must not go out- 
side the rule of evidence. 

Mrs. Agnes Casement Newman, sis- 
ter of Sir Roger Casement, attended 
the hearing. Later she declared that 
she was “here, and here to stay,”’ in 
the interest of De Valera. 

The trial will be continued at 10:15 
o’clock this morning, when De Valera 
will again be on the stand. 


PEEL HEADS DANCE HALL. 


Beatrice Lillie’s Husband Enters 
New Venture in England.

LONDON, March 22.—Sir Robert Peel, 
grandson of the Prime Minister who 
repealed the corn laws, and husband 
of Beatrice Lillie, will in future be 
seen three nights a. week on the floor 
of the ballroom at Erdington, near 
Birmingham.

MRS. EHRLICH WINS CASE. 


Peace Justice Enjoined From Trying 
Charge Involving Horse Farm.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March 22.— 
Mrs. Stella Ehrlich of New York, 
President of the Horse Aid wociety, 
who was charged with maintaining a 
public nuisance on her farm for sick 
and disabled horses, at Milwood, in 
northern Westchester County, won a 
victory today when Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph Morschauser granted a 
writ of prohibition against Justice of 
the Peace W. J. Wolfrom. 

The decision, it was said, means that 
the charge against Mrs. Ehrlich will 
be dismissed and that if another effort 
is made to close the farm, it will have 
to be through injunction proceedings, 
as Justice Morschauser held that there 
was no evidence to show that Mrs. 
Ehrlich had willfully violated the law.

PATROLMAN’S. SON DIES 


Uses His Father's Discarded Pistol 
—Girl ‘Who Took Poison Is 
Expected to Recover. 


Two more student suicides occurred 
yesterday in the metropolitan district. 

Anthony Zeno Jr., 18 years old, 
senior at the Port Chester (N. Y.) 
High School, and member of his school 
baseball team, died in the United Hos- 
pital at Port. Chester after taking 
poison and turning on the gas in the 
bathroom of his home. 

Frank Conklin, 13 years old,, sopho- 
more at Richmond Hill High School, 
Queens, son of Patrolman Frank Conk- 
lin of the Miller Avenue Police Station, 
died in the Jamaica Hospital after 
shooting himself: in his home with his 
father’s pistol. 

Young Zeno left several notes which 
gave a mysterious touch to his suicide. 
They opened the possibility that the 
student belonged to a ‘‘suicide club,” 
or that he had an overwhelming desire 
to penetrate the secrets of immor- 
tality. 

One note read: ‘“‘Anthony Zeno Jr., 
due to die March 17, 1927.” 

This was written in backhand, 
whereas the handwriting in all the 
other notes slanted to the right. It 
was not in Zeno’s hand, unless he had 
disguised his writing in this partic- 
ular communication. Another message 


“Farewell to our sorority and broth- 
erhood, a club of only a few members 
who have consulted that the best way 
to deliver any kindness to a lost one 
is to get nearest to them.” 


Says Girl Is Calling Him. 

In another note he wrote: “My 
girl, May, who died about a month 
ago, is calling me." 

Still another, evidently referring to 
the same girl, said: “I can feel, I 


can see her eyes fascinate me and her 
gentle voice singing songs to me, with 
all care blemished from the earth. 
When she died about a month ago she 
left me all alone in this big world. 
She has been calling me to follow her 
as her only everlasting pal.’’ 

“I say good by,’’ read another note, 
‘to all my sweethearts, Marion, Mar- 
guerite and Cecilia.”’ 

Again he wrote: “I was once dust 
and dust I will be again. My heart 
craves for the unknown seas and lands 
beyond the world.”’ 

One note signed by the youth bade 
farewell to ‘all my friends,’’ naming 
“Anthony Drexel of Philadelphia’? in 
particular. His parents said this prob- 
ably referred to Anthony J. Drexel 
Biddle, whom the boy had admired, 
but they did not know whether he ever 
had met Mr. Biddle. 

“The world seems to me too big to 
live in, too cruel to be kind,’’ this 
letter read. ‘‘Philosophers emphasize 
the short life we have, and I have de- 
cided to take mine before my time 
shall arrive.”’ 

The boy’s family was dumbfounded 
by his act. They could not understand 
the letters. They did not know who 
was meant by the references to ‘‘May,”’ 
who had died, or his three ‘‘sweet- 
hearts,”’ but said they might have been 
girls he met when he ran away from 
home on Nov. 27 last. He returned 
home about Feb. 1, saying that he had 
gone to France as a salior. 

The youth had an elder brother, 
Dominick, who was graduated from 
the same high school last year, and 
four younger sisters—Frances, Junia, 
Lillian and Amelia. Frances found 
the bathroom door locked yesterday 
morning and smelled gas. She told 
her father, who telephoned to the po- 
lice. They broke in the door and, 
finding the boy unconscious, took him 
to the hospital where a pulmotor was 
used unsuccessfully. 

His teachers at high school said the 
boy stood well in his studies, but 
was subject to periods of depression. 
The police and school authorities are 
investigating the possibility of a 
‘suicide: club.” 


‘Uses Father’s Pistol. 


The Conklin boy shot himself in the 
head with his father’s .22-calibre pis- 
tol, not his service weapon. The father 
was away on duty at the time. The 
boy’s mother heard the shot and 
rushed to her son’s room. She found 
him lying unconscious on the bed with 
the pistol in his hand. He died with- 
out regaining consciousness. 

No note was left, but the boy’s par- 
ents told detectives that his father had 
reprimanded him Monday night when 
he -returned from school with ‘‘a bad 
report card.’ This caused surprise at 
the school, where Principal Harris 
Kanwit said that the boy had received 
three of a possible five points for 
character and scholarship. last term, 
and that marks had not yet been 
recorded for the subsequent period. He 
said the boy had a good record at the 
Franklin K. Lane Junior High School 
before entering the Richmond Hill 
High School. 

The police said no action would be 
taken against Patrolman Conklin for 
having a pistol in his house besides his 
service weapon, because a policeman 
had this privilege. 

Dorothy Van Leuvin of 863 Classon 
Avenue, Brooklyn, 16-year-old student 
at the Girls’ Commercial High School, 
Brooklyn, who took poison on Monday 
in a room at the school, regained con- 
sciousness yesterday at the Kings 
County Hospital, She is expected to 
recover. Miss Van Leuvin, who is an 
orphan and lives with her uncle and 
aunt, Mr. and’ Mrs. Edgar Van Leuvin, 
refused to explain her act, and her 
uncle and aunt said they were unable 
to do so. Mrs. Evelyn W. Allen, prin- 
cipal of the school, said the girl was 
an excellent student.

Mongrel: Guards Body'of Poodle in Street ; 
Keeps Watch for 24 ‘Hours, Scorning F ood 





A little white French poodle was "run 
over by an automobile and badly hurt 
on Monday night in 161st Street, ‘be- 
tween Melrose "and Courtlandt Ave- 
nues, the Bronx. No one seemed to 
know who owned the animal, or to 
care what happened to it, except: a 
small boy, himself as unknown as the 
injured .dog... The ‘sympathetic lad 
lifted the animal tenderly in his a 
and carried it to Irving Lebisch’s 
shop at 392 East 16l1st Street, as is 
that ‘its life be saved.: Lebisch saw 
there was no hope, and called a police- 
man, who shot the dog to put it out 
of its. misery. 

The poodle was left in'the street. A 
few minutes later Lebisch saw a shag- 
gy mongrel dog arrive beside the 
poodle. The mongrel showed traces of 
the Airedale, the wire-haired terrier, 
and other breeds. It dragged the 
poodle’s body to a water hydrant in 
front of Louis Reinig’s tailor shop at 
388 East 16lst Street and then stood 
guard all night over the poodle’s body. 
Yesterday morning the . mongrel 


growled and bared its teeth when 
passersby. tried. to coax or frighten it 
away. Even food could not tempt it, 
and it remained at its post all day. 
Finally, at 6 o’clock last night, after 
its faithful watch of nearly twenty-four 
hours, Lebisch captured the dog, not 
without difficulty, and.took it into his 
store. He put the animal‘into a cage 


would not eat, although it had gone 
without food for a day and a night. 
Lebisch also took the poodle’s body 
into his store.’ 

Lebisch infcrmed a representative of 
the S. P. C. A. later that he would 
either care for the mongrel himself or 
find a home for it, and that he would 
have the poodle. buried.

KILLS FORMER WIFE, 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


W. F. Gray, a Marine Engineer, 
and Woman Found Dead in 
West 64th St. Rooms. 


DIVORCED LESS THAN MONTH 


Shooting Was Last Sunday, Police 
Say—Families Assert Couple Had 
Been Married Nine Years. 


The bodies of William F. Gray, 45 
yers old, marine engineer and former 
Lieutenant in the Naval Reserve, and 
his former wife, Lucy, who divorced 
him less than a month ago, were found 
yesterday noon on the: floor of the 
bedroom of a well-furnished apartment 
at 17 West Sixty-fourth Street. Both 
were dead from bullet wounds inflicted 
last Sunday, according to the Medical 
Examiner. 

The detectives are of the opinion 
that Gray first shot his former wife 
and then killed himself with an auto- 
matic pistol which they found near 
his right hand. Gray’s body was on 
its back with the head and chest in 
the bathroom, while that of the woman 
was face down on the bedroom floor. 

Assistant Medical Examiner George 
Spiegel found only one wound on 
Gray’s temple. There were three bullet 
wounds in the head and chest of the 
woman, this indicating clearly, accord- 
ing to the police, that Gray had first 
killed her and then committed suicide. 


Failed to Get Answer to Knock. 


Miss Marie Trachsel, from whom 
Gray leased the three-room apartment 
two weeks ago and who discovered the 


bodies, told the police she heard Gray 
say he had been having trouble with 
his former wife. 

Miss Trachsel paid no attention to 
the remark. Later, when she failed to 
get an answer when she knocked at 
Gray’s apartment to leave linen there, 
she opened the door with a master 
key. When she saw the bodies she 
notified the police of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station. Detectives 
Joseph Maloney. and Fred Stepat 
searched the apartment and found a 
letter indicating that Mrs. Gray had 
lived at 105 East 117th Street. They 
sent for William Williams, the negro 
superintendent of that house, and he 
identified Mrs. Gray, who he said lived 
at the East 117th Street address for 
several months. He also told the de- 
tectives he had seen Gray accompany 
the woman into her apartment at 105 
East 117th Street. He quoted Mrs. 
Gray as saying she and her husband 
couldn’t get along and she intended to 
get a divorce, and that Gray had 
threatened her life. 

Detectives Maloney and Stepat were 
joined by Captain of Detectives John 
Duane and Lieutenant of Detectives 
Thomas Conkling, and they found in 
a closet in the living room a crude 
blackjack, made from the leg of a 
chair.

Gray’s clothes were in the closet. 
On the shelves were several bottles of 
whisky. A woman's leopard skin coat 
was thrown across a sofa in the living 
room. 

Occupants of apartments on the sixth 
floor, adjoining Gray’s, were ques- 
tioned. They told the detectives they 
heard a commotion Sunday morning 
and sounds that might have been 
shots, but they paid no attention. 


Families of Couple Located. 


From envelopes and other papers 
found on Gray’s body, the police were 
able to communicate with his mother 
Mary and sister Lillian at 237 Carroll 


Street, Brooklyn. The mother and 
sister told the police Gray had met 
his wife at a Tammany Hall ball 
about eleven years ago, and had been 
married nine years. During the last 
five years, according to Gray’s mother, 
he and his wife had separated several 
times. They had several reconcilia- 
tions, but agreed six months ago to a 
complete separation. 

The police were told that Mrs. Gray 
had obtained the divorce, Gray having 
decided not to contest the action. 
Irene, a seven-year-old child, was sent 
to a private school at Ellensville, near 
Albany, aftter the divorce. 

Mrs. Gray’s name before marriage 
was Lucy Lanbiasi. She lived with 
her mother at 350 East Ninth Street. 

Before and after the war Gray was 
a chief engineer in the merchant ma- 
rine on boats making trips to the 
tropics. During the war he. received 
a commission as First Lieutenant and 
served on the Green Briar, a vessel 
that was torpedoed in the Black Sea.

FUR WORKERS RIOT; 
PROTEST 3 ARRESTS 


Reserves’ Are Called Out When 
Crowd Tries to Take the 
Prisoners From Police. 


EIGHT MORE ARE SEIZED 


Manager of Defunct Union Accuses 
Industrial Squad of Causing 
All the Trouble. 


A riot among fur workers at Sixth 
Avenue and Thirtieth Street at noon 
yesterday resulted in the arrest of 
eleven men and women by policemen of 
the Industrial Squad under Lieutenant 
John J. Broderick. A crowd of more 
than a thousand became so menacing 
that a call was sent for the reserves of 
the West Thirtieth Street Station, who, 
with motorcycle and mounted patrol- 
men, cleared the ‘Streets. 

Those arrested were charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. In Jefferson Market 
Court they were paroled in custody of 
counsel for examination tomorrow. 

Among those arrested were Samuel 
Gold, brother of Ben Gold, the Com- 
munist manager of the Joint Board of 
Fur Workers, and Fannie Warshafsky, 
business agent of the board. Miss War- 
shafsky protested against her arrest 
and slapped a policeman’s face. 

According to the police the men of 
the Industrial Squad were patrolling 
the district, and lined up Gold, Abe 
Berliner of 63 Avenue D, and Leon 
Lippman of 1,318 Crotona Avenue, the 
Bronx, as suspicious characters, at the 
corner where the riot began. When 
detectives began to search the men a 
crowd of furriers, who were out for 
lunch, gathered and began hooting and 
yelling “‘Cossacks.’’ The police said 
that an attempt was made to liberate 
the prisoners, and that a call was sent 
for the reserves when the situation be- 
came threatening. 

Another version of the affair was 
given by Ben Gold, who said that at 
noon in his office he was notified that 
the Industrial Squad had attacked 
furriers as they left a lunchroom at 
Sixth Avenue and Thirtieth Street. 
He said he went to the West Thirtieth 
Street police station to make a com- 
plaint and then went to the scene of 
the disorder, where, he declared, the 
riot was still in progress, and ‘‘the In- 
dustrial Squad was creating a riot by 
beating up any workers they could lay 
their hands on, women and old men 
and even passers-by.”’ 

Gold charged that for a week the In- 
dustrial Squad had been “forcing the 
furriers by threats and beatings to the 
international union office to register.” 
Gold, whose organization has been dis- 
solved by the International Furriers 
Union and is no longer affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
said that he would call on Police Com- 
missioner McLaughlin as soon as pos- 
sible and lodge a complaint against 
the Industrial Squad. 

Gold denied the testimony purporting 
to have been given by him and his 
associates to the Federation committee 
involving alleged bribery of policemen 
for protection during the recent strike. 


GIRL SHOT IN STRUGGLE, 
SAYS MAYER COUNSEL 


Insists Killing Was Accident— 
Prosecator Holds Prisoner 


Planned Marder and Suicide. 


The shdoting of Shirley McIntyre in 
her home; 100 Lefferts Place, Brooklyn, 
on Feb. 26, 1926, was accidental and 
.occurred during a struggle for posses- 
sion of a pistol, Clark Jordan, attorney 
for Walter B. Mayer,.who is on trial 
for the murder, told the jury .in his 
Opening address yesterday. 

Mayer, who lives at 74 Clarkson Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, testified to his friend- 
ship with the girl from their first 
meeting at the Chase National Bank, 
at which they were both employed in 
1923, to their engagement in 1925, 
quarrels over her craving for excite- 
ment, and their final quarrel on the 
day of the shooting. Court was ad- 
journed before. he.finished:his story. 

Assistant’ District Attorney Kopff 
maintained that Mayer had planned 
the murder and had intended to com- 
mit suicide. He introduced a letter 
addressed to Terence McGrath which 
was found in Mayer’s pocket. In this 
letter Mayer told of the. ending of his 
engagement because of his ‘‘inferior- 
ity,’’ and that He conteniplated suicide, 
but would take her with him. 

McGrath told on the stand of visiting 
the hospital, where Mayer told him that 
he had put the ‘pistol to his own temple, 
that Miss McIntyre had grabbed his 
arm and that the~ weapon had been 
fired during the struggle.

Commercial Avenue, Jamaica. The 
horse was killed and Schnappous and 
Brady were thrown out. 

The Leeds automobile burst into 
flames and while some one was shout- 
ing that a fire alarm should be 
sounded, Leeds who was dragging his 
chauffeur, apparently badly hurt, from 
the flaming car, called out: ‘‘Never 
mind about the fire in the car, let’s 
get this man to a hospital.

Louis Leo of 116 East 110th -Street, 
an alleged ‘“‘hit and run’’ truck driver, 
was held in $5,000 bail in the Homicide 
Court for the Grand Jury in connec- 
tion with the death of Charles Spetko, 
10 years old, from injuries received on 
Jan. 3 when he was struck at Third 
Avenue and 103d Street by a truck 
which Leo was alleged to have been 
driving. It was charged that after the 
boy had been struck he was picked up, 
put in the truck and then left on the 
sidewalk at Park Avenue a block 
away.

JERSEY LAWMAKERS 
OVERRIDE 3 VETOES 


Legislature Passes. Paving Bill 
— Lifts Restrictions on Bathing 
—House Aids Two Mayors. 











ANTI-LOBBY MOVE BLOCKED 


Assemblywoman ts Unable to Get 
Unanimous Consent for Intro- 
duction of Measures.

IN, N. J., March 22.—Over- 
riding the vetoes of Governor Moore, 
the Legislature enacted today laws to 
relieve street railway companies of a 
portion of their paving obligations and 


to:make inoperative the restriction im- 
posed by the State Board of Health 
against mass bathing in potable 
waters.. The bills, introduced by Sen- 
ator Abell of Morris County, were re- 
turned to the Senate last night. 

“Having saddled a burden of $300,000 
upon the taxpayers of Hudson Coun- 
ty,” said Senator Simpson, Democratic 
floor leader, in defending the vetoes, 
“you now propose to poison the people 
there with polluted drinking water.” 

The House also overrode Governor 
Moore’s veto of the Chandless bill giv- 
ing the Mayors of Garfield and Clifton 
a vote in the Common Council in the 
event of a deadlock. This measure 
must be repassed by the Senate before 
becoming law. 


Anti-Lobby Bills .Held Up. 


Through the opposition of Assembly- 
man Barison of Hudson, 
floor leader in the House, Miss Agnes 


C. Jones of Essex County was unable 
to obtain unanimous consent to intro- 
duce two bills aimed at lobbyists. 

One of the bills would prohibit legis- 
lative counsel and agents from at- 
tempting to influence members of the 
Legislature and would restrict their 
overtures to committee hearings. They 
would be banned from the floor of 
both branches except by special per- 
mission. 

The other measure would establish a 
legislative docket for the listing of all 
agents and counsel employed by per- 
sons, private or public corporations or 
associations, and would require filing 
of a sworn, statement of expenses by 
such repre 
tary of State within thirty days after 
adjournment of the Legislature. Fail- 
ing to comply with the provisions 
would carry a fine of $100 to $1,000 
and the possibility of disbarment from 
such work for three years. 

Only one favorable vote, that of Ma- 
jority Leader Hanson, was cast in the 
House for a measure to permit Mayors 
of boroughs of not more than 10,000 
population to name members of local 
Boards of Education. 

The House passed Senator Abell’s 
bill requiring prosecutors to submit 
expenditures of more than $50 to the 
freeholders for approval and Senator 
Williams’s bill giving tenure of office 
to the clerk of the Board of Finance 
in Paterson. 


Traffic Study Is Continued, 


Under a resolution adopted by the 
Senate, the commission making a 
study of traffic conditions with a view 
to adoption of uniform regulations will 
be continued for another year. At the 
same time the Senate passed an As- 
sembly bill embodying several recom- 
mendations already made by the com- 
mission: Under the ‘measure, motor 
vehicles would be required to stop be- 
fore entering streets on which trolleys 
or buses are operated, vehicles ap- 
proaching from the right would have 
right of way at all intersections ex- 
cept on the “‘full stop” streets and au- 
tomobiles being driven in trolley tracks 
would be required to keep ten feet 
from a trolley car, 

In an effort to overcome objections 
of communities in Southern New Jer- 
sey a joint Republican conference 
committee of the Legislature decided 
today to send a committee to confer 
with’ the Pennsylvania Legislature at 
Harrisburg on. proposed changes in the 
pending tri-State treaty for allocation 
of the waters of the Delaware - River. 
The minimum flow from the lower 
basin is the point at issue, and if the 
Pennsylvania Legislature will ee to 
an increase it is believed that the New 
Jersey ‘Legislature will be willing to 
ratify the compact. The committee, 
composed of Senators Larson, Stevens 
and Reeves and Assemblymen Powell, 
Hanson and’Groel, will go to Harris- 
burg on Monday. 

The Coafereice Committee also de- 
cided on a mandatory gasoline tax of 
two cents a gallon for raising part of 
the fund needed for highway construc- 
tion. This decision will be put ‘before 
the Republican majority in the As- 
sembly tomorrow in an effort to get 
enough votes for introduction. It was 
also decided today ‘to fix 3 o'clock 
Friday afternoon as the time limit for 
the consideration of leZislation. The 
lawmakers will return next week only 
to consider’ bills vetoed’ by the Gov- 
ernor.

and a new line of receivers equipped 
to operate in direct connection with 
light sockets. 

Officials of the Radio Corporation 
said yesterday that they could not con- 
firm the development of the tube or 
the fact that it is the vanguard of a 
new line of light current operated re- 
ceivers including the super-heterodyne 
and radio frequency circuits. 

“I would not be surprised if you 
had one of the tubes,’’ said a repre- 
sentative of the company. ‘‘However, 
we cannot confirm or deny the de- 
velopment of such a tube until the 
radiotron division of the company tells 
us that the tubes have reached a pro- 
duction basis and the final character- 
istics have been decided upon.’ 

The tube is being manufactured in 
the lamp works of the General Elec- 
tric Company at Schenectady, N. Y., 
and it is reported that set manufac- 
turers and licensees of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America are now examin- 
ing the tube so that they can plan 
their Autumn styles accordingly and 
not design all circuits for battery 
operation. The tube seen here yes- 
terday was marked UX-225. 

Since broadcasting began in 1920, 
when KDKA at Pittsburgh radiated 
the first program announcing the 
Harding-Cox election returns, re- 
search laboratories throughout the 
country and amateur experimenters 
have been striving to build an alter- 
nating current detector and amplified 
tube which could be used in direct 
connection with the 110-volt house 
lighting sockets in much the same 
fashion as an incandescent lamp, 
thereby dispensing with all B batter- 
ies, trickle chargers, storage batteries, 
dry cells and current supply devices, 
such as A and B eliminators. 

A prominent radio man said yester- 
day that when such a tube appears 
and proves to be practical it will un- 
doubtedly go down in history as 1927’s 
greatest contribution to the revolution- 
ary developments in radio. 

The new tube is expected to stimu- 
late sales in radio because thousands 
are said to be waiting for a set which 
will not require batteries or current 
supply devices. Thousands of other 
radio set owners among the 6,000,000 
in the United States probably will be 
anxious to replace their equipment 
with the new electrified receiver. 

The elements of the new tube re- 
semble those of the WD-12 receiving 
tube. The grid and plate are circular 
and the heater element is about the 
size of a lead pencil. The filament 
connection is made at the top of the 
or by means of a metallic contact. 

A standard UX-base -with four prongs 
is employed so that the tube will fit 
the standard socket. However, rewir- 
ing of the filament circuit is necessary 
if the alternating current detector and 
amplifier is to be used in a receiver 
designed to operate with batteries, as 
are the majority of sets on the market 
and in use today. 

The Freed-Eisemann Radio Corpora- 
tion, through its President, Joseph D. 
R. Freed, announced yesterday that it 
will shortly manufacture a complete 
electric radio set on a quantity pro- 
duction basis. 

The necessity for batteries and bat- 
tery eliminators is obviated through 
the introduction of specially designed 
apparatus, including a new tube filled 
with a rare gas. 

Advance orders for the new set are 
now being received at a rate which it 
is anticipated will keep the plant at 
maximum operation during the Sum- 
mer months, according to Mr. Freed. 


CUT IN STATIONS ASKED. 


L. B. F. Raycroft Urges That Fewer 
Than 200 Be Allowed. 


Delay in enacting the Radio law and 
the resulting confusion in broadcasting 


has cost the radio industry $100,000,000, 
according to L. B. F. Raycroft, Vice 
President of the Radio Division of the 
Electrical Manufacturers’ Association. 
He said the radio industry feared the 
Federal Commission would not be 
drastic enough in reducing the number 
of stations. 

“A number of radio manufacturers 
own broadcasting stations,” he said, 
“but judging from an expression at the 
Policies Division meeting of our asso- 
ciation I believe that there is a general 
agreement that the greatest good to 
the radio public can come only if the 
number of stations is cut down to 
under 200.”’ 


Frank D. Scott, who retired from Con- 
gress on March 4, after having served 
twelve years as Representative from 
Michigan, has been appointed legal 
representative of the Radio Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the National 
Association of Broadcasters, according 
to an announcement made yesterday 
by L. 8S. Baker, Executive Secretary 
of both associations.

The Philadelphia Orchestra. 

Every pianist and apparently every 
music-lover of professional or unpro- 
fessional stripe who could crowd into 
Carnegie Hall was there last night to 
assist, as the French say, at the ap- 
pearance of Sergei Rachmaninoff, com- 
poser and pianist, with Mr. Stokowski 
and the Philadelphia Orchestra. 

There were first performances in 
New York of Mr. Rachmaninoff’s 
Fourth Piano Concerto and his settings 
for chorus and orchestra of three Rus- 
sian folk-songs, ‘‘The Drake and the 
Duck,” “Oh! My Johnny,” and ‘“Pow- 
der and Paint.”” These, according to 
Lawrence Gilman, the informative

LUCKY, « musical comety 3a ts and 
nine scenes. Book and lyrics ey to Har- 
bath, Bert Kalmar and Harry Ruby, and 
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Orchestra, are the first compositions 
that Mr. Rachmaninoff has produced 
since he made this country his home 
nine years ago, and they are fresh 
from his pen. 

The concerto was finished last Sum- 
mer; the songs were finished even 
more recently. First performances 
anywhere took place in Philadelphia 
the 18th of this month. The audience 
last night waited impatiently for the 
distinguished musician and virtuoso, 


applauding him at every possible op- 
portunity during and after his per- 
formance. 

The fourth piano concerto is wholly 
characteristic of its composer in the 
melancholy and sensuousness of the 
singing themes, the alternation of 
vigorous, sometimes savage, rhythms, 
and the brilliant and exacting part for 
the piano. The instrumentation is very 
sonorous and sometimes heavy. Mr. 
Rachmaninoff eschews modernism of 
harmony or of development. The con- 
certo has three movements, the last 
two of which are connected. So far 
as form and idiom are concerned this 
work could have been written by An- 
ton Rubinstein. 

It cannot be said that the concerto, 
aside from the expertness of writing, 
offers very much that is fresh or dis- 
tinguished. The characteristic turns 
of Rachmaninoff’s musical speech are 
encountered. The first movement 
opens promisingly, with a theme 
sharply outlined by the piano over the 
pulsating accompaniment of the or- 
chestra. But this theme is not car- 
ried very far, and the second theme, 
lacking decided physiogomy, takes 
some time to make itself felt. 

It is in the course of the development 
that the movement reaches a bold and 
dramatic climax and some excellent 
measures of coda. The slow movement 
has poetic contrast of the piano and 
the orchestra in a kind of dialogue. 
But there is little evolution of ideas, 
and the constant reiteration of the 
main theme becomes ineffectual. The 
finale is a long movement, too long for 
its ideas, and there are pages that 
smell of midnight oil. 

Toward Mr. Rachmaninoff, the com- 
poser of the concerto, there were the 
reservations to which references have 
been made. For the pianist and vir- 
tuoso there can only be the highest 
praise. Mr. Rachmaninoff is excep- 
tional among his colleagues for the 
authority and intellectual power of his 
playing. No one carves out a melodic 
line with more strength and simplicity, 
and in point of virtuosity and a spe- 
cial ability to cope with an orchestra 
he has few rivals. It is safe to say 
that a poor opinion of his music heard 
last night is not very flattering to its 
quality, since such a performance 
would have made almost any music 

exciting. 

The songs have a unique character. 
Texts and melodies are of folk deriva- 
tion, but there is elaborate orches- 
tral commentary of an original and 
even, at moments, an _ introspective 
character, which is of course the spirit 
of the composer. Whether the sim- 
plicity of the folk refrains, sung for 
the most part in unison by the voices, 
with elaborate and highly important 
orchestra commentary is congruous 
and of esthetic justification, is some- 
thing to be determined after repeated 
hearings. 

The songs as they stand, or as they 
were sung last night, were not heard 
to the best advantage. The voices 
were too few for the prevailingly full 
and heavy instrumentation; the sing- 
ing, especially of the opening chorus, 
was rather gingerly. A different bal- 
ance might have been desirable for the 
full effect of the writing. 

The concert ended with Tchaikov- 
sky’s “Romeo and Juliet’ overture, 
with its unforgettable theme of glow- 
ing, youthful passion and longing—one 
of the most beautiful themes that 
Tchaikovsky, much _ influenced by 
Italian music, ever composed. There 
are pages of the loveliest and most 
searching expression in this overture, 
one of the youthful Tchaikovsky’s 
first important compositions, and one 
that introduced him to the public. 

The performance was not only vig- 
orous, it was excessively noisy and 
emphatic, as if the audience had to 
have shouted in its very ears the sig- 
nificance of each phrase and climax. 
The “Romeo and Juliet’’ overture is 
noisy enough, without that. Mr. Sto- 
kowski, conducting with his left arm, 
achieved sweeping climaxes and sang 
the love music superbly, but he was 
inclined to emphasize the vulgarities 
of the music rather than its distinc- 
tions. 

The Malkin Trio. 


Punctually last night on the stroke 
of eight the Malkin Trio, Jacques Mal- 
kin, first violinist; Manfred Malkin, 
pianist, and Joseph Malkin, ‘cellist, 
began their concert in Aeolian Hall. 
Much of this concert must go unre- 
ported, because of other conflicting 


performances of the evening. Enough 
of it was heard to establish the fact 
of an excellent ensemble of artists 
whose abilities have been proved long 
before this and whose performances 
were characterized by a fine musician- 
ship and sincerity in the service of 
music which dismissed any thought of 
individual prominence or vainglory. 

The works performed were the 
Brahms piano trio, op. 8 and the long 
Tchaikovsky piano trio with the vari- 
ations, of which two were omitted. 
In the opening movement of the first 
trio there were excellent balance and 
full expression of the virile spirit of 
the composer. Manfred Malkin, pianist, 
has an ample technic and a full mué@ 
sical tone, In this movement were also 
evident the sensitive style of Jacques 
Malkin, violinist, and the body and 
smoothness of tone of Joseph Malkin, 
an admirable interpreter, and the first 
‘cellist of the New York Symphony 
Orchestra. There was an audience of 
good size and warm applause for the 
performers.

‘Some gorgeous exercises attendant 
upon ‘Mary Eaton’s rise to stardom 
were performed upon the New Am- 
sterdam stage last night when 
“Lucky,” Charles Dillingham’s latest 
harlequinade, came to town. It is, 
one suspects, as opulent a musical 
comedy as he has ever sponsored; it 
is also, one suspects, more than a 
little persistent in living up to all the 
traditions of such eye-and-ear satur- 
nalias. Especially does it conform to 
the accepted axioms that in entertain- 
ments of this sort the dancing must 
be the chief feature and that the 
comedy is usually something put in as 
an afterthought to give the girls a 
chance to change their clothes and 
allow the $6.60 patrons ample time in 
which to view the settings. This is 
true chiefly in the first half of the 
show, which is laid in Ceylon, a coun- 
try almost virgin insofar as _ the 
musical comedies are concerned. 
When the demands of the rambling 
book necessitate a Broadway setting 
for the second act, the jesting and 
clowning, back on their native heath, 
become livelier. 

The high mark of these auspicious 
ceremonies incidental to Miss Eaton’s 
induction into the sisterhood of 
musical comedy luminaries seemed to 
be reached last night when Paul 
Whiteman and his orchestra made 
their appearance, for certainly the 
rotund leader and his confreres in syn- 
copation were received with more 
genuine enthusiasm than any other 
single event. 

No matter if the Ceylonese settings, 
costumes and decorations were beau- 
tiful in a manner as riotously James 
Reynolds as authentically native; no 
matter if Miss Eaton danced with un- 
usual grace and charm; no matter if 
Mr. Catlett grew funnier as the eve- 
ning wore on—it was Paul Whiteman, 
the Paul Whiteman that most of them 
had heard time and again before— 
whom the audience seemed to desire. 
He obliged with a typical program of 
which the ‘‘Rhapsody in Blue,’ played, 
it seemed, in its entirety was the 
chief feature. 

As for Miss Eaton, besides dancing 
fetchingly she exhibited her calm and 
placid blond beauty to advantage, sang 
acceptably and otherwise made herself 
worthy of the honors bestowed upon 
her. Surrounded as she was with 
talent on every side, she still managed 
to stand out from the throng. The re- 
liable Joe Santley and Ivy Sawyer 
were also valuable members of the 
cast, even though the exigencies of the 
plot demanded that Mr. Santley ap- 
pear as the ‘romance’ opposite Miss 
Eaton and allowed his interest in Miss 
Sawyer, his wife, to become no 
more than sisterly. Whatever prob- 
lem was thus raised was taken 
care of by the suave and nimble 
“Skeet’’ Gallagher, who in the course 
of the action became wedded to 
Miss Sawyer. Ruby Keeler, who 
won considerable of a reputation for 
herself by dancing in ‘‘Bye, Bye, Bon- 
nie’ and before that at the hospice of 
Texas Guinan, had little to do, but 
in that little she went far toward re- 
peating past successes. The chief 
dancing ensemble was from the ata- 
jers of Albertina Rasch, who col- 
lected such an amazingly expert 
troupe for ‘‘Rio Rita,’’ and it is some- 
thing in the nature of a major com- 
pliment to say that the girls here 
were almost the equal of their sisters 
further uptown. 

The book which the veteran Otto 
Harbach and those arch collaborators 
Kalmar and Ruby have provided has 
to do with pearl smuggling and with 
a@ sunken treasure. The first act back- 
ground of Ceylon gives excuse for as 
novel and beautiful settings and cos- 
tumes as the prodigal New Amsterdam 
has beheld in its twenty years or so 
of existence—a presentation which cul- 
minates at the first act finale in an 
orgiastic frenzy of color and action 
during which a whole stage full 
of dancing girls is transformed into a 
conclave of Buddhist gods and pagan 
evil spirits. Jerome Kern’s music is 
always pleasant, always infectious and 
sometimes more than a little reminis- 
cent. That it has catchy and lilting 
/ demesgana will probably be proved be- 

ore another Summer is passed, by 
which time it will have become an 
affliction on the radios and phono- 
graphs of the Republic. 

Mr. Dillingham’s pearl of great price 
is, then, another “Sunny,’’ even to the 
number of words its title possesses— 
a coincidence for the numerologists to 
explain. And, at a late hour last 
night the indications were that it 
would run almost as long.

By original conceptions of showman- 
ship the authors of ‘‘The Spider,’ put 
on at the Forty-sixth Street Theatre 
last evening, have turned a moderately 
interesting mystery story into an ab- 
sorbing theatrical entertainment. They 
have represented the dastardly murder 
of Carrington, not on the stage, but 
in the audience; the shooting and scuf- 
fling take place over the heads of front 
seat-holders. Distressing as this de- 
vice may be for those who sit near the 
scene of the crime (X marks spot, 
etc.) and suspicious as it may make 
one of unidentified neighbors, it results 
in a novel evening’s entertainment for 
iron-nerved playgoers. One hopes that 
the marksmanship will be perfect at 
every performance. One hopes that 
the murderer always succeeds in‘ shoot- 
ing the right man. 

For the time being the Forty-sixth 
Street Theatre renounces its allegiance 
to legitimate drama te become the 
Tivoli Vaudeville Theatre, New York, 
with the usual racket of motion-pic- 
tures, roller-skate experts, strutters 
and magicians of the variety stage. 
After the rag, tag and bobtail of four 
such numbers, there comes M. Cha- 
trand, “The Great,” in “‘the greatest 
performance of illusions and mind 
reading in the history of the theatre,”’ 
With Alexander, “the boy with the 
radio eyes,’”’ blindfolded on the stage, 
the suave M. Chatrand. goes down into 
the audience, collects diverse objects 
from divers people, holds them high 
and asks Alexander to identify them. 
All goes well in several attempts. 
Finally he secures from a lady in row 
C a spider locket. Her companion ob- 
jects to her lending it. There is a 
scuffle. Suddenly the lights are 
switched off. In the darkness some 
one shoots. When _ the lights go up 
again Carrington is discovered mor- 
tally wounded on a runway over the 
orchestra pit, and the mystery play is 
fairly on. As the variety program 
boldly declares: ‘‘Always a good show 
at the Tivoli.” 

Who fired the shot that killed Old 
Man Carrington? As “The Spider” 
scrambles through the _ succeeding 
scenes, bringing doctors and policemen 
up the aisles, bidding the audience to 
remain seated and posting officers at 
every exit to prevent escape, it de- 
velops that Carrington’s death is no 
tremendous loss. For, alas, he was a 
brutal fellow, and head of a dope ring 
into the bargain. Suspicion rests upon 
the magician, the girl, the radio-eyed 
boy and others. From the stage the 
story jumps to the dressing rooms, the 
manager’s office and back to the stage 
again. Clues come and go. The magi- 
cian slips in and out of his handcuffs 
with amazing ingenuity. Shots bark 
here and there. House lights go out 
scveral times. In the blackness ecto- 
rlasm dances around the _ theatre; 

Nastly objects swing across the dark- 
vess; strange voices and eerie faces 
snuffle off this ‘worldly coil. And all 
in good time the slippery scoundrel is 
discovered in the audience. Things be- 
ing as they are this year, one cannot 
be too snobbish about one’s neighbors 
in the theatre. Leave your jewelry and 
valuables at home. 

Without the novelty of the setting 
and the tricks thus played upon stage 
illusion, ‘“‘The Spider’? no doubt could 
emerge as mediocre mystery drama. 
The authors are none too skillful with 
their transitions and none too artful in 
the flow of their story. Sometimes the 
criss-cross of purposes begins to pall a 
little; occasional minor repetitions re- 
lax the tension. The stage direction is 
generally stiff. But the point, . of 
course, is that Mr. Oursler and Mr. 
Brentano have freshened the old mur- 
der hocus-pocus with a novel environ- 
ment that provides a bright glamour. 
They have succeeded, where others 
fail, in using the theatre for entertain- 
ment. 

In the part of the mysterious M. 
Chatrand, Mr. Halliday is thoroughly 
delightful. Surrounded by hysterical 
women and blustering detectives, this 
polished charlatan runs through his 
tricks with rare presence of mind, flat- 
tering when that serves his purpose, 
thinking quickly and dominating the 
situation. It is an excellent perform- 
ance. The other actors play their parts 
according to convention. 

Mr. Oursler is known chiefly as a 
novelist; his ‘‘Sandalwood’’ was dram- 
atized by Owen Davis early in the 
season. Mr. Brentano is a member 
of the firm of international booksellers 
extraordinary. Ten years ago this 
merchant of mystery hokum was sip- 
ping the cream of the great literary 
classics at Harvard; like all Harvard 
men, he is broadminded.

Stock of Durant Motors Makes Net

Intimation that William C. Durant 
is preparing to expand his automobile 
interests and that this will involve the 
curtailment of his activity in the atock 
market furnished Well Street with a 
lively topic of conversation yesterday. 
Interest in his plans was enhanced 
by the mystery surrounding them and 
by the unusual way in which the sug- 
gestion regarding them was put out, 
which was in the form of an advertise- 
ment in a Long Island newspaper, 
which said “Durant Back on the Job.” 
It has been reported for some time 


that Mr, Durant was the moving spirit 
in a proposed merger of automobile 
interests, and some of the rumors were 
that he had in mind the settin 
an organization to rival the neral 
Motors Corporation, which he twice 
controlled, -So far as could be learned 
yesterday no such plans have taken 
form and the eral impression in 
financial and automotive circles is that 
he merely has in mind the expanding 
of the companies in which he already 
is interested, particularly Durant 
Motors, Inc. The stock of that com- 
pany had a sharp rise on the New 
York Curb Market yesterday, reachin 
a high of 10 and ending the day wi 

a net gain of 2 points. Trading in the 
stock was unusually heavy. 

Reports that Mr, Durant intends to 
withdraw from the stock market were 
believed in Wall Street to have con- 
tributed to the reaction on the Stock 
Hxchange yesterday. He is looked upon 
in stock market circles as a ‘‘con- 
structive operator.’’ He is consistently 
bullish and rarely if ever sells short. 
Several stocks in which he ia generally 
understood to be interested, such as 
Independent Oil and Gas, participated 
in the downturn on the Exchange. 
Wall Street was unconvinced, how- 
ever, that he intended to get out of 
the market entirely. In fact, the ad- 
vertisement said only that interests 
outside of his outomobile business 
would be ‘‘secondary.”’ 

Mr. Durant was elected yesterday a 
member of the Executive Committee 
of the Petroleum Heat and Power 
Company. William C. McTarnahan,

CALL LOAN RATE RISES 
AS TAX CHECKS RETURN 


Advances From 4 to 41/2 Per 
Cent.—Demand for Funds Con- 
tinnes Fairly Active. 





The money market, which has been 
governed largely by the Treasury’s 
financial operations for more than a 
week, felt the effect of another phase 
of the Government's activities yester- 
day when banks called a total of $30,- 
000,000 of loans in order to meet in- 
come tax checks presented for collec- 
tion. For the first time since March 
1 the call loan rate advanced to 4% 
per cent., and a firm tone prevailed. 

Both New York and out-of-town 
banks participated in the calling of 
loans, which was augmented by a 
fairly active demand for funds, The 
4% per cent. rate followed a 4 per cent. 
level which prevailed on Monday. The 
rete got as low as 3% per cent. last 
week in connection with the Treas- 
ury’s operations, which included the 
paying off of ri eobyongunn ag | $660,000,- 
000 of maturing notes and the sale of 
about $450,000,000 of new certificates. 
This placed surplus funds in the mar- 
ket, particularly as the amounts paid 
by the Government become available 
immediately, while subscriptions to the 
new issue are little more than book- 
keeping transactions until the Govern- 
ment chooses to call for the funds 
from the banks. 

There was no change yesterday in 
the time money market. The commer- 
cial demand for tunds is widening in 
line with the Spring business expan- 


sion, but the supply of available credit 
remains large. 


MAZDA PRICE CUT AGAIN. 


General Electric Announces Third 
Reduction on New Type of Lamp. 
Announcement was made yesterday 
by the General Electric Company of 
another reduction in the prices of 
Mazda incandescent lamps, to become 
effective on April 1. This is the third 








side-frosted lamps were introduced in 
1926. The reduction lowers the price 
of 25 and 40 watt lamps to 23 cents 
each, the 50 and 60 watt sizes to 25 
cents each, and the average price of 
all Mazda lamps to 49.4 per cent. less 
than in 1914.

Bankers who maintain close relations 
with Japanese financial organizations 
said yesterday that the closing of a 
string of banks in Tokio was not of 
major significance.

The closing of them was thought pos- 
sibly to bear out recent observations of 
Japanese experts who have been draft- 
ing a national banking program. They 
have held that there were too many 
banks in Japan and that a large num- 
ber of consolidations would be in order 
within the next year or two.

Consolidation WII! Glve Use of One 
Smelter to All—Papers Here 
to Be Signed. 





Consolidation of three mining com- 
panies in Canada, with a present stock 
valuation. estimated at $55,000,000, is 
nearing completion, according to re- 
ports received in New-York yesterday 
by Jerome B. Sullivan & Co. from its 
Canadian correspondents. 

The papers completing this merger, 
described as the biggest consolidation 
of mining properties in many years, 
are in this city for the final signa- 
tures of the interests which have fur- 
thered the combination. Announce- 
ment that the deal has been closed is 
expected to be made by the end of this 
month, probably at the same time as 
the annual report of the Noranda 
Mines, Ltd., is issued. 

The properties reported to be com- 
prised in the merger are those of the 
Noranda Mines, the Towagamac Mines 
and the Waite-Montgomery Mines. It 
is understood that the Amulet Mines 
were included in the original plan, but 
that they have been left out for the 
time being. 

The Noranda Mines, which are in 
the northwest corner of Quebec, have 
an authorized capital stock of 2,000,000 
no-par shares. The shares are listed 
on the New York Curb Exchange, and 
yesterday they closed at a price of 
23% after a turnover of 2,500 shares. 
The Towagamac Mines have an 
authorized capital of 1,000,000 shares 
of $1 par value.. The shares have re- 
cently sold at 34% on the Toronto and 
Montreal Stock Exchanges. 

The Waite-Montgomery Mines units 
recently were traded in on the basis of 
$760 a unit in Toronto, but are not yet 
listed on that or other Exchanges. It 
is reported that 95 per cent. of the 
outstanding units are owned by the 
group controlling the Noranda Mines, 
and that only approximately 5 per 
cent. has reached the public. 

The capital value of the Waite- 
Montgomery Mines is $7,500,000, and 
the Towagamac_ capital 
placed at $3,500,000. Noranda’s market 
valuation is around $43,000,000, bring- 
ing the total value of all three prop- 
erties to between $54,000,000 and $55,- 
000,000. 

Although details of the manner in 
which the merger is to be effected 
were not made known, it is expected 
that Noranda Mines will be broad- 
ened out to absorb the two other com- 
panies, although the final disposition 
may be to create a holding company 
to operate all three properties. 

The feature of the consolidation plan 
is that all three properties will supply 
ore to the Noranda smelter, so that the 
Noranda Company or the new company 
will be able to handle these ores as 
its own instead of in a customers’ 
capacity. When the consolidation is 
completed the Amulet Mines will be 
the only customer shipper. 

President J. Y. Murdock of Noranda 
Mines is said to be in New York put- 
ting the final touches to the consolida- 
tion. S. C. Thomson and H. W. Shad- 
bourne of New York are-the- managing 
difectors of the Noranda Conipany, and 
among the directors and chief share- 
holders are Percy A. Rockefeller, Noah 
A. Timmins and W. B. Townsend.

E. B. Filsinger, Vice ‘President of 
the Export Managers’ Club of New 
York, who made an address of wel- 
come after talking with executives 
from .other parts of the country, said 
all ‘were agreed that the export trade 
was just entering upon a riod of 
keener competition with pean 
merchants and traders than eyer be- 
fore. As against low. wages and low 
cost. production in other countries, he 
said, American exporters had _ the 
bigger’ assets of mass production, 
standardized goods and low unit cost.

The in- 
creased sale of these goods, he felt, 
would soon be reflected in larger 
orders and more steady operation of 
textile mills in New England and the 
South than heretofore since the war. 
All the speakers at the day session 
emphasized the needs for study and 
research in the foreign field in view 
of the revival of industry and expected 
European competition. 

“We are now producing for exact 
needs after a study of the needs of 
our customers in every quarter of the 
world,” Mr. Filsinger said, “just as 
heretofore in the domestic competitive 
market we have sought. to meet the 
needs of various parts of the country. 
Our Department of Commerce is giv- 
ing us better service than we have 
ever received before and 1s helping us 
to study our fields of expansion, thus 
contributing to better business.’’ 
Speakers emphasized especially the 
necessity of export managers visiting 
their foreign markets and keeping in 
close contact with the field agents and 
customers, following the methods made 
successful by Germany in her indus- 
trial and commercial expansion before 
the war. 

In connection with Germany, it was 
said American exporters were more 
than holding their own against both 
the English and German traders in 
South America, where American busi- 
ness was growing.

COAL AGAIN SHOWS GAIN 





Merchandise Increases—Grain and 
Live Stock Decline With 
Forest Products.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The first 
million-car week so far this year in 
freight loadings was reported for the 
week ended on March 12, the Car Ser- 
vice Division of the American Railway 
Association announced today. Loading 
of revenue freight for that week 
amounted to 1,005,715 cars and it was 
the first time that freight loadings for 
any one week had been in excess of 
1,000,000 cars at this season of the year. 
In May, 1926, the first million-car week 
for the year was reached, while in 1925 
it was not until July. 

The total for the week was an in- 
crease of 10,784 cars over the preceding 
week, the increase being due prin- 
cipally to the heavier loading of coal, 
merchandise, less than carload lots, 
and miscellaneous freight. 

Compared with the same week last 
year the increase was 38,290 cars and 
79,596 cars over the same week in 1925. 
Coal loading totaled 220,179 cars, an 
increase of 31,345 cars over the same 


week last year and 69,627 cars above 
the corresponding week in 1925. Mis- 
cellaneous freight totaled 355,957 cars, 
an increase of 9,161 cars above the 
same week last year and 11,527 cars 
above the corresponding week two 
years ago. 

Loading of merchandise and less, than 
carload lot freight for the week totaled 
268,788 cars, an increase of 4,457 cars 
over the corresponding week last year 
and 8,963 cars above the same week 
two years ago. 

Grain and grain products totaled 40,- 
076 cars, a decrease of 169 cars under 
last year, but 2,919 cars above the 
same week in 1925.

STRIKE DIVERTED TRAFFIC 





Brooklyn Company Shows Surplus 
of $384,483 for February and 
$4,137,106 Since July. 





Earnings reported by the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company, 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Corpora- 
tion and New York Railways yester- 
day showed contrasting results. The 
Interborough’s report showed increased 
gross earnings but lower net earnings 
for February and also a substantial 
decrease in net earnings for the eight- 
month period. The Brooklyn company, 
however, showed substantial improve- 
ments in operating results, as did the 
New York Railways. 

The Interborough reported gross rev- 
enue of $5,153,506 in February, or $163,- 
943 more than in February, 1926, but 
the lowest gross figure reported since 
October. Expenditures for operation 
and maintenance increased $184,317 by 
comparison with last year and taxes 
increased $11,780, leaving a balance of 
$1,987,359 available for charges, a de- 
crease of $32,154. After rentals, inter- 
est and dividend rentals there was a 
balance of ‘$191,378, a decrease of 
$3,636 from February, 1926, and the 
lowest net result since a deficit of 
$116,812 was reported for September. 

For the eight months to Feb. 28, the 
gross revenue of the Interborough was 
$40,963,691, an increase of $495,497 from 
the same period last year. Expendi- 
tures for operation and maintenance 
increased $1,343,061, taxes increased 
$156,859 and rentals and other income 
deductions decreased $16,399. The net 
result was a deficit of $63,536, against 
a surplus of $924,486 in the same period 
of last year, a difference of $988,023. 
The strike of last July and the receipt 
of $770,000 in July, 1925, on an adver- 
tising contract were factors in this re- 
sult. 

The B. M. T. reported record earn- 
ings for February. Gross earnings in 
that month were $3,536,401, against 
$3,380,048 in February, 1925, and sur- 
plus after charges was $384,483, against 
$270,288. Gross earnings in the eight 
months to Feb. 28 were $30,714,101, 
against $29,522,318, and surplus after 
charges was $4,137,106, against $3,648,- 
345, or $4.07 a share on 79,911 common 
shares, after preferred dividends, 
against $3.44. Much of this increase 
resulted from traffic diverted to B. M. 
T. lines by the strike on the Inter- 
borough in July, in which month the 
B. M. T. surplus increased $241,033. 

The New York Railways reported a 
gross income of $513,880 in February, 
against $483,422 in February, 1926, and 
reduced the deficit after charges and 
before interest on income bonds to 
$5,233 from $25,510. Gross income in 
the eight months to Feb. 28 was 
$4,732,025, against $5,032,712, and sur- 


plus before interest on adjustment in- 
come bonds was $194,329, against 
$305,212.

FOR TEXTILE UPTURN 


Head Cheers Stockholders 
With Report of Firmer Prices. 


HALT IN VALUE SHRINKAGE 


Late Lenten Season a Deterrent to 
Normal Buying of Fabrics, 
He Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 22.— 
Two rays of hope for a turn for the 
better in the textile situation were dis- 
cerned today at the annual meeting of 
the American Woolen Company’s stock- 
holders in the Hotel Kimball. 

The first was the statement of Presi- 


dent Andrew G. Pierce that the com- 
pany now faces a “fair outlook,” 
though he qualified, “I am not prom- 
ising anything.” 

The second was the possibility of a 
halt being called in the shinkange of 
wool values prevailing in the few past 
years, to which was laid the greater 
part of the company’s $2,193,153.01 
operating deficit in 1926. On this point 
Mr. Pierce said: 

“The demand for wool will not per- 
mit of much more shrinkage this 
year.” 

He pointed out: that wool was now 
being bought “off the sheep’s backs” 
at high prices and that the market 
abroad was ‘‘very firm.” 

In the election of directors, 534,888 
shares were voted, representing about 
59 per cent. of the company’s outstand- 
ing common stock, marking a record 
attendance. 

After presenting his annual report 
Mr. Pierce observed that distribution 
at the present time was the largest in 
the company’s history. The lateness 
of the Lenten season this year, closing 
on April 17, has proved ‘‘quite a little 
deterrent’”’ toward the normal buying 
of fabrics, he said, pointing out that 
this factor was being felt in the com- 
pany’s business. 

One stockholder, asserting that a 
“prominent broker’? had told him that 
the old officers of the company were 
“doing nothing only drawing large sal- 
aries,’’ asked if it were true that the 
overhead was much larger than it had 
been under the old Wood régime. 

Mr. Pierce branded the tale as ‘“‘ab- 
solutely false,’’ declaring that the over- 
head had been cut by a large sum in 
the past year. 

The larger mills of the company were 
operating at a profit, Mr. Pierce as- 
serted. When he was asked if this 
were a ‘“‘reasonable profit’ he replied: 

‘‘T should say a legitimate profit.’”’ 

Discussing the company’s policy in 
buying wool, he termed it most con- 
servative. 

“We have to anticipate conditions 
somewhat,’ he said. ‘‘Wool comes 
from Australia and that is a long way 
off. We are not buying ahead any 
more than is absolutely necessary.”’ 


70 GERMANS ARRIVE 
FOR TEXTILE STUDY 


To Inspect Stores and Garment 


Plants in New York and 
Visit Other Centres. 


Seventy representatives of the Ger- 
man textile industries arrived yester- 
day on the Hamburg-American liner 
Hamburg to visit the textile centres 
of the United States and study the 
progress made by American spinners 
and weavers since the war. 

The group is headed by Dr. Arnold 
Junke and Dr. Ernst Wertheimer, both 
of Berlin. 

Speaking for the party, Dr. Wert- 


heimer said that the textile industry 
had already passed its lowest ebb as a 
result of trade conditions following the 
war. 

“Taxes and other levies were too 
high for this industry as for many 
other industries to carry,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
we are now on the recovery. All in- 
dustries in Germany are improving, as 
a matter of fact, and judging from the 
first three months this should be a 
prosperous year.” 

The party will stay in New York at 
the Prince George Hotel until Sunday. 
The visitors will make a sightseeing 
tour of the city, inspect the plant of 
the National Cloak and Suit Company, 
tour the financial district, visit R. H. 
Macy & Co., Abraham & Straus, Saks 
& Co., F. W. Woolworth and Gimbel 
Brothers and inspect the Cotton Ex- 
change and the Stock Exchange. Some 
of the visiors will also inspect garment 
factories in the city under the auspices 
of the National Wholesale Women’s 
Wear Association. 

On Sunday the party will leave for 
Philadelphia. Other cities included in 
their tour will be Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, Detroit, Niagara Falls, 
Buffalo, Rochester, Utica, Boston and 
Lowell. 

On April 13 they will sail on the 
Albert Ballin.

Southern advances reflect- 
ed freer selling by cooperative-market- 
ing associations in the process of re- 
ducing stocks on» hand: prior to the 
planting season, and contract markets 
came under pressure, leaving final 


quotations 24 to 27 potnts lower on the’ 


day. 

An improvement in’ weather, condi- 
tions and predictions of rising tem- 
peratures west of the river, with a 
decline in wheat to low levels of the 
year, influenced the course of the mar- 
ket. Spot sales at Southern markets 
were only 15,000 bales at a general de- 
cline of a quarter of.a cent in prices, 
while sales of American in Liverpool 
were only 5,000 bales yesterday. 

As proved to be the. case on the. pre- 
vious improvement around 15 cents for 
new-crop deliveries, Monday’s recovery 
above 14.90 found both December and 
January contracts for sale in excess 
of buying power. 

A continuation of heavy exports

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SENDS WHEAT DOWN

CROP OUTLOOK FAVORABLE 


Liquidation Is On tn Coarse Grains, 
and Corn, Oats and Rye 
Prices Fall.

CHICAGO, March 22.—Selling of 
wheat by houses with Eastern connec- 
tions, coming at a time when local 
ehorts generally had covered their 
lines, ran the market into stop-loss 
orders and precipitated liquidation in 
volume which carried prices for all de- 
liveries off to a new low on the crop. 
The finish was at net losses of 1% to 
154 cents. There was a noticeable lack 
of rallying power, and the best support 
came from shorts and from holders of 
daily and weekly bids. Export sales 
in all positions were finally estimated 
at 800,000 bushels, including red Win- 
ters, durums and Manitobas. 

The continued slow cash demand and 
the favorable crop outlook are the 
main depressing influences, and the 
fact that red Winters are now reported 
as about in line with Argentine grain 
ebroad attracts little attention. Liver- 
pool, which closed unchanged to \d 
higher, gained fractionally on the local 
market, with May 14% cents over Chi- 
eago at the last, compared with 6 
eents recently. 

The Kansas weekly report was favor- 
able in its comment on the Winter 
wheat crop in that State, showing am- 
ple surface moisture in all sections, 
and the plant has made considerable 
growth. Buenos Aires closed 1 cent 
lower and Winnipeg off 1% to 1% cents, 
both markets being affected by the 
pronounced weakness in America.

LIVE STOCK AT CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, March 22.—The spread 
between light and heavy hogs today 
was the widest of the season, the dif- 
ference between the top and the aver- 
age price being 85 cents, the widest 
since last October, as against 55 cents 
a week ago and only 5 cents in Janu- 
ary when it was the narrowest in 
history. The market was 10 to 15 cents 
higher on light and steady on butchers, 
with a top of $12.15, while the day’s 
average was $11.25, the latter being 
the same as on Monday. Bulk of the 
150 to 200 pound averages sold at 
$11.70 to $12.05, with 210 to 260 pound 
butchers at $11 to $11.75 and 260 to 300 
peund kinds at $10.70 to $11. Packing 
sows brought $10 to $10.25. Packers 
bought 14,000 and shippers 7,500, with 
8,000 left over. Receipts 20,000, with 
16,000 estimated for tomorrow. 

Cattle prices were little changed. 
Heavy steers scarce, with a top of 
$12.75. Bulk of beef steers sold at $9.50 
to $11.50. Receipts 11,000. Fat lambs 
were in keen demand and 25 to 50 
cents higher, with shippers paying up 
to $16.25. The bulk of sales at $5.25 to 
$6. Packers refused to follow the ad- 
vance. Sheep were 25 cents higher at 
$8.25 to $9.25. Receipts 12,000.

COTTON GOODS SALES 
OUTRUN PRODUCTION 


Consamption of 2,140,168,000 
Yards Reported From July 
to End of Febraary. 


Reports compiled by the Association 
of Cotton Textile Merchants of New 
York show how large a volume of 
cotton goods has been consumed since 
last July. 

In the eight months from July to 
February, inclusive, more than 2,000,- 
000,000 yards of standard cotton tex- 
tiles have been sold by mills report- 
ing to the association. These reports 
cover the manufacture and sale of 
more than two hundred different 
classifications of standard cotton 
cloths representing a large part of 
the total production of such goods in 
the United States. 

During this period sales reported by 
the association exceeded production 
for the period by 21 per cent. Total 
sales amounted to 2,140,168,000 yards, 
and production to 1,763,074,000 yards. 
Shipments also exceeded production, 
amounting to 1,876,217,000 yards. 

The increase in sales since last July 
Was accompanied by a reduction of 
37 per cent. of stocks in hand. On 
July 1, 1926, stocks totaled 305,245,000 
yards, and on. Feb. 28, 1927, 192,392,000 
yards. Unfilled orders increased more 
than 140 per cent, in the period. On 
July 1 they totaled 187,837,000 yards, 
and at the end of February, 451,788,- 
000 yards.

SAID TO HAVE BEEN IDOL EYE 


Taken From Indian Prince During 
British Conquest, It Is Thought— 
Value in. 19114:Was $148,000. 


The -Nassak diamond, one of the 
world’s fam6us precious stones, has 
been bought by M. Mauboussin, jew- 


to this country. It was purchased 
from ‘the’ Duke of Westminster and is 
one .of the jewels hrought back ito 
England from India by Warren Hast- 
ings, the.manner of. whose conquests 
led to his famous _impeachment trial. 
Its value now could not be determined 
yesterday, but in 1911. it was estimated 
to be worth $148,000. 

The diamond has a‘romantic history, 
although it has been.in the family of 
the Duke of Westminster for a good 
portion of its sojourn in Europe, hav- 
ing been’ purchased in 1831 by the 
then Marquis of Westminster. It is 
believed to have come originally from 
a temple at Nassak, on the upper 
Godavery, in India. 

This .temple -was. about 100 miles 
northeast of the present town of Bom- 
bay. _The diamond is believed to have 
been set in a statue of the god Siva, 
serving as. his glittering. eye. When 


the English began their ‘conquest of 
India one of their most stubborn ene- 
mies was the Prince of Pashawar, who 
took all.the.treasures he could find to 
convert into funds with which to com- 
bat the rising English power. 

The. stone is believed to have been 
taken from him when he was captured 
by Colonel J. Briggs, according to 
Evon Bandler, representative of Mr. 
Mauboussin in this country, and it was 
handed over.to Lord Hastings. Hast- 
ings sold it to @he East India Company. 
At that time it weighed 89% carats, 
but its shape was bad. It was bought 
by a. jeweler named Emanuel, of Lon- 
don, in 1831 for $7,200, according to W. 
R. Cattelle in a book on diamonds, 
and then sold to the Marquis of West- 
minster, who had it recut to a three- 
sided diamond of 78% carats. 

Mr. Bandler placed its present value 
at not less than $400,000, basing his 
estimate on the increased value of dia- 
monds and the unusual history of the 
stone. The Hope diamond, however, 
a unique gem among blue-white dia- 
monds, of which this stone is an ex- 
ample, once sold for $400,000, and prob- 
ably sold for more than that when it 
was bought by Mrs. Edward B. Mc- 
Lean of Washington. Another famous 
diamond in this country of twice the 
size of the Nassak is held at only 
$300,000, it was said last night by a 
gem expert. 

The Nassak is, however, an un- 
usually large stone and is so recorded 
in books on diamonds. It is the only 
large blue-white diamond owned by a 
jeweler. The Tiffany diamond, a 
large yellow diamond, is the tinest of 
its kind in the world and is the only 
jewel not for sale by Tiffany & Co. 
The Nassak will be placed on exhibi- 
tion by Mauboussin at the Park Ave- 
nue shop. 

The Duke of Westminster has sold 
several family treasures in recent 
years because of increased taxes in
